Washington,  Dec.  6.— The  state  depart- 
ment today  received  a  formal  protest 
from  R.  H.  May,  the  American  engineer 
who  was  forcibly  detained  in  Guatemala 
against  the  proceedings  of  the  oflRcfaTs 
there.  May  submits  an  affidavit  through 
Senator  Witherspoon,  whom  he  names 
as  his  attorney.  Mr.  Witherspoons 
paper  is  dated  at  New  Orleans,  Dec.  4. 

May  says  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  Mis- 
sissippi, temporarily  residing  in  Guate- 
mala, where  an  arbitration  has  just  been 
determined  in  his  favor  !>>•  the  British 
minister,  Mr.  Jenner.  After  that  matter 
had  been  decided,  May  left  Guatema'a 
City  and  went  to  Port  Barrios,  where,  on 
the  9th  ult.,  he  attempted  to  embark  on 
the  steamer  Stillwater  for  New  Orleans. 
He  had  procured  a  passport,  and  had  ap- 
pointed, an  attorney  of  record  in  the 
person  of  William  F.  Fuqua  to  represent 
him  in  the  country  in  any  judicial  pro- 
ce.ss  against  him.  When  he  (May)  was 
ejected  from  Guateinala,  Oct.  28,  by  the 
military  authorities,  he  owed  his  em- 
ployes on  the  Northern  railroart  about 
$2000  Guatemala  money,  which  he  wis 
unable  to  pay  on  account  of  the  Guate- 
malan government  failing  to  pay  him 
$14:j,750  American  gold  lately  awariJed  to 
him.  One  James  Wilkinson  sued  May 
aid  secuicd  a  wnit  of  detention,  forbid- 
ding him  to  leave  the  country  until  his 
claim  was  settled. 

May  sa>  s  that  article  74,  of  decree  273, 
i.s  the  only  provision  under  which  a  per- 
son can  be  prevented  from  leaving  the 
country,  yet  that  article  permits  depart- 
ure when  an  attor.ney  of  record  is  ap- 
pointed. May  :-!aid  that  he  was  prepare^l 
with  a  formal  instru"ie"t  and  r resented 
to  the  Guatemalan  officers,  .showing  that 
he  had  appointed  such  attorney  In  the 
person  of  Mr.  Fuqua. 

"Notwithstanding  this,"  says  May,  "I 
was  forcibly  seized,  pulled  off  the  gang- 
way of  the  ship,  and  thereby  prevented 
fronj  coming  to  the  United  States,  and 
am  now  detained  at  Guatemala." 

The  affiant  concludes  with  a  list  of 
witnesses  to  support  his  statements,  an  1 
requests  the  state  departme;it  to  de- 
partment to  demand  his  immediate  re- 
lease and  the  payment  to  him  of  an 
indemnity  of  $5000  damages  "for  said 
willful  and  malicious  wrong."

Nortlisrn    Pacific  Overiand   Train 
Derailed  Near  Rocicer,  Mont. 

St.  Paul,  Dec.  C— A  special  to  the  Dis- 
patch from  Butte,  Mont., -says:  The 
eastbound  Northern  Pacific  overland 
passenger  train,  due  in  Butte  at  11:55 
p.  m.  last  night,  was  derailed  at  a  sid- 
ing half  a  mile  east  of  Rocker.  Two 
men  were  instantly  killed.  Engineer  Nat 
Kellom  was  severely  scalded  and  Fire- 
man Ole  Olson  was  slightly  injured. 
Aside  from  a  severe  shaking  up,  no 
passengers  were  injured. 

How  the  accident  occurred  is  a  mys- 
teiy.  A  rail  had  been  misplaced  or 
broken  by  the  ^rain  which  passed  that 
point  a  short  time  before,  as  torpedoes 
had  been  placed  on  the  track  as  a  sig- 
nal of  danger.  These  torpedoes  ex- 
ploded, but  the  train  could  not  be 
checked  in  time. 

The  men  killed  were  stealing  a  ride 
on  the  trucks  forward  of  the  baggage 
car.  One  was  completely  buried  in  the 
debris  of  the  wrecked  car.  The  other 
man  was  identified  as  M.  J.  Connel,  a 
member  of  the  Wallace,  Ldaho,  Eagles.

End  of  the  Printer's  Slander  Case

In  the  motion  for  a  non-suit, 
the  defense  claimed  the  general  declara- 
tion ascribed  to  the  defendant  in  the 
statement  of  the  plaintiff  had  not  been 
proved,  and  that  the  innuendoes  had 
been  left  unsupported  by  any  testimonj'. 
The  non-suit  granted  by  Judge  Wilson 
clo-ses  the  case.

Louisville.  Dec.  6.— The  twentieth  an- 
nual convention  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  met  today  in  Music 
hall.  The  American  flag  was  much  in 
evidence  in  the  way  of  decorative  ef- 
fect. When  the  president's  gavel  fell, 
175  delegates  were  In  their  seats.  Rep- 
resentatives were  present  from  the 
British  Trades'  union  congress  and  the 
Canadian  trades  and  labor  congress, 
three  women  delegates  and  two  colored. 
President  Gompers  introduced  Wil- 
liam Higgins,  editor  of  the  Irish  Amer- 
ican, of  Louisville,  who  delivered  the 
address  of  welcome.  President  Gompers 
replied. 

Thomas  Tracy,  of  Boston,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  credentials,  then 
presented  the  report  of  that  commit- 
tee. The  reading  consumed  half  an 
hour  and  was  substantially  as  follows: 
The  committee  had  examined  the  cre- 
dentials of  205  delegates,  representing 
sixty-one  national  and  international 
unions,  ten  state  branches,  forty-two 
central  labor  unions,  flfty-nlne  local 
trades'  unions  and  three  foreign  feder- 
ations. The  report  was  unanimously 
adopted  and  the  delegates  .seated. 

President  Gompers  then  began  his 
annual  address.  He  spoke  as  follows: 
Our  economic  and  social  life  presents  to 
us  new  and  complex  problems.  The  cen- 
tury now  opening  before  us  requires  the 
keenest  appreciation  on  the  part  of  a  i 
that  upon  ourselves  and  uiHin  our  unilv 
in  sentiment,  conviction  and  actl;^  Ue"s 
the  safety  of  the  future  manhood,  woman- 
hood and  childhood  of  our  country.  There 
have  been  no  rights  accorded  unless  thev 
have  been  conquered  through  unity,  the 
wisdom  and  the  willingness  of  those  who 
have  acquired  them  to  bear  burdens  and 
make  sacrifice.  What  Is  true  of  the  past 
is  true  of  the  present,  and  will  be  equaiiv 
true  in  the  future.  To  organize  the  yet 
unorganized  workers;  to  build  up  national 
and  international  unions;  to  make  our 
organizations  daily  more  effective  to  de- 
fend the  toilers;  to  protect  and  promote 
their  interests  in  every  way;  lo  assure. 
beycnd  all  peradventure.  the  vantage 
gron  d  already  gained;  to  proffrees  con- 
tinually in  abolishing  that  whicn  t:ie 
Workers,  their  wivee  and  their  children 
have  too  long  borne,  and  to  uchievenieni 
of  that  justice  lo  which  they  are  entitled. 
1'he  success  of  these,  as  lypllied  by  our 
great  cau.se,  now  and  for  all  time  to 
come,  rests  entirely  upon  the  working 
class  itself. 

"Tile   past    year   has    witnessed    a    most 
remarkable  growth  in  odganization  among 
the  workers,  who  have  realized  that  there 
is  no  protection  for  their  interests  or  hope 
for  justice  and  freedom  In  the  future,  un- 
less it  results  from  the  unity  of  the  wage- 
working    masses.    .  While    the    growth    is 
very   gratifying,    there  is   another   leaiure 
connected  .wit a  it  which  is  even  a  greater 
source    of    congratulation.      The    workers 
have  organizeu   In   the   unions      of       their 
trades  and  callings,  new  unions  have  teen 
formed,  and  several  national  union.s  creat- 
ed from  heretofore  scattered  and  i.solated 
locals,  and  thus  the  staballty  of  the  labor 
movement  has  been   more  nearly  Insured.

guaged  by  the  extent,  power  and  financial 
resources  of  an  organization  in  any  iraOe 
or    calling.      The    barom»ler    of       strikes 
rises  with  lack  of,  or  weaknes-s  in,  organi- 
zations,   and    diminishes    v/ith    the    extent 
aiul  power  of  the  trade  utdon  movemcnl. 
Through    more    compact       and        better 
equipped    trade  unions,   have  come      joint 
agreement  and   conciliations  between   the 
workmen   and    associated    employers,    and 
only   when   conciliation    has   failed    has   it 
bee'n    necessary    to    resort    to    arbitration, 
and  then  the  only  arbitration   was  arbll- 
raion  voiuntarlly. 

11  is  strange  how  much  men  desire  to 
comjiel  other  men  to  do  by  law.  What 
we  aim  to  achieve  is  freedom  through  or- 
ganization. Arbitration  is  only  possible 
when  voluntary.-  it  never  can  be  succe^- 
fully  carried  out  unless  the  parties  to  a 
dispute  or  controversy  are  equal,  or  nearly 
e<iual  in  power  to  protect  and  deienU 
themselves,  or  lo  infiict  injury  upon  ihe 
other.  The  more  thoroughly  the  workers 
are  organinzed  in  their  locai  and  national 
unions  and  federated  by  common  bond, 
policy  and  polity,  then  better  shall  we  be 
able  to  avert  strikes  and  lockouts,  secure 
conciliations,  and,  if  necessary,  arbitra- 
tion; but  it  must  be  voluntarily  arbitra- 
tion or  there  should  be  no  arbitration  at 

all 

Realizing  the  necessity  for  the  unity  of 
the  wage-earners  of  our  country,  the  Ani- 
erlcan  Federation  of  Labor  has  upon  a.i 
occasions  declared  that  trades  unions 
should  open  their  portals  to  all  wage- 
workers,  irrespective  of  creed  color,  na- 
tionality, sex  or  politics.  ^Not^'^S  has 
transpired  in  recent  years  which  has  ca  lei 
for  a  change  of  our  declared  policy  upon 
this  question.  On  the  contrary,  every  evi- 
dence tends  to  confirm  us  In  this  con- 
viction, for,  even  if  It  were  not  a  matter 
of  principle,  seJf-preservation  wouid 
prompt  the  workers  to  organize  Intelli- 
eently  and  to  make  common  cause.»  in 
making  the  declaration  we  have,  we  do 
not  necessarily  proclaim  that  the  social 
barriers  existing  between  the  whites  and 
blacks  could  or  should  be  felled  with  one 
stroke  of  the  pen.  but  when  white  and 
black  workers  are  compelled  to  work  side 
by  side  under  the  same  adverse  circum- 
stances and  under  equally  unfair  condi- 
tions. It  seems  an  anomaly  that  we  should 
refuse  to  accord  the  right  of  organiza- 
tions to  workers  because  of  a  difference 
In  their  color.  Unless  we  shall  give  the 
negro  workers  the  opportunity  to  organize 
and  thus  place  them  where  they  can  pro- 
tect and  defend  themselves  against  the 
rapacity  and  cupidity  of  their  employers; 
unless  we  continue  the  policy  of  endeavor- 
ing to  make  friends  of  them,  there  can 
be  no  question  that  they  wll.  not  only  be

Washington.  Dec.  6.— (Special  to  Tli>? 
Herald.)— Of  the  seven  new  representa- 
tives who  took  the  oath  of  oflke  before 
Sptakcr  Henderson  on  thf  first  day  ot 
the  present  session  of  congress,  one  is 
a  man  who  was  once  sentenced  to  be 
handed.  He  is  the  succt-ssor  of  Gen- 
Jos-ph  Wheekr.  His  name  is  William 
Richardson,  and  he  hails  from  Alal>a- 
ma.  Although  only  17  years  old,  he 
was  one  of  the  central  figures  in  a  dra- 
matic episode  of  the  civil  war. 

Gen.  Forrest,  then  little  known,  even 
throughout  the  Confederacy,  in  July, 
1863.  received  word  that  the  Federal 
trotjps  under  I J  en.  Crittenden.  whi* 
Were  at  >lurfreesl>oro.  forty-seven  miles 
away,  had  captured  a  valuable  Con- 
federate spy.  He  moved  quickly  and 
■with  1100  men  completely  surpriseU 
Crittenden's  force  in  the  early  morn- 
ing, killing  many  and  taking  many 
more  prisoners. 

Forrest  arrived  in  time  to  release  the 
man  he  sought,  a  spy  in  the  Army  of 
Virginia,  known  only  as  Mr.  Faul.  Faui 
and  his  boy  companion  had  been  told 
only  a  few  hours  before  that  they  were 
to  be  hanged   th^'  next  inornins,'. 

Richardson,  who  had  gone  into  the 
Confederate  army  when  16  years  old, 
was  no  spy.  I>ut  had  been  introduced  to 
Paul  by  relatives  who  wanted  to  as- 
sist him  in  an  effort  to  return  to  the 
.South.  He  had  been  captured  after  his 
first  battle  and  had  been  taken  to  In- 
diana. He  made  his  escape,  got  to  Nash- 
ville, fell  in  with  Paul,  of  whose  iden- 
tity he  knew  nothing  and  was  shortly 
afterward  .captured.  Paul's  guilt  was 
so  clear  that  all  of  Richardson's  efforts 
to  explain  to  the  federal  authorities 
that  he  was  no  spy  were  unavailing. 
«    «    • 

The  standard  of  military  instruction 
is  to  be  advanced  at  the  various  col- 
leges of  the  country  where  officers  of 
the  army  are  detailed  by  the  war  de- 
partment, if  such  institutions  win 
adopt   a   curriculum   to   be   suggested. 

For  years  it  has  been  known  that 
many  colleges  supporting  a  military 
cuurse  have  regleeted  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunities  afforded  in 
having  a  regular  army  officr  detailed 
to  them,  and  reports  from  inspei-tion 
offlcc-r.s  should  be  withdrawn  because 
of  the  ama'.l  chance  given  by  faculties 
Xor  cadets  to  drill  and  be  disciplined. 

There  are  two  institutions  in  Mary- 
land where  army  officers  are  usually 
stationed  as  instructors — at  the  Mary- 
land  Agricultural   college   and   at       St. 


•John's  college,  Annapolis.  At  nt'ither 
of  these,  it  is' said,  has  the  attention 
been  given  to  the  military  departmentn 
that  they  should  have.  In  the  course 
.•f  a  li'W  weeks  the  war  department  in- 
tends to  formulate  a  plan  of  instruction 
to  be  carried  out  at  .several  colleges 
where  officers  are  detailed.  It  is  the 
jturpose  to  bring  these  institutions  in 
touch  with  the  existing  methods  at 
West  Point.  Many  inquiries  have  been 
received  here  in  relation  to  the  matter, 
and  the  impression  gains  ground  that 
it  is  time  to  include  a  military  drill  in 
collegiate  education.  It  is  believed  the 
larger  number  of  college  professors  and 
teachers  will  favor  this  idea.  Indirectly, 
the  army  will  be  the  gainer,  and  the 
impression  is  abroad  that  the  standard 
for  entrv  to  West  Point  should  be 
raised  as  .soon  as  the  new  idea  has  had 
a  chance  to  be  disseminated  among  the 

students  of  the  country.

The  Hamburg-American  Hue  hag  re 
cently  established  steamship  commu- 
nication with  the  North  Brazilian  ports 
of  Para  and  Manaos,  a  steamer  being 
advertised  to  leave  Hamourg  on  the 
15th  of  each  month.  The  first  vessel 
of  the  new  line  (the  Candia)  left  Ham- 
burg on  July  14  and  returned  via  Bal- 
timore after  a  favorable  voyage  of 
.seventy-six  days.  The  result  of  this 
trial  trip  was  satisfactory,  and  the 
financial  success  of  the  venture  seems 
to  be  assured. 

On  the  outward  voyage,  the  ship 
touched  at  Havre,  Oporto  and  Lisbon. 
The  freight  from  Germany  consisted 
chielly  of  manufactures  and  cement. 
That  irom  Portugal  consisted  of  vege- 
tables nnd  wine. 

Xo  obiitcule  to  navigation  was  en- 
countered during  the  entire  trip.  The 
unioadmg  at  Manaos  was  effected  with- 
out diflicuUy,  there  being  no  need,  is  is 
cften  the  case  at  other  p^»rts.  to  nn- 
;ind  tne  ci""go  into  lighters,  where  it 
must  remain  from  twenty  to  thirty 
days,  owing  to  the  overcrowding  of 
custom?  houses. 

Heretofore,  the  trade  ■'>f  the  Amazon 
iias  '(ten  in  the  lianl*  «jT^wo  Knglish 
companies,  which,  it  is  alleged,  have 
not  usetl  their  monopoly  in  such  a  way 
as  tr  win  popularity. 

Officials  and  merchants  (especially 
German  merchants,  t»f  whom  there  are 
not  less  than  thirty-j^ix  at  Manaos)  ex- 
press their  satisfaction  at  the  action 
of  the  Hamburg  company  in  sending  its 
i\\'\iS  to  them.

I  i  Ks.v.i  f  nd  hi-les,  tne  enrgi  beng 
completed  at   Baltimore. 

Since  the  Canadia's  trip,  the  Ale- 
mania,  Valesia  and  Creatia  have  been 
sent  out  in  August,  Septmio.**  and  Octo- 
l^er,  re.^pcctiveiy.  For  ihv>  present  it 
is  inten''fd  that  the  recj"'!  voyages 
shall    be   made   via    the    West   Indies.

••eady  li  operation.  IT.^rf.  as  every- 
where German  steamship  companies  are 
acting  as  the  pioneers  of  German  tri.le 
by  supplying  direct  and  regular  chan- 
nels of  communication.  If  German 
merchant-j  prove  energetic  am'  enter- 
prising in  promptly  undtrstandii;.g  and 
utilizing  the  advantages  thus  offered 
them,  Germany's  commercial  and  po- 
litical influence  in  Brazil  will  soon  i)e 
largely  increased,  and  one  of  the  fu- 
ture's richest  markets  wi'.l  lie  lost,  or 
partially  lost,  to  the  United  States.

AVashington,  Dec.  6.— The  annual  re- 
port of  the  secretary  of  the  interior, 
made  public  today,  is  a  voluminous 
publication,  indicating  the  wide  scope  of 
the  department's  jurisdiction  and  the 
varied  affairs  in  its  keeping.  The  first 
subjlect  dealt  with  Indian  affairs.  The 
report  says  the  general  .condition  of 
the  Indians  during  the  year  has  con- 
tinued to  be  satisfactory;  no  disturb- 
arcew  or  serious  troubles  have  occurred, 
and  a  reasonable  degree  of  progress  to- 
ward civilization  has  "been  made.  The 
management  of  the  Indian  schools  hat; 
been  good,  and  their  increa.se  in  number 
as  well  as  in  the  enrollment  and  at- 
tendance of  pupils  indicates  a  healthy 
and  satisfactory  growth.  The  popula- 
tion of  Indians,  exclusive  of  tho.se  in 
the  state  of  New  York  and  those  in  the 
five  civilized  triiies  of  the  Indian  terri- 
tory, may  bo  stated  approximately  to 
he  181,939,  an  increase  of  353  over  the 
previous  year.  Five  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  allotments  of  land  in 
severalty  were  made  during  the  year, 
embracing  approximately  890,982.25 
acres. 

The  aggregate  of  appropriations  on 
account  of  the  Indian  service  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30.  1900,  was  $7,- 
078,863.19.  Of  this  $7.504,77'>.S1  was  pro- 
vided for  in  the  act  making  appropria- 
tions for  the  current  and  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Indian  department,  and 
for  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with 
various  Indian  tribes,  and  174.087.38  by 
various  other  acts.  The  total  amount 
appropriated  on  account  of  the  Indian 
service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30  1901.  is  $X,873.23».24,  which  is  $1,123.- 
287.30  more  than  for  the  current  fiscal 
year.  The  entire  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  from 
moneys  api>ropriated,  including  trust 
funds,  interest  on  same,  and  proceeds  of 
lands,  were  $10,175,106.76.  The  income  of 
the  various  Indian  tribes  during  the 
\ear  amounted  to  $5,599,833,  as  against 
$6  146,202  the  previous  fiscal  year.  The 
total  amount  of  money  expende<l  by  the 
government  for  the  Indian  service  from 
March  4,  1789,  to  June  .30,  1900,  is  shown 
by  the  records  of  the  treasury  depart- 
ment to  be  $368,358,217.17. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  .10. 
1900  there  was  sent  out  for  distribution 
among  Indians  $1,507,542.68.  The  per 
capita  payments  ranged  from  50  cents 
-  [to  $255.  There  are  now  in  the  treasu" y 
to  the  credit  of  the  Indians  $33,31 7.9aa.0y, 
drawing  an  annual  interest  (at  4  per 
cent)  of  $1,646,485.96.  These  payments 
have  a  tendency  to  destroy  the  labor 
spirit  and  foster  the  habit  of  living  on 
c-edit.  The  commissioner  expresses  the 
opinion  that  there  should  be  a  gradual 
extinction  of  the.=e  funds  by  setting  aside 
sufficient  to  support  schools  for,  say, 
twenty-five  years,  and  then  dividmg  the 
balance  iier  capita,  holding  shares  of 
minors  until  they  reach  the  proper 
age.

The  total  cash  receipts  aggregate  $4,- 
379  758.  an  increase  of  $1,309,620  over  the 
preceding  fiscal  year.  The  total  expen- 
.=es  of  the  land  offices  was  $727,581.  an 
increase  over  1899  of  $66,179. 

The  total  area  of  the  public  lands  is 
approximately  1.071.881,662  acres,  of 
which  917.13.5.880  acres  are  undisposed  of 
and  l.".4.745.7SJ  acres  have  been  rcserveil 
f,n-  various  purpo.^es.  In  Minnesota  th:- 
aiea  unappropriated  and  unreserved  in- 
cludes 2,386.295  acres  unsurveyed  and 
2  309  908  acres  surveyed.  The  area  re- 
served amounts  to  5.022,298  acres,  and 
the  area  appropriate*!  is  41,4i9,5<9  acres. 
Twenty-nine  thousand  five  hundred  and 
forty-e'ight  patents  for  agricultural 
lands  were  i.^sued  during  the  fiscal  year, 
coitaining  approximately  4.727.680  acres, 
a  decrease  of  48.59  in  number,  and  (<i,4«0 
in  a^reige  over  the  previous  year.

DEFECT  IN  CHARTER 


No  Prevision  Under  Which 

the  Haw  Officials  Could 

Be  Inaugurated. 


1900,  shews  that  there  were  received 
within  that  year  39,815  applications  for 
mechanical  patents,  2263  applications  for 
designs,  90  applications  for  roi.ssues,  17.59 
caveats,  2103  applications  for  trade- 
marks, 872  applications  for  labels,  and 
127  applications  for  prints.  There  were 
26,.540  patents  granted,  including  rci.ssues 
and  designs:  1660  trade-marks,  682  labels 
and  93  prints  were  registered.  The 
number  of  allowed  applications  which 
were  by  operation  of  law  forfeited  for 
non-payment  of  the  linal  fees  was  4052. 
The  total  receipts  of  the  office  were 
$1,358,228.35;  the  total  expenditures  were 
$1,247, 827. .58,  and  the  surplus  of  receipts 
over  expenditure.'s,  being  the  amount 
turned  into  the  treasury,  was  $110,400.77. 
The  commissioner  suggests  an  amend- 
ment to  the  statutes 'by  which  the  board 
of  examiners  in  chief  be  abolished,  and 
that  in  their  place  and  in  the  place  of  the 
present  assistant  commissioner  there  be 
three  a.«:sistant  commissioners  appointed 
who.  together  with  the  commissioner, 
shall  be  persons  of  competent  legal 
knowledge,  scientific  ability  and  well 
versed  in  law,  and  shall  hear  all  appeals 
from  the  primary  examiner  and  exami- 
ner of  interferences.  The  assistant  com- 
missioners to  be  appointed  for  six  years, 
and  not  more  than  two  from  the  same 
political  party. 

Much  space  is  devoted  to  the  purchase 
of  certain  groves  of  sequoia  gigantee, 
known  as  the  "mammoth  tree  grove,"  in 
Calaveras  county,  California,  purchased 
by  K.  B.  Whiteside,  of  Duluth,  for  a 
purported  consideration  of  $100,000  in 
cash.  It  is  stated  that  investigation 
showed  that  the  deeds  for  the  land  w-ere 
held  in  escrow  in  the  Union  National 
bank,  of  Ashland,  Cal.  The  secretary 
says: 

"Negotiations  with  a  view-  to  securing 
a  bond  upon  the  lands  embracing  these 
groves  were  attempted  to  be  opened  and 
conducted  with  Mr.  Whiteside  by  tele- 
graph. The  results  thereof  not  only  in- 
di<-ated  his  unwillingness  to  negotiate 
with  the  department  respecting  a  sale 
of  the.se  lands  to  the  United  States  upon 
any  practical  plan,  but  evidenced  an  in- 
clination to  stand  upon  his  rights  and 
avoid  coining  to  any  definite  statx^ment 
or  negotiation.  In  the  meantime,  how- 
ever, I  caused  a  careful  examination  to 
l)e  made  by  a  special  agent  of  the  gen- 
eral land  office  ot  the  above-ini>ntioned 
groves  of  big  trees  and  the  lands  ad- 
jacent thereto,  and  as  a  result  an  order 
was  issued  dirtH>tin.g  temporary  with- 
drawals of  all  vacant  lands  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  tracts  covered  by 
the  two  groves  and  within  the  area  in- 
tervening between  the  same:  such  with- 
drawals i'ml)racing  in  the  aggregate  7;J60 
acres.  A  bill,  providing  for  the  acquire- 
ment of  these  lands  through  cmdemna- 
tion  proceedings,  as  amended  by  the 
house  of  representatives  committee  on 
I-ublic  lands,  is  now  pending  in  congress, 
and  in  ny  judgment  should  become  a 
law." 


St.  Paul,  Dec.  6.— Many  of  the  best 
attorneys  of  the  city  claim  that  through 
an  error  in  the  charter.  A.  R.  Kiefer  i.T 
still  mayor  of  this  city,  and  that  the  city 
council  and  others  in  office  a  year  agn 
are  still  in  office,  and  are  the  only  ones 
tCiat  have  a  right  to  act  as  such.

The  new  charter  now  here  provide;.? 
for  the  method  by  whcih  the  new 
men  elected  last  si)ring  could  qualify  for 
office. 

City  officials  were  elected  last  May, 
under  the  old  law.  The  new  charter 
went  into  effect  June  2,  and  the  new 
city  officials  assumed  their  duties  June 
6.  It  is  claimed  that  there  is  no  provi- 
sion in  the  new  law  under  which  they 
could  be  legally  inaugurated. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  supreme  court  of 
Illinois,  in  an  almost  parallel  case,  grow- 
out  of  similar  conditions  at  Springfield, 
held  that  the  new  officers  ciuld  not 
qualify. 

If  the  Minnesota  court  takes  the 
same  view,  it  will  me"iin  the  ousting  of 
the  present  Democratic  cit.v  administra- 
tion and  the  return  of  the  Republicans 
to  power.

Blue  Eaiih  County  People  Are  Much 
Myetifitd.

He  lighted  a  match  in  order 
that  he  r.ight  be  able  to  see  the  ma- 
chinery ind  suddenly  there  was  an  ex- 
plosion, tnd  from  the  water  in  the  pit, 
at  the  la.st'  of  the  pumps,  the  place 
where  th?  water  is  cared  for,  there  shot 
up  a  blaae. 

Pails  o  water  were  dipped  from  the 
pit  ;-.nd  natches  applied  to  the  liquid. 
Flames  ^ot  into  space  in  a  manner  that 
caused  tie  people  round  about  to  ha- 
lieve  thtt  natural  gas  had  .got  in  it.-? 
work.  The  water  from  the  well,  which 
is  400  feel  deep,  was  set  afire,  and  burnccl 
like  .gasoine.  For  a  long  time  there  has 
been  an  odor  similar  to  that  of  gas 
within  tie  pump  house,  but  the  railroad 
employei  were  of  the  opinion  that  it 
came  frcm  a  ga.eoline  can  a  short  dis- 
tance awny.  The  ga.soline,  however,  has 
not  been  allowed  to  get  into  the  water.

Governor  Lind  ha.s  finally  done  what 
The  Herald  ha.s  regarded  as  the  only 
proper  thing  for  him  to  do — he  has  Itn- 
dered  the  ad  interim  appointment  as 
United  States  senator  to  Hon.  Charles  A. 
Towne.  of  this  city.  Mr.  Towne  has  ac- 
cepted and  is  now  in  St.  Paul  to  receive 
his  commision  from  the  governor  and 
pro.-'eed  at  once  to  Washington,  a.s  it  i.s 
important  Minnesota  should  be  fully 
represented  in  the  .«enate  at  a  time  when 
questions  of  great  moment  are  being 
(■t)nsideretl.  Becau.se  Governor  Lind,  for 
some  inexplicable  reason,  sought  vainly 
to  induce  one  or  two  Republicans  to  take 
the  appointment,  some  of  Mr.  Towne's 
friend.s  have  urged  him  not  to  accept  th-? 
honor,  ))Ut  The  Herald  is  convlnce<l  that 
Mr.  Towne  has  acted  sensibly.  If  he  had 
declined  the  plaoe  because  of  the  gov- 
ernoi'.-i  strange  course,  there  would  Pt 
once  have  'l>een  created  a  serious  split  in 
the  fusion  ranks  in  thi.^  state.  By  ac- 
cepting the  appointment.  Mr.  Towne  has 
taken  a  course  that  will  remove  any 
feeling  of  bitterness  that  may  have  been 
arou.-ed. 

As  The  Herald  said  a  week  a,go,  when 
suggesting  Mr.  Towne  as  a  worthy  su?- 
ce.«sor  to  the  place  vacated  by  Senator 
Davis'  demise,  he  will  ably  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  position,  and  reflect  credit 
upon  the  state.  It  is  generally  acknow- 
ledged that  in  point  of  ability  and  the 
other  qualities  needed  in  a  senator,  he 
is  without  a  peer  in  Minnesota  today, 
and  thi.s  can  be  said  without  any  dis- 
paragement of  other  able  men  in  both 
the  Republican  and  fusion  parties.  All 
Duluthians,  regardless  of  political 
afRHations,  are  pleased  to  see  Mr.  Towne 
in  the  senate,  if  only  for  a  short  time. 

THiS  EAHT  ti  lljgj  UPrOSE. 

The  Philadelphia  Record  comments 
upon  the  census  report  that  in  sixteen 
counties  of  the  state  there  has  been  a 
decrease  of  popuiati:)n  since  1890.  and  in 
six  other  counties  the  increase  has  be?n 
less  tCian  1000,  and  asks:  "What  is  the 
farmer  to  do?"  The  counties  in  which 
the  census  shows  a  decrease  are  farming 
counties,  and  the  inference  is  that  in 
these  counties  farming  does  not  pay. 
The  Record  says:  "The  cheap  and  pro- 
ductive lands  of  the  Western  states, 
aided  by  remarkably  low  i-ates  of  trans- 
portatim  on  farm  products,  Ciave  made 
it  impossible  for  Eastern  farmers  to 
compete  in  the  production  of  the  great 
staples  of  export  to  foreign  countries." 

Similar  conditions  prevail  in  New 
York.  Twenty-two  of  the  farming  caun- 
ties  of  that  state  show  a  loss  of  popula- 
tion since  1890,  and  yet  the  percentage 
of  increase  for  the  entire  state  was  21.1. 
Without  doubt  there  is  a!  natural  drift 
of  population  to  large  towns  and  cities, 
but  this  wDuld  not  cause  a  decrease  in 
population  if  the  leading  industries  of 
the  counties  w^ere  profitable.  Ttiere  are 
always  men  and  women  who  will  be  con- 
tent to  live  where  the  work  they  can  en- 
gage in  is  fairly  profitable.  The  Balti- 
more American  describes  a  similar  con- 
dition of  things  in  Maryland. 

These  are  facts  that  must  be  fallen 
into  consideration  by  the  advjcates  of 
an  appropriation  by  congress  to  irre- 
gate  large  tracts  of  land  in  the  South- 
west. Wtiy,  it  will  be  asked  by  the 
Eastern  members,  should  congress  vote 
large  sums  to  irrigate  the  arid  lands 
when  farming  in  the  East  is  found  to 
be  unprofitable?  These  arid  areas,  it 
will  be  urged,  may  remain  as  they  are 
until  an  increase  in  population  creates 
a  larger  demand  fir  agricultural  pro- 
ducts. The  Eastern  states  have  largo 
delegations  In  congress  and  wield  great 
influence  there.  All  New  England,  as 
well  as  other  Eastern  states,  is  experi- 
encing in  rural  districts  the  depression 
resulting  from  inability  to  compete  in 
the  production  of  wheat  with  the  more 
fertile  West.  The.se  states  are  pros- 
perous as  a  whole,  but  their  gains  in 
population  lie  in  urban  and  manufac- 
turing districts.  It  is  hardly  likely  that, 
under  existing  circumstances,  congress 
can  be  induced  to  enter  upon  large  Irri- 
gation schemes  in  the  Southwest. 


The  only  principle  upon  which  the  Unit- 
ed States  can  properly  engage  in  the 
construction  of  the  interoceanic  water- 
way is  that  of  absolute  control,  unfet- 
tered by  any  engagement  with  any  Euro- 
pean power.  This  principle  has  been 
stated  by  nobody  m^re  forcibly  than  by 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  said  last  winter 
of  the  Hay-Pauncefote  treaty: 

"I  most  earnestly  hope  that  the  pend- 
ing treaty  concerning  the  isthmian  canal 
will  not  be  ratified  unless  amended  so 
as  to  provide  that  the  canal  when  built 
shall  be  wholly  under  the  control  of 
the  United  States,  alike  in  peace  and 
war.  This  seems  to  me  vital,  no  less 
from  the  standpoint  of  cur  sea  power 
than  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Monroe 
Doctrine." 

Similar  views  were  held  by  Senator 
Davis,  and  it  was  because  of  his  in- 
sistence upon  the  firtificatloh  amend- 
ment that  the  treaty  was  held  up  at  the 
last  session  and  was  not  then  ratified. 
His  attitude  was  approved  by  many  of 
the  leading  Republican  journals  as  well 
as  by  the  Democratic  and  Independent 
press.  Even  as  .^strong  a  supporter  of  the 
administration  as  the  New  York  Sun 
expres.sed  its  belief  that  the  hope  that 
the  fortification  amendment  will  be 
adopted  is  shareiW  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  American  citizens,  and  added 
that  "if  the  present  secretary  of  state's 
continuance  in  office  is  conditional  upon 
the  administration's  adherence  to  th*^ 
policy  expressed  in  his  proposed  treaty 
with  Great  Britain,  the  country  would 
rather  lose  Mr.  Hay's  services  than  fore- 
%(.  full  control  of  the  American  canal 
between  the  ocean.s." 


Two  states,  Oregon  and  Virginia,  shov.

The  total  vote  of  the  state  was  about  14 
per  cent  smaller  than  It  was  four  years 
ago,  notwithstanding  a  marked  increase 
in  the  population.  In  Virginia  It  was  the 
Republican  vote  that  shrunk  most,  and 
r.ryans  plurality  Is  about  10.000  greater 
than  It  was  four  years  ago,  although  hir. 
actual  vote  is  less  by  about  S-.KW.  And 
Virginia  has  Ijeen  growing,  too.  It  io'-diF 
more  and  more  doubtful  whetii'.r  the 
total  vote  of  either  of  the  two  leading 
candidates  will  exceed  that  of  four  y-?ars 
ago,    in    the    country   as   a    whole.

Dec.  12,  for 
the  purpose  of  enacting  taxation  legis  at.o.i 
along  the  lines  of  th;-  constitutional 
amendment  adopted  at  the  November  elec- 
tion. This  amendment  permits  the  taxa-

<ash  value  instead  of  specifically  on  their 
earning?,  a.s  was  mandatory  before  the 
passage  of   the  amendment.

The 
New  York  Times  says  of  the  Chicago  in- 
vention, which  it  evidently  credits:    "Ever 
since  the  'mantle'  burners  were  invented, 
that    Is,    for    something    over    ten    years, 
the  possibility  of  attaining  the  very  best 
illuminating  results   from   the  burning  in 
them  of  gas  otherwise   suitable  only   for 
heating  purposes,  has  been  well  and  prac- 
tically  known   in  all    the   towns   adjacent 
to  tho  gas    wells,   but   never  a  word   1!?!^ 
be<:n  said  about  it  by  the  gas  companies 
in   other   places,    and    somehow  or   other 
even  the  Inventors  and  exploiters  of  the 
'mantle'  system  of  combustion  have  been 
influenced   to  avoid  the   subject   as  much 
as   possible.     Now   that   the    pretty    little 
combination  has  been  broken  we  may  ex-

The  canaU proposed  by  Secretary 
Hay  and  Lord  Pauncefote  would  be 
American  in  name  only.  TEie  treaty  now 
in  the  senate  contemplates  an  owner- 
ship which  does  not  own,  and  a  control 
which  does  not  control.  The  adoption 
of  the  amendment  would  alt,er  this  state

OHIO'S  SENSATION. 
Columbus,  Ohio,  Dec.  6.— A  discovery 
was  made  yesterday  by  Hon.  George  B. 
Okey,  an  eminent  legal  authority  of  this 
cit.v,  that  the  state  board  af  equaliza- 
tion, which  is  now  in  session  here,  has 
practically  no  legal  status,  and  that  its 
acts  are  of  no  effect.

ESTIMATES  FOR  YEAR.

The  Dutch,  Mr.  Robertson 
added,  are  now  absolutely  alienated.

Mas  are  reported  from  Shang  Si  to  ba 
holding  the  mountain  passes  on  the 
frontier  of  Chi  Li.  An  explosion  at  Pao 
Ting  Fu  during  ffie  clearing  out  of  a 
powder  magazine  killed  one  man  and 
wounded  Lieut.  Wolfgram  and  four 
others.

The  comir.g  session  of  the  j.liniiesola 
it  gjslature  is  expected  by  the  men  who 
will  be  memhKrs  of  it,  to  be  the  most 
important  held  in  the  state  for  many 
year.-.  The  election  of  two  I'nited 
Statvs  senators  is  of  itself  enough  to 
make  tlie  .session  one  of  remarkable  in- 
.lerest.  but  other  questions  will  come 
up  that  will  tax  the  resources  of  the 
l.gislators. 

A  new  one  has  just  been  raised  by  the 
•  leelaration  of  the  supreme  court  that 
the  Anderson  law  is  uncon.stitutional. 
This  mtans  the  io?s  to  the  stat^  uf 
many  thousands  of  dollars  <'f  revenu  > 
upoi!  which  it  had  been  counting  and 
^:t>me  means  must  ho  found  to  make  that 
up.  Ueorge  H.  L..jy bourn  says  that  it 
may  »>e«onie  necessary  to  increase  th.^ 
rate  of  taxation  In-caust-  the  sources 
!rom  which  the  state  draws  its  revenue 
have  I>eeii  <-onsid-rably  reduced.  Mi. 
Laybourn  at  the  last  session  was  chaii^ 
man  of  th-.-  i-ommittcc  on  ta.xes  ;:id 
tax  laws  and  is  well  posted  on  the  sub- 
ject, lie  says  that  in  the  past  two 
years  the  valuation  of  the  state  has 
beer.  consid'.-ra!>ly  reduced.  Theie  have 
been  increases  in  the  valuations  of 
.•-oijie  of  the  corporations,  nolal)ly  th^' 
Twin  City  street  railway  system  and 
the  mi!)es  in  St.  Louis  <ounty,  but  gen- 
eral property  thrtiughout  the  state  has 
sh"own  a  decrease.  This  means  that 
the  state  tax  will  be  less.  This,  to- 
gether with  the  loss  of  the  revenue 
from  the  railroad  lands,  will  strike  a 
pretty  heavy  blow  at  the  state's  re- 
ceipts from   taxes. 

There  will  undoubtedly  be  an  attempt 
to  increase  th^  gross  earnings  tax  on 
railroads.  There  is  serious  question 
vvhether  under  the  decision  of  the 
I'nied  States  supreme  court  on  the  An- 
derson law  the  legislature  can  increase 
the  amount  of  the  gross  earnings  tax. 
but  it  will  be  tried  just  the  same. 

When  the  Anderson  law  was  passed 
everyone,  except,  perhaps,  the  rail- 
road men.  said  that  it  was  a  good  thing. 
The  gross  earnings  tax  lavy.  while  prob- 
ably a  good  method  of  reaching  rail- 
roads, did  not  reach  unused  property 
because  it  does  not  add  to  the  taxal>le 
revenue  of  the  railroads,  so  much  prop- 
erty was  going  untax-d.  This  wouid 
seem  to  be  against  the  provision  of  the 
.state  Constitution  that  taxe?;  should  be 
equal  throucjii.jut  the  state,  because 
other  properly  has  to  b-ar  the  burden 
of  the  property  thus  exempted  from 
its  share. 

Now.  however,  the  situation  seems 
worse  than  it  was  before.  Xot  only  is  it 
impossible  to  reach  such  unused  prop- 
erty, and  to  iTcVent  its  total  escape 
from  taaxtion.  but  in  the  opinion  of 
many  it  is  impossible  to  raise  the  rat? 
of  taxation  on  the  railroadis.  and  it 
would  be  impossible  to  i)ut  an  end  to 
the  system  of  gross  earnings  taxes  and 
tax  railroad  property  on  the  same  ba.'^is 
as  other  property.  This  opinion  is  an 
extreme  one.  and  if  it  is  true  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  I'nited  States  has 
.«ewed  the  state  of  Minnesota  up  in  a 
bag  that  v.ill  hamper  her  career  for  a 
long  time. 

Xot  all  the  authorities  hold  this 
opinion,  of  course.  Many  believe  that 
it    is    a    different    proposition    to    raise

the  tax  rate  than  to  add  to  it  taxes  on 
part  of  the  property  of  the  roads.  It  is 
all  a  <iuesion  for  courts,  however,  and 
it  will  very  likely  be  further  threshf-d 
out  before  it  is  over.  Those  who  be- 
lieve in  th?  former  view  say  that  if  the 
system  is  a  contract,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible  for  one  party  to  the  contract  to 
make  any  change  in  if  without  the  con- 
.sent  of  the  other.  In  time  the  .situ- 
ation niav  be  remedied  by  the  expi! - 
atiun  of  I  he  charters  of  the  railroad.--. 
These  have  a  limit,  and  while-  their  ex- 
piration wtjuld  rot  affect  the  law  it 
would  be  possible  for  the  state  to  re- 
fuse to  extend  them  unless  the  rail- 
roads consented  to  le.scind  the  con- 
tract. This  would  take  a  long  tim-  to 
effect,  however,  so  it  fs  to  be  hoped 
that  this  pessimistic  view  of  the  sit  i- 
ation   is   incorrect. 

The  question  will  undoubtedlv  be  put 
to  a  t  St  for  the  effort  to  raise  the 
gross  earnings  tax  will  surely  come 
and  If  jt  passes  the  supreme  court  of 
the  I  nited  States  will  have  to  pass  on 
the  question  as  to  whether  th?  gro^s 
earnings  tax  must  stand  at  Z  per  cent 
.«o  loni,'  as  the  railroads  choose  that  it 
t»ri<i  1],

The  forfeited  tax  sale  has  been 
knocked  out  by  the  supreme  court. 
This  is  the  law  of  1S97,  under  which  a 
sale  was  held  in  181*9  at  which  a  very 
large  amount  of  property  in  this  county 
was  knocked  down  at  greatly  re- 
duced prices,  and  at  which  many  local 
Investors  got  what  w<»uld  have  been 
excellent  bargains  if  the  sale  had  been 
upheld.  A  large  number  of  people  are 
interested  in   the  decision,   therefore. 

The  law  is  held  unconstitutional  in  a 
decision  handed  down  by  Justice  Col- 
lins yesterday  afternoon.  and  tiie 
ground  on  which  it  is  held  invalid  is 
that  it  is  special  legislation,  and  there- 
fore against  the  provision  of  the  state 
consitution  against  such  legislation. 
The  court  hays  the  law  is  •repugnant 
to  the  constitution  because  it  is  spe- 
cial legislation  as  to  the  affairs  of 
counties,  and  does  not  operate  uni- 
formly throughout  the  state."  The 
case  in  which  the  test  was  made  was 
that  of  the  Duluth  Banking  company 
against  Mart  B«  Koon  and  others,  in- 
volving a  purchase  made  at  the  sale  Ity 
the  banking  comiiany  on  which  it 
sought  to  clear  title. 

It  is  pretty  hard  to  tell  just  what  the 
effect  of  the  decision  will  be.  If  the 
lav.-  is  invalid,  the  sale  held  under  it 
is,  of  course,  equally  so.  The  decision 
IS  robiied  of  some  of  its  effect  bv  the 
fact  that  it  was  made  a  basis  for  a 
compromise  by  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  by  which  the  taxes  for 
lS9r.  and  prior  years  and  for  1896  and 
1SP7  were  settled  on  a  basis  of  50  per 
cent  of  the  1898  taxes.  Thus  a  great 
part  of  the  jiroperty  that  would  have 
b( ;  n  affected  by  the-  sale  was  wit;i- 
drawn  from  it,  and  this  property  is  not 
affected. 

At  the  same  time  there  was  a  large 
ainount  of  property  left,  and  most  of  ii 
was  sold  under  the  law.  The  rcc^^ipts 
were  about  $60.O00,  and  some  part  of 
this  was  from  the  owners  of  property 
themselves,  who  took  advantage  of  the 
big  reduction  offered  by  the  law,  many 
of  them  getting  their  taxes  settled  in 
this  way  for  10  per  cent.  Where  others 
bought  property  the  county  will  have 
to  refund  the  amount  paid,  hut  where 
owners  purchased  the  money  can  be 
held  to  appiy  on  the  taxes  that  will  be- 
due. 

It  is  probable  that  TTie  county  will  not 
have  a  great  deal  of  money  to  refund, 
and  it  will  certainly  not  be  enough  to 
make  any  great  difffrence.  But  the  d.-- 
cision  will  leave  matters  in  the  air  in  a 
good  many  cases.  People  who  bought 
property  and  who  will  have  to  give  ii 
up  have  paid  the  subsequjnt  taxes  on 
it,  and  they  will  have  to  get  the 
amount  thus  expended  l)ack  the  best 
way  they  can. 

Thf  tax;.'5  on  the  lands  affected  will  be 
as  though  the  law  had  never  been 
passed,  according  to  County  Attorney 
Phelps.  All  of  this  land  had  l>een  of- 
fered at  the  r.-'gular  delinquent  sales 
and  I)id  in  for  the  state,  no  one  else 
olfeiing  to  buy  it.  The  land  is,  there- 
fore, the  property  o;  the  state.  It  will 
i>e  disposed  of  by  the  county  auditor  at 
private  sale.  It  will  cost  something  t.. 
redeem  it.  however,  a^  it  cannot  be 
sold  for  less  than  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  due.  with  penalties  and  costs.  In 
the  case  of  owners  having  paid  in  some- 
thing to  the  county  in  the  sale,  they 
will  have  credits  for  that  amount  on 
iheir  property,  which  they  can  secure 
by  paying  the  balance. 

It  is  fortunate  that  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  made  its  com- 
promise offer,  or  otherwise  the  effect 
of  the  decision  might  i)>  disastrous,  as 
it  would  bring  back  a  flood  of  old  taxes 
on  lands  and  cumber  them  consider- 
ably. As  it  is  the  effect  of  Uie  deci- 
sion is  minimized,  and  whiie  it  will  lie 
serious  it  will  not  bo  so  sweeping  as  it 
niisrht  have  been 

The  law  was  passed  at  the  instance 
of  Duluth  peoide,  and  it  provided  that 
it  was  applicable  only  where  the  t;iXL^s 
for  isyfj  and  prior  years  that  were  de- 
linquent exceeded  thirty  mills  on  the 
dollar  of  assessed  valuation.  There  were 
one  or  two  other  counties  that  the-  law 
affected,  but  this  county  was  the  prm- 
cipal  cne  to  avail  itself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity. 

In  many  cases  purchasers  of  prop- 
erty at  the  sale  have  for  small  sums 
prcx'ured  quit  claim  deeds  from  the 
former  owners,  thus  settling  their  title. 
Such  purchasers  will  no-NV  have  to  dig 
up  some  more  money  and  redeem  th^ 
property  again  at  private  sale  from  the 
audltor.giving  him  the  balance  to  make 
up  the  entire  amount  of  taxes  due. 
with  penalties  and  costs.

Cleveland,  Dec.  G.— The  Iron  Trade  R '- 
view  this  week  will  say:  "Steady  buy- 
ing in  all  finished  lines,  with  (luieter 
markets  for  pig  iron,  in  contrast  with  the 
rush  at  election  time  and  in  the  fort- 
night following,  is  the  present  situation 
in  the  iron  trade. 

"The  pig  iron  market  is  reflecting  the 
uncertainty  that  exists  as  to  ore  price.^ 
for  next  year.  Until  it  is  known  what 
the  basis  really  is  to  be,  the  practice  of 
contracting  '  for  .six,  nine  and  twelve 
months  ahead  will  not  be  resumed. 

"The  fact  that  an  interval  of  more 
moderate  buying  has  come  to  the  trade 
in  pig  iron  has  not  altered  the  very 
strong  situation  in  respect  to  all  finished 
produ:ts.  and  it  goes  without  saying  thai 
this  will  be  felt  in  due  time  in  primary 
markets.  No  further  advance  has  been 
made  by  furna<  e  men  in  the  week,  and 
the  recent  additions,  with  those  aljout  to 
l>e  made,  to  the  list  of  active  furnaces, 
coming  at  the  ouiet  time  of  the  year, 
will  tend  to  preserve  an  eiuilibrium  for 
some  weeks  to  come. 

"The  billet  situali.  n  is  unchar.ged.  and 
is  not  likely  to  .=haw  any  change  in  the 
near  future,  the  large  contracts  having 
been  made  for  the  advan.e.  It  has  ix'-en 
found  that  the  heavy  exoort  busine.ss 
taken  on  by  some  of  the  steel  companies 
during  the  summer  is  giving  the  billet 
mills  more  than  they  can  do"  to  keep  up 
deliveries  to  their  domestic  t:ade.

"The  demand  upen  mills  in  al!  lines  is 
well  sustained,  and  prices  are  firm,  with 
advances  under  dis.-u.ssion,  particularlv 
plates.  Manufactuies  of  plates,  at  ii 
meeting  in  New  York,  considered  a  re- 
vision of  delivered  prices  so  as  to  put  all 
on  a  Pittsburg  basis,  with  freight  rates 
added.  Thi.s  will  piobaldy  be  done,  the 
effect  beign  to  advance  prices  for  points 
more  remote  from  Pittsourg.

as  is  the  custom,  was  taken  to  the  uo- 
prai.ser's  store   for  examination. 

Expert  Tobacco  Examiner  J.  J.  O'Keillv 
discovered  a  large  amount  of  wrapper  to- 
bacco hidden  in  the  bale  and  the  entire 
shipment  was  ordered  in  bv  Ai)piais,  r 
Johnson.  More  than  100  bales  were  fotr.id 
to  have  been  wrongfully  entered  and  were 
appraised  as  wrapper.  After  this  discov- 
ery was  made  Examiner  O'Reillev  was 
ordered  to  Duluth.  where  he  <liscovpreri 
similar  irregularities.  The  Chicago  firms 
iiave  taken  apjieals  from  the  anpraiser's 
decision. 

Speaking  of  the  reporjt  Collector  Will- 
cutts  denounced  it  as  false,  in  that  anv 
attempt  bv  local  dealers  had  been  made 
to  defraud. 

Ten  days  ago  the  firm  of  Ren  Fernan- 
dez &  Co.,  received  a  consignment,  in  bond 
from  Havana,  of  105  bales  of  toba;\o, 
which  was  entered  here  as  "filler  goods." 
Collector  Wi.lcuts  immediately  sent  sam- 
ples of  the  same  to  the  botird  of  general 
appraisers  at  New  York,  as  is  requirci  by 
law.  The  board,  owing  to  the  fact  tha"t  i 
it  was  an  unusually  large  consignment  for 
so  small  a  cit.v  as  Duluth.  became  suspi- 
cious, and  turned  the  matter  over  to  Spe- 
cial Agent  of  the  Treasury  Crane,  cf  St. 
Paul.  The  latter  by  appointment  met  Ex- 
pert Tobacco  Examiner  J.  J.  O'Reilley 
here  on  Saturday,  when  an  examination 
of  the  goods  was  made.  Mr.  O  Rciiiey 
discovered,  out  of  the  105  bales,  but  five 
which  could  be  classed  as  wrapper  tobac- 
co, and  the  duty  on  the  latter  v/as  lai.-cd 
from  35  cents  to  $1.85.  as  the-  tobacco  grad- 
ed ir.  per  cent  better  than  filler  tobacco, 
which  would  place  it  in  the  wrapper  cass. 
Mr.  Willcutts  ssays  that  this  is  not  an  tin- 
usual  case  at  all  and  docs  not  indicate,  in 
the  slightest  tiegree,  that  the  local  im- 
porters were  in  any  way  dishonest.  The 
additional  amount  demanded  of  Ron.  Fer- 
nandez &  Co.,  will  amount  to  ouiy  a  few 
hundred  dollars.

'hopped   his  head  alino.st  off."

His 
victims  were  mi.serly  persims,  who  werv- 
known  to  have  concealed,  large  sums  of 
money  in  the"-  h^uswr  on  ICr<»enig 
(Jraetter  strasse.  The  trial  of  Goenczi 
was  remarkable  from  the  fact  that  h.- 
invented,  for  the  purjiose  of  his  defense, 
a  maa  whom  he  .ailed  "Leowy,  '  and 
persuaded  a  number  of  persons  that 
"Loewy"  was  in  existence,  and  that  they 
had  seen  him.

An  additonal     estimate    is  made     for 

deepening  the  harbors  at  Chicago     and 

Duluth.  making  a  total  aggregate  for  the 
:!0-foot  channel  of  $,326,892,000. 

The  cost  of  annual  maintenance  of  the 
21-foot  waterway  is  given  at  $2.:'4S,4T8, 
and  of  the  :i0-fool  waterway  $2,;t30.308. 

The  most  Divorable  route^  the  com- 
missicm  states,  for  a  30-fool  waterway 
fiom  the  lakes  to  the  sea  is  from  l^iake 
Erie  to  Lake  Ontario,  via  I,.a  Salle  and 
Lewiston,  and  from  Lake  Ontario  lo  the 
Hudson  river,  via  Oswego  and  the  Mo- 
hawk valley,  and  the  .same  route  is  prac- 
tically  as  favorable  as  any  for  the  21- 
foot  waterway.  It  al.so  is  pointed  out  liy 
the  c-ommisslon  that  this  route  is  en- 
tirely in  our  own  c-ountry.

The 

surgeun  general  prefaces  the  report    by 

railing  attention  to  the  vast  amount  of 

work  the  medical  corps  was  called  upon 

to  perform  during  the  war,  in  order  to 

ciipe   with    the   tremendous   increase   of 

the   army   ia    the   field,   and   comments 

upon      the      widespread      prevalence  of 

ryphoid  in  18&8.  20.000  cases  of  this  dio- 

ea.=e  appearing   arnong   the    troops   eii- 

cami»ed  within  the  limits  of  the  United 

State.s  from  May  until  September  of  that 
year. 

A  general  summary  of  the  conclusions 
reached  by  the  board  indicates  that  dur- 
ing the  Spanish  war  ©very  regiment  con- 
stituting the  First,  Second.  Third. 
F'lurth.  Fifth  and  Seventh  army  corps 
developed  typhoid  fever,  this  being  true 
.  f  both  the  volunteer  and  regular  t.im 
mands.  More  than  90  per  cent  ol'  the 
volunteer  regim.ents  are  showjj  to  have 
developed  tyj)hoid  within  eight  weeks 
after  going  into  camp,  and  the  fev'er  de- 
veloped also  in  certain  of  the  regular 
regiments  within  three  to  five  \v,:'eks 
after  the  tents  went  up.  T>-phoid  lic- 
'•ame  epidemic  in  all  camps,  large  and 
.-mall.  North  ami  South,  and  was  f  jund 
to  lie  So  widely  distributed  in  this  eoim- 
try  that  one  f>r  more  cases  weie  likely 
to  appear  in  any  regiment  within  tight 
w»'eks  after  a.-sembly,  whether  on  the 
march  or  stationary.  It  is  also  .'-tated 
that,  with  typhoid  fever  as  widely  dis- 
stminated  a.-'  it  is  in  this  country,  the 
vhances  are  that  if  a  regiment  of  1300 
men  shcuM  be  assembled  in  any  section, 
and  kept  in  a  lamp  h  jvi.ig  Ihe  mo*ft 
I>erfe.t  sanitary  conditions,  on^  or  more 
I  ases  of  the  fever  would  develop. 
Nevertheless   it    was   found   that   many 

>mmarids  during  the  war  were  unwisely 
l"-ated:  that  the  space  alloted  to  re.iii- 
nients  was,  in  some  instances,  entirely 
inadequate,  and  that  many  regiments 
werf  allowed  to  remain  on  one  site  too 
1  >ng.  There  were  regiments  at  Chicka- 
niuuga  which  did  not  move  a  tent  from 
the  time  of  their  arrival,  in  May,  to  the 
departure,  late  in  August.  Itecommen- 
dations  for  changes  of  camps  were  not 
always  granted.  In  some  instances 
camps  were  set  up  in  the  face  of  earnest 
protests  from  medical  orficers,  whi>  pro- 
leste.l  against  the  sanitary  unfitness  of 
the  sitt-s  selected.  The  camps  'i»ecanie 
\ery  filthy  in  general,  it  is  stated,  and 
line  officers  are  thus  heM  respnnsiole  l.. 
.^orno  extent  for  the  un.-  mitaiy  condi- 
tions that  developed.  In  this  co.mectiiin 
the  board  suggests  th.tt  greater  author- 
ity be  given  medical  i  fflcers  in  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  hygiene  of  camps. 

The  b<;ard  enndemns  in  general  the 
mt  thod  iif  disposing  of  the  excretions  nf 
the  human  body  and  f»-ia!  matter,  hold- 
ing that  a  lack  of  proper  fafilities  in  this 
respect  was  in  large  me.isure  responsible 
f.  r  the  pre\alen<  e  of  the  feve-  in  the 
camps.  Where  water  can  iage  cannot  be 
secure^!  in  permanent  camps,  it  is  sug- 
geste.l  that  all  fecal  matter  be  disiniecl- 
»d  an<l  the:i  carted  awaj-  from  the  camp, 
and  the  Jwtard  has  ni.a<le  a  spciial  rec- 
omnit-ndaiion  that  galvanized  troughs, 
containing  ndlk  of  lime,  be  used  for  this 
l>urpose. 

Infected  water  was  found  to  be  an  un- 
important factor  i.T  the  spread  of 
typhoid  fever  in  th*'  natiiual  encamp- 
mtnts  of  ISJiS.  -  At  Chi  kamauga.  Jack- 
sonville. Camps  Alger  and  Meade,  con- 
taminated water  is  stated  lo  have  played 
but  a  small  part  in  spreading  the  fever. 
To  guard  against  the  contamination  of 
the  water  supply,  however,  facilities  for 
the  sterilization  of  water  for  troops  in 
the  field  are  reciinmended.  Flies,  which 
swa»m»'d  o'cv  inf^  ctefl  matter  in  camp 
pits,  are  believe<l  to  have  been  trans- 
mitters of  typhoid  l>acilli. 

It  has  heen  conclusively  settled  that  a 
company  badly  infe:ted  with  typhoid 
cannot  rid  itself  of  the  infection  by 
simr>l.v  changing  its  location,  as  it  car- 
ries with  it  the  specific  agents  of  the 
disease  in  the  bodies  of  its  men  and  in 
Tlieir  clothing,  bedding  and  tentage.  In- 
'it-ed,  it  hr.s  been  found  that  an  extend- 
ed ocean  voyage  does  not  avail,  Imt  that 
a  complete  disinfection  of  men  anti 
effects  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Except  where  urgent  emergency 
n-.akes  it  necessary,  the  i>oard  urges  th  i^ 
one  cimmand  sh  uild  not  be  located  upon 
a  site  recently  occupied  and  vacated  i>y 
another.  It  is  urged  that  the  soldiers' 
beds  .-hould  be  raised  from  the  ground, 
for  the  men  are  reported  to  have  slept  in 
(iust  pile.s,  possibly  infected  with  typhoid 
germs.  Also,  to  have  them  remove  their 
'>uter  clothing  at  night  wherever  pos- 
sible. 

Malaria  was  not  a  prevalent  disease 
among  the  camps  <lurin,g  the  war.  al- 
thi  ugh  many  short  attacks  of  typhoid 
wt're  generally  diagnosed  as  some  form 
of  malarial  fever. 

Altogether,  a'oout  ore-fifth  of  the  sol- 
ilicrs  at  national  encampments  during 
the  Spanish  uar  developed  typhoid 
about  half  of  the  cases  being  correctly 
diagnosed  by  the  army  surgeons.  The 
death  rate  was  7.61  per  cent,  and  the 
average  period  of  incul»ation  was  found 
to  be  about  ten  and  one  half  days.

KRUGER  AT

Boer  Statesman   Made    to 

Feel  That  He  Is  Among 

Friends.

GREAT  CHOIR  SINGS  MISSABE  ON  OARPET 


Chanting  a  Psalm  as  He  Ar- 
rives and  Welcoming 
Addresses  Made. 


The  Hague,  Deo.  6.— Mr.  Kruger  ar- 
rived here  today  and  was  greeted  at  the 
station  by  the  burgomaster  and  council- 
lors. A  choir  of  600  men  and  girls 
chanted  Psalm  72,  verses  6.  7  and  11.  The 

former  president  and  his  suite  then  re- 
paired to  the  njyal  waiting  room,  where 
the  burgomaster  warmly  welcomed  th-^m 
in  a  brief  speech.  Then  followed  Dr. 
Spink,  the  president  of  the  local  South 
African  asociation.  in  a  long  welcomin,? 
address,  assuring  Mr.  Kruger  of  the  deep 
sympathy  of  the  entire  Dutch  nation, 
"who  had,'  he  said,  ".so  greatly,  though 
vainly,  hoped  that  the  great  powers  who 
had  recently  asseiribled  at  the  peace  con- 
ference, would  not  have  permitted  that 
in  South  Africa  the  right  of  nations,  the 
right  of  war  and  civil  law.  should  be 
trampled  under  foot,  or  a  little  nation 
le  sacrificed  in  an  unequal  combat  in 
defense  of  its  exi«tence." 

The  address,  after  a  long  eulogy  of  tlie 
heroism  of  the  Boers,  proceeded  to  liken 
Mr.  Kru.ger  to  William  the  Silent,  who 
.sacrificed  everything  for  the  welfare  of 
his  people,  and  concluded: 

"May  your  reliance  on  the  Almighty, 
similar  to  that  of  the  prince  of  Orange, 
support  you,  Mr.  President,  in  the  ardu- 
ous fight  for  right  and  liberty,  and  may 
the  liberty  of  your  nation  crown  your 
courage.  Then  will  Great  Britain  have 
learneil  the  lesson  of  how  dangerous  it 
is  to  attempt  to  throttle  t'ne  independ- 
ence of  a  free  nation." 

Mr.  Kruger,  his  suite  and  the  reception 
committee  proceeded  in  open  carriagivs 
to  the  Hotel  De.^  Indee.  which  was  re- 
splendent with  flags  and  bunting.  There, 
a  l^evy  of  ladies,  headed  by  the  Baroness 
Van  Harimxma,  greeted  the  Boer  states- 
man, and  a  choir  san,g  a  hymn.  M.-. 
Kruger  then  mounted  the  staircase,  pre- 
ceeded  by  three  girls  strewing  blossoms. 
On  his  arrival  in  the  reception  room  the 
b^rone.ss  presented  Mr.  Kruger  with  a 
bouquet. 

The  first  chamber  authorized  its  pres»i- 
dent  to  welcome  Mr.  Kruger  in  proof  of 
its  sympathy.

Washington.  Dec.  6. — A  delegation  of 
ladies  of  the  W.  C.  T.  I'.,  now  in  ses- 
sion in  Washington,  and  other.s  inter- 
ested in  temperance  work  today  were 
given  a  hearing  by  the  house  committee 
on  insular  affairs  in  advocacy  of  Repre- 
sentative Littlefleld's  bill  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  liquor,  opium  and  intoxi- 
cants to  aijorigmal  trii>es  and  native 
races  of  the  Pacific  islands.  The  ladles 
announced  to  siieak  were  Mrs.  Stevens. 
president  of  the  W.  C.  T.  l^ ;  Mrs.  Mary 
I'pham,  of  Wisconsin:  Mrs.  Scoval.  of 
Minnesota:  Mrs.  Rounds,  of  Illinois; 
Mrs.  (.Sulick  and  Misses  Leetch  and 
Brehm.  J.  W.  Cummings,  of  New 
York,  of  th^'  National  Temperance  so- 
ciety, also  was  present. 

Mr.  Littlefield  explained  his  bill  and 
urged  the  nece.ssity  of  adequate  legis- 
lation to  prevent  the  spread  of  drinking 
in  the  Philippines,  Hawaii  and  oth.-r 
I'acific  islands.  Misses  Leetch,  Brehm 
and  others  were  heard  along  similar 
lines. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  members  of  the 
committee  that  the  provision  was 
rather  bmad.  specifying  that  if  "any 
American  citizen  sells."  etc.,  "to  an

ox.  of  Hawaii,  when  he  came  to  Wash- 
mgton.  as  he  4s  a  native.  The  <->>m- 
mittee  took  the  measure  under  advise- 
ment. 


FLIX  SHOWEB^S  CHANCE. 

Germany  Offers  Them  Good  Market 
if  They  Husile. 

Washington.  Dec,  P;.— On  account  of  the 
scarcity  of  raw  flax  in  Germany,  prices 
have  advanced  10  to  12  per  cent  and  a  num- 
bf.-  o!  mills  have  elosetl  tneir  doors.  Some 
of  the  operators  are  only  working  half 
time,  or  full  time  with  a  few  hours  off 
inoogh  the  mills  could  be  worked  constant- 
ly if  the  raw  material  could  be  furnished 
in  sufficient  (juantities  and  at  a  reasonable 
priee. 

Consul  Herzog,  at  Zittaw,  in  a  report  to 
the  state  department,  .says  that  at  the  be- 
srinning  of  hi'  new  year  Russian  flax  will 
be  in  abundance,  and  if  the  growers  of  the 
I'nited  States  could  possibly  put  the  .Amer- 
ican Max  on,  the  market  within  a  short 
tim.'  there  would  be  a  steady  demand  for 
their  products. 

.\  conference  will  shortly  be  held  at 
lireslaii.  Oi'wnany.  and  at  Traulenau,  Bo- 
hemia, where  Austrian  flax  spinners  and 
Belgian  and  Ru.^aian  dealers  in  raw  flax 
will  i)e  reoresenteTi.  The  consul  sa.vs  thai 
this  will  be  a  splendid  oimort unity  to  of- 
fer samples  of  .American  flax  with  a  view 
to  the  introduction  of  that  commodity  Into 
Germany. 

IMPORTING  SILVKR  ORE. 
Philadelp'iia,  Dec.  6.— Twelve  steam- 
srips.  which  were  chartered  during  the 
past  month,  are  now  on  their  way  to 
Chili,  Peru  and  Ecuador  with  general 
cargies.  and  more  are  being  chartered. 
All  of  them  are  under  contract  to  bring 
back  silver  ore  and  nitrat.'^  of  soda. 
Efforts  are  being  made  by  New  York 
capitalists,  it  is  said,  to  secure  property 
near  Craester,  Pa.,  for  the  erection  of  a 
smelting  plant  where  the  ore  contain i.i.g 
previous  metal  may  be  reduced.  Re- 
cently large  'shipment.s  of  both  silver 
and  lead  ores  have  been  coming  Liere 
from  Mexico. 


AFTER  AMERICAN  PICTURES. 
Paris.  Dec.  6. — It  has  been  learned  that 
the  French  government  has  given  John 
Ei.  Caldwell,  director  of  arts  at  the  Paris 
exposition,  w'no  sailed  on  the  Deutsch- 
land  last  Friday,  a  commission  to  sound 
certain  American  artists  residertt  in  the 
I'nited  States  upon  the  sale  of  some  of 
their  works.  The  French  minister  of 
fine  arts  has  expressed  the  desire  of  the 
government  to  secure  examples  of  tCie 
art  of  American  painters  living  in  the 
United  States  for  the  national  gallery 
at  the  Luxemburg  palace.

Mr.  Chan'Mer  .set  firti;  that,  owin,<? 
to  a  ui:'fect  in  his  hearing,  he  had  no. 
engaged  in  the  taking  of  testiniony  for 
ten  years,  but  had  acted  in  an  advisory 
capacity  only.  Mr.  Kellogg,  therefore, 
being  the  only  legal  adviser  qualified  to 
act  fjr  the  D.  &  I.  R.,  Mr.  Chandler 
moved  to  contmue  the  nearing  until  his 
itcovi rv. 

The  Ouluth.  I^Iisr-h-  .<;■  N-irthern  road, 
through  General  Coun.sel  Murray,  de- 
clared that  his  road  had  worked  diligent- 
ly to  prepare  the  schedules  and  state- 
ments required  by  the  commission  in 
time  for  yesteray's  hearing,  and  there- 
fore renewed  his  motion  for  a  p3stpone- 
ment  made  two  weeks  ago. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  and  the  Du- 
luth, Missabe  &  Northern  announc^^.l 
that  they  Ciad  withdrawn  their  ore 
tariffs  until  next  season,  and  there  were, 
therefore,  no  ore  rates  at  present  in 
effect.  The  rates,  it  was  slated,  were 
filed  with  the  commission  in  the  first 
place  through  inadvertence,  as  the  law 
did  not  require  such  tariffs  ti  be  filed 
witEi  the  commission,  as  the  r^tes  were  a 
part  of  a  special  contract. 

When  the  vote  upon  the  motion  to  con- 
tinue was  taken.  Gen.  Becker  disclosed 
his  attitude  by  moving  that  a  further 
hearing  l)e  continued  until  Jan.  2. 

Commissicner  Knox  moved  v>  amend 
by  directing  a  continuance  until  Dec.  17 
in  the  case  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
and  the  Eastern  Minnesota,  and  to  pro- 
teed  at  once  with  l^ie  Duluth,  Missabe  i-i 
Northern  cas'. 

This  amendment  carried.  Gen.  Becker 
voting  no.  The  investigation  then  pro- 
ceeded. 

In  protesting  against  the  action  of  the 
commission.  Attorney  Murray,  for  the 
Mis.sabe  road,  stated  that  the  original 
plan  was  to  have  the  Dulutri  &  Iron 
Range  road  submit  its  evidence  first, 
and  then  h..ve  the  Missabe  road  follow, 
but  this  would  not  be  possible,  in  view 
of  t'ne  commission's  decision. 

The  only  witness  called  by  the  state 
was  Thomas  Yapp,  statistician  of  tne 
commission.  The  evidence  introduced 
by  tihe  state  was  tabulated  in  character. 
The  points  sought  to  be  established  for 
the  state  by  its  attorney.

.•■flown  that  of  the  entire  earnings  during 
the  year.  97. S."!  per  cent  were  freight 
earnings,  and  of  this  amount  92.47  per 
cent  was  from  iron  ore  traffic.  By  the 
.'■ame  means  it  was  s'r.own  that  the  total 
indebtedness  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  road  was  at  the  clo.«e  of  the  last 
fiscal  year  $11,232,000,  and  the  capital 
stock  $3,000,000.  Tie  total  freight  earn- 
ings for  the  year  were  $4,298,341,  and  if 
this  .amount  $3.7.'>1. 302  came  from  the 
cnrrying  of  imn  ore. 

.Mr.  O'Brien  stated  that  he  would  prob- 
ably not  Introduce  a  large  amount  of 
testimony  beyond  what  had  been  ad- 
mitted.

Minneapolis,  Dec.  7. — The  Journal 
says:  It  Is  reported  that  a  party  of 
Eastern  capitalists  aho  were  here  about 
tCie  middle  of  November  as  guests  of 
Thomas  Lowry,  came  to  Minneapolis 
with  no  less  ambitious  a  project  in  mind 
than  the  purchase  of  the  Twin  City 
Rapid  Transit  system,  which  includes 
all  of  the  street  railway  lines  In  Minne- 
apolis and  St,  Paul.

REPORT  ON  TARIFF. 
Copenhagen,  Dec.  7. — The  commission 
appointed  in  1899  to  examine  the  que.-;- 
tion  of  protective  duties  on  foreign  agri- 
cultural products  has  rendered  majority 
and  minority  reports.  The  majority, 
consisting  of  seven  members,  favors  a 
sjstem  of  duties  on  all  agricultural, 
horticultural  and  forest  products,  with 
the  exception  of  fodder,  estimating  the 
revenue  therefrom  at  9.000.000  crowns. 
The  minority,  made  up  of  three  mem- 
bers, proposes  a  combined  system  of  im- 
port duties  and  export  bounties,  by 
which,  for  instance,  the  exporter  of 
pork  would  receive  a  bounty  equivalent 
to  the  duty  payable  on  the  quantity  of 
corn  required  to  produce  the  amount  of 
pork  exported.  The  minority  estimates 
that  this  would  result  in  an  increase  of 
3,000,000  crowns.

•lenementM,  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
who  is  now  visiting 
the  United  States,  has  given  some  fresh 
facts  to  the  press  about  that  well-man- 
aged city.  A  startling  and  interesting  de- 
velopment is  the  municipal  ownership  of 
tenements.  A  few  years  ago  the  city 
obtained  permission  from  parliament  to 
condemn  certain  tenement  hou.ses  as  un- 
sanitary. Th(<  buildings  were  demolished 
and  the  owners  refused  to  rebuild.  The 
municipality  then  bought  the  ground  at  a 
valuation  fixed  by  arbitrators  and  put  up 
1375  model  tenements  housing  WX**  persons. 
The  power  to  condemn  buildings  as  un- 
sanitary is  still  retained  and  more  work 
of  the  same  sort  is  contemplated.  Every 
pubMc  monopoly  is  owned  by  the  city.  So 
successful  has  public  management  of 
street  railways  been  that  rates  have  been 
llxed  at  1^  cents  a  mile  which  is  consider- 
ably »>elow  the  rate  in  St.  Louis.  The 
fjla.sgow  policy  is  to  municipalize  every- 
Jhing  which  is  (»f  public  interest  as  dis- 
tinguished from  merely  private  business. 
The  experiment  is  worth  watching,  even 
if  there  is  little  likelihood  of  a  similait 
plan  being  intrwluced  in  any  of  onr  Am- 
♦•rican  cities.

If  such  a  thing  Is  possible 
the  adnjinistration  will  spend  no  more 
than  $80,000.(101).  In  carrying  out  such  a 
scheme  Tammany  will  work  to  attain  two 
ends— to  place  itself  in  a  favorable  light 
before  the  taxpayers  next  fall  and  to  em- 
barrass the  next  administration,  provid- 
ing it  happens  to  be  of  reform  proclivities, 
if  the  reformers  win.  great  difficulty  may 
be  experienced  In  running  the  city  with 
the  levy  fixed  by  Tammany  hext  fall.  If 
Tammany  should  win  it  will  be  in  a  po- 
sition to  boast  of  a  low  tax  rate  in  11)02, 
and  then  make  up  for  its  losses  during 
tho  new  term.  It  is  said  the  order  to  re- 
trench is  not  accepted  cheerfully  by  many 
department  chiefs.  Cutting  under  their 
appropriation  is  so  entirely  foreign  to 
Tammany's  rule  that  the  underlings  only 
realize  that  they  are  lo<«ing  a  few  dol- 
lars. The  Croker  organization  proposes 
to  put  up  the  bitterest  kind  of  a  fight  In 
the  next  mayoralty  campaign,  and  Croker 
is  credited  with  this  new  retrenchment 
order. 


The  Great  Eastern  Railway  company 
of  England  has  placed  a  large  order  for 
steel  rails  with  the  Carnegie  company, 
because  as  Its  chairman.  Lord  Claude 
Hamilton,  states,  the  English  steel  rails 
are  not  so  good,  cannot  be  delivered  so 
promptly  and  are  higher  In  price.  Yet 
there  is  a  tariff  duty  of  $7.84  a  ton  against 
English  steel  rails.  This  order  from  Eng- 
land shows  that  "protection"  is  unneces- 
sary.

STRIKES    AUE  COSTL.l\ 

It  is  cheaper  to  arbitrate  a  labor  diffi- 
oulty  than  to  have  a  strike.  This  fact  is 
proven  again  by  some  figures  now  being 
published  that  l)ear  a  relation  to  the 
recent  anthracite  coal  strike  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

The  statements  of  eamin?-'  for  Oc- 
tober of  the  coal-carrying  roads,  as 
published  'by  the  Financial  Chronicle, 
show  that  it  would  have  been  to  the 
financial  interest  of  these  corporations 
to  have  prevented  the  miners'  strike  by 
agreeing  to  arbitration.  For  the  month 
of  October  alone  the  reported  losses  of 
gross  earnings — with  the  Erie,  the  Lack- 
awanna and  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
yet  to  hear  from — amount  to  the  enor- 
mous figure  of  $6,812,338.  Te  total  loss  is 
estimated  at  not  less  than  $10,000,000. 
Of  the  reported  loss  of  $6,812,338  the 
stockholders  lose  $2,899,412  in  net  earn- 
ings. And  the  m\>nth  of  Noveml>er  is  yet 
to  be  heard  from.

Senator  Towne  said  to  The  Herald,  as 
he  was  leaving  for  Washington:  "As 
regards  the  standing  army,  my  posi- 
tion will  be  that  the  people  have  voted 
to  put  down  the  war  in  the  Philippines, 
and  I  will  vote  for  an  army  to  do  that, 
Ijut  not  for  an  increase  for  any  other 
purpose." 

It  is  quite  certain  that  this  statement 
will  be  satisfactory  to  nine-tenths  of 
the  people  of  Minnesota,  regardless  of 
party  afliliations.  There  is  no  popular 
desire  for  a  large  standing  army.  There 
is  no  indication  that  the  people  favor 
an  increase  in  the  army  that  has  been 
found  sufficient  in  past  years.  If  the 
occasion  should  demand  a  larger  army 
to  defend  our  country  from  a  foreign 
foe,  there  would  be  no  lack  of  volun- 
teers. History  would  repeat  itself,  and 
many  thousands  of  men  fit  for  military 
duty  would,  as  in  the  past,  offer  their 
services  to  their  country.  Of  course, 
if  it  is  the  intention  to  carry  out  a 
policy  of  aggression  and  declare  war 
for  the  sake  of  conquest,  a  large  stand- 
ing army  would  be  an  absolute  neces- 
sity. But  The  Herald  does  not  believe 
the  American  people  will  ever  give 
their  sanction  to  such  a  policy.  They 
would  never  have  approved  the  start- 
ing of  the  Philippine  war,  had  they 
been  given  a  voice  in  the  matter,  and 
their  verdict  in  favor  of  putting  down 
the  warfare  there  was  not  given  in  ap- 
proval of  the  administration's  course 
that  led  up  to  the  outbreak  of  hostil- 
ities with  the  Filipinos. 

The  attitude  assumed  by  Mr.  Towne 
on  the  question  of  a  larger  army  is 
likely  to  be  that  adopted  by  the  other 
Democrats  in  congress.  They  will  not 
feel  called  upon  to  obstruct  the  Repub- 
lican program  for  the  Philippines,  ex- 
cept in  so  far  as  it  attempts  the  fasten- 
ing upon  the  country  of  a  permanent 
standing  army  of  large  proportions. 
They  will  attempt,  while  agreeing  to 
whatever  increase  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary to  accomplish  the  restoration  of 
peace  and  order  in  the  islands,  to  defeat 
with  the  parliamentary  weapons  at 
their  command  Ihe  passage  of  any  bill 
which  erects  upon  a  firm  footing  an 
immense  military  establishment  simi- 
lar to  the  ones  that  are  grinding  the 
faces  of  the  taxpayers  in  European 
countries.

Chicago,  Dec.  7.— Dr.  Albert  H.  Uoy. 
after  years  of  |>atienl  research,  says  ex- 
ercise is  ixjsitively  unhealthful  for  men 
past  35  years  of  age.  Dr.  Hoy  has  pub- 
lished a  book  on  "Eating  and  Drinking," 
which  is  praised  by  the  profession.  He  is 
a  specialist  in  h.vgiene. 

"I  say  that  exercise  fcir  the  business 
man  or  men  past  middle  age  is  detrimen- 
tal. 1  exclude  the  young  and  the  laborer. 
Every  action,  whether  of  the  brain  or 
of  tile  muscles,  destroys  cells,  uses  up 
tissue  and  creates  waste  matter  to  be 
taken  up  by  the  blood  and  to  be  eliminated 
from   tlie  system. 

"Now  unless  such  waste  is  eliminated 
it  becomes  so  much  poison  in  the  system. 
The  great  eliminating  machine  of  ine  hu- 
miiii  body  is  the  kidneys.  ITnless  the  kid- 
neys do  their  work  the  system  is  saturated 
with  poisons. 

"l''(»r  instance,  there  is  the  sad  case  ol 
Senator  Davl.s.  His  toe  was  poisoned  bv 
his  stocking  and  refused  to  lu-al.  Kid- 
ney complaint-  develoiied.  or  rather  tiii^ 
kidneys  for  a  long  time  h<nl  not  done  their 
full  work,  and  the  s.vstein  was  so  r>olsoned 
that  the  toe  became  gangrened.

If  he  says  he  needs  fresh  air, 
ox.vgen.  he  can  get  it  in  his  office,  if  the 
latter  be  properiy  ventilated.  He  doesn't 
need  to  exercise  to  breathe  fresh  air. 

"John  D.  Rockefeller  drives  a  fast  horse. 
Thai  gives  him  air.  but  it  doesn't  give 
him  exercise.  Joseph  Chamberlain  takes 
no  exercise  excerpt  what  he  gets  from 
stepping  from  his  office  to  his  carriage. 
He  is  never  sick.  Senator  William  M. 
Evarts  is  a  very  old  man.  He  never  ex- 
ercised.    That  Is  his  boast. 

"But  business  men  say.  'but  T  need  ex- 
ercise. I  do  not  feel  well  unle.ss  I  have 
it.  '  That  means  generally  that  they  eat 
too  much.  You  can  poison  your  system 
by  eating  too  much,  putting  into  your 
self  more  than  the  kidneys  can  eilminale. 
Now  Chamberlain,  who  lakes  no  exer- 
cise, I  have  no  doubt,  is  a  light  eater. 

"When  a  business  man  lake's  a  vacation 
he  can  afford  much  more  physical  exer- 
cise. 

"The  athlete  is  not  the  best  prepared 
man  to  resist  disease.  T  have  known  a 
blacksmith  to  oppose  no  resistance  to 
pneumonia  and  the  strongest  athlete  to 
die  quickly  of  typhoid. 

"I  have  not  been  speaking  of  exercise 
for  the  young,  but  the  grown  man. 
Youth  needs  exercise  to  build  up  muscles 
and  growing  tissues.  But  while  you  see 
puppies  and  colts  scampering  around.  th( 
old  dog  knows  better  and  so  does  thf 
horse.     They  rest  when  they  can.  ' 

TROUBLE  AT  THE  CAPE. 

Dulch  Pftpuiatlon  Riady  to  Break 
Into  Opt n  Ri bullion. 

London,  Dec.  6.— "The  Cape  Colony 
Dutch  population  needs  only  a  spark  to 
kindle  it  into  open  reljellion,"  said  Mr". 
Katherine  H.  R.  Stuart,  of  Cape  Town, 
to  a  corre.'po.Tdent  yesterday.  Mrs. 
Stuart  has  come  to  England  as  represen- 
tative of  the  Guild  of  Loyal  Women  of 
South  Africa.  She  herself  is  of  Dutch 
origin,  belonging  to  "the  loyal  branch" 
of  the  Schreiner  family.  She  is  a  niece 
of  the  Hon.  W.  P.  Schreiner,  ex-prime 
minister  of  Cape  Colony.  She  con- 
tinued: 

"I  am  extremely  fearful  of  what  this 
week  may  1>ring  forth  at  the  Cape.  To- 
morrow's meeting  of  more  than  10,000 
Dutch  at  Worcester  is  likely  to  crystal- 
ize  the  undercurrent  of  unrest  th.it  has 
been  brewing  ever  sinr-e  hiwtilities  i)0- 
gan.    In  the  early  sia.ejes  of  the  war  the 
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Mr.  Dudley  H.  Hersey,  who  recently  died  in  St.

The  younger  men  left  the  farms  arid 
quietly  slipped  over  the  border  to  join 
the  commando.s.  The  sympathy  of  those 
left  at  home  'liecame  also  pronounced, 
and  it  now  sems  as  if  the  whol.-  country 
were  on  the  verge  of  uprising.  The  Cape 
Dutch  are  hardy,  determined  and  nu- 
merous, and  if  revolt  comes  it  would 
be  idle  to  disgui.se  its  alarming  possi- 
bilities." 


BILL  PASSED, 

Army  Measure  Goes  Through 

the  House  With  Amendment 

Abolishing  Canteen. 

Washington,  Dec'.  7.— The  house  of  rep- 
resentatives yesterday  ;(t  ihe  end  Of  a 
long  sitlliig  pa.ssed  the  army  reorganiza- 
tion  bill  by  a  vote  of  IW  to  133. 

Three  Democrats,  Messrs.  Hall  and  Un- 
derhill  and  Dayton,  voted  with  the  Repub- 
licans for  the  bill,  and  McCall  (Rep.), 
with  the  Democrats  against  It.  Otherwise 
it  was  a  strict  irarty  vote. 

The  provision,  which  some  of  the  Dem- 
ocrats tried  to  commit  their  side  to  In 
caucus,  an  extension  of  the  temporarv 
army  until  Juiy  ],  1903,  which  wa,s  voted 
on  indirectly  on  a  motion  to  re-commit, 
commanded  the  votes  of  only  about  half 
the  opposition,  and  of  two  "Republicans, 
McCall  and  Mann.  Many  of  the  Demo- 
crats, however,  vote<l  against  the  motion 
because  they  were  opposed  not  only  to 
the  reorganization  hill,  but  also  to  contin- 
uing the  temporary  army  at  Its  pre.sent 
strength. 

Quite  a  number  of  amemlments  were 
placed  upon  the  bill  before  It  was  passe<l. 
The  liveliest  fight  was  made  upon  a  sub- 
^^tltute,  offered  by  Mr.  Mttlefield.  for  the 
(  anteen  se<'tlon.  The  substitute  at)soIute!y 
prohibited  ethe  sale  of  intoxicants  at 
nvilitary  |)Osts.  It  was  supported  by 
Messrs.  Ijittlefield.  (Jrosvenor,  Dick  and 
iluv.  (De<n.).  and  oi)posed  bv  Messrs. 
Slayden  (Dem.).  Fitzgerald,  (Dem.). 
Pearce  (Rep.),  Parker  (Rep.),  and  Har- 
tholdt  (Rep.). 

Delegations  from  the  W.  C.  T.  T'.. 
which  is  in  session  wat<-hed  the  fight  from 
the  galleries.  When  the  vote  was  taken, 
the  substitute  carried  by  an  ov<rwh' '.m- 
ing  majority,  150  t<j  51.  Mr.  liarthohit  en- 
deavored to  secure  a  record  vote  In  the 
house,  but  the  pecuMar  parliamentary 
status  shut  him  out. 

The  sections  designed  to  retire  Oen. 
Shafter  as  a  mapor  general  and  Gen;-, 
l^ltzhugh  I..ee  and  James  H.  Wilson  as 
brieadler  general,    were  stricken   out. 

The  age  limit  w^as  removed  from  volun- 
teer officers  eligible  as  first  and  second 
lieutenants,  and  the  provision  for  retiring 
officers  who  served  In  the  civil  war,  as  of 
the  next  higher  grade,   was  stricken  out. 


SUPREME  CODBT  DECISIONS. 

Hull  Laid  Down  Refarding  Settla- 
msnt  of  Damaco  Suits. 

.St.  Paul.  Dec.  7.— Six  decisions  were 
filed  yesterday  by  the  supreme  court.  All 
from  the  decisions  of  the  lower  court. 
Five  are  by  Justice  Lewis  and  one  is  per 
curiam. 

In  the  case  of  Charles  K.  Merritt, 
appellant,  vs.  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way company,  Merritt  was  in  charge  of 
a  special  train,  andPamong  other  things, 
was  charged  with  knowing  the  position 
of   all    regular    trains,    they   having   the 
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right-of-way.  He  approached  a  station 
at  the  rate  cf  twenty-flve  miles  an  hour 
and  collided  with  a  regular  train.  He 
was  injured  and  sued  the  company  for 
damage.s.  He  loses  his  .suit  on  the 
ground  thai  he  was  guilty  of  contribu- 
tory negligence.  The  collission  occurred 
at  ()s.«eo.  and  it  was  shown  that  Merritt 
had  neglected  the  air  brakes  of  hi.< 
train. 

In  State,  respondent,  vs.  Iver  Rrath- 
erde,  appellant.  Justice  Collins  dis.sents 
from  the  conclusions  of  a  majority  of 
the  t?ourt,  which  sustains  the  lower 
court. 

In  Foot,  vs.  Great  Northern,  a  suit  to 
recover  $5000  for  the  death  t.f  Michael 
Fanning,  the  widow  of  the  decea.sed  had 
first  been  appointed  administrator,  but 
was  removed  and  F>u)t  apiKunted  In  her 
place.  In  the  meantime  the  widow  had 
effected  a  compromise  settlment  with 
the  company  without  the  knowhxlgc  or 
coiii^ent  of  the  probate  court.  The  su- 
preme court  holds  the  settlement  was 
valid,  though  no  as-counting  had  been 
made,  either  to  the  probate  court  or  the 
five  children,  who  were  joint  h»-irs  with 
the  widow.  Thp  court  lays  down  thi^  fol- 
lowing rule  for  cases  of  this  kind: 

■Tnder  general  statutes  1K«J4,  section 
.■i913,  the  personal  representatlv>'  of  the 
(deceased  person  may  ompronii.se  and 
.settle  the  claim  arising  under  the  statute 
with  the  party  liable,  without  the  con- 
.sent  of  the  next  of  kin  or  the  probate 
court.  Such  a  settlement  may  be  effeol- 
ed  either  before  or  after  the  notice  is 
brought. 

Clara  K.  L.  May.  appellant,  against 
John  Hietl  and  Margaret  Ibett.  re- 
spondents. Certain  assignments  of 
error  examined  and  held  to  be  not  well 
tkaen. 

A  per  curiam  decision,  after  re-argu- 
ment, was  also  handed  down  reaRiniiing 
the  former  decision  in  Charles  A. 
Ebert,  appellant,  vs.  Mutual  Reserve 
Fund  Life  association,  respondent. 

Louis  Thiele.  respondent,  vs.  Nels  O. 
Rerge  and  Caroline  Berge,  appellants. 
Certain  assignments  of  error  considered 
and  held  to  be  insufldcient.

Over  black  taffeta,  as  It  was  here,  it  was 
very  pretty. 

Another  new  characteristic  of  elabo- 
rate bodices  is  trimming  of  silk  and 
panne  velvet  in  Persian  and  Turki.^h 
colors.  Narrow  bands  and  small  pieces 
are  used  chiefly,  and  the  effect  is  more 
odd  than  pretty,  yet  there  is  no  more 
stylish  trimming.  Bands  of  this  alter- 
nate with  strips  of  open  work,  and 
revers  or  shoulder  pieces  may  be  of  the 
colored  fabric.  CTccasionally  entir-? 
ltr)dices  are  made  of  it,  but  usually  are 
of  simple  arrangement  suitable  for  in- 
closure  in  a  jacket.  One  gown  was  auto- 
mobile red  ladles'  cloth.

And     then,    lest    such 
promises   might  elate  som.e   who  heard 
them  so  that  thfy  would  go  away  with 
an  overwhelming  estimate  of  their  own 
importance    or    i)rivlleges    in    the    king- 
dom,  Jesus  subjoined   the   caution   tha* 
"many  that  are  lirst  shall  hi  last,  and 
the  last  first."     By  way  of  illustrating 
this  caution,  Matthew  records  the  par- 
able of   the  laborers   who  went   into   a 
field  at  different  hours  of  the  day.  but 
at  the  close  of  the  day  all  receyed  the 
same  amount  of  pay— "a  penny." 

At  this  point  the  journey  of  Jesus  and 
his  disciples  assumes  a  definite  purpose 
and  end.     He  is  going  up  to  Jerusalem. 
There  are  large  companies  of  pilgrims 
coming  from  all  directions.     They  meet 
at   river   fords   and   other  places    where 
highways  converge,  and  in  large  cara- 
vans move  on  with  singing  and  with  joy 
toward  the  holy  city  to  attend  the  ap- 
proaching  feast.     Jesus   intends   to   be 
present    at    that    feast.      Sometimes    he 
joins      himself      with      other      pilgrim.^;. 
Sometimes      he      holds      his      band      of 
disciples    apart.      He  is  the  leader  not 
only  of  the  twelve,  but  of  a  much  larger 
companv  of  his  followers  who  seem  bent 
on  going  with  him  to  Jerusalem.  As  they 
were  all  on  the  road,   it   was  observed 
th.Tt   Jesus   was  unusually  absorbed   in 
some  thought  or  purpose,   and   he   was 
walking  in  advance  of  the  company,  anu 
evidently  considerably  apart  from  them. 
There  was  something  so  unusual  about 
the  circumstance  that  the  company  was 
amazed,  and  fear  seized  upon   them  as 
they    beheld    his    unwonted    mien    and 
bearing.     It  was  the  sort  of  fear  that  i 
would  seize  upon  any  company  of  peo- 
ple   who    might    behold    in    their    leader 
some  evidence  of  an  impending  calam- 
ity   whose    nature    was    shrouded    in    a 
mystery  which  they  could"  not  penetrate. 
With  evident  suddenness  he  called   the 
twelve  disciples  apart  from  the  proces-- 
sim   and  announced   to  them,  privately 
and  for  the  third  time  that  the  day  ot 
his  suffering  was  near  at  hand.      'F.-e 
announcement   was  more   definite   than 
it  had  previously  been.    That  very  jour- 
nev  was  carrying  them  toward  Jerusa- 
lem where  he  was  to  be  delivered  inc^ 
the  hands  of  those  who  would  try  and 
condemn  him  and  deliver  him  into  the 
hands  of  the  Gentiles,  who  would  cruelly 
put  him  to  death,  and  on  the  third  day 
he  would  rise  again. 

The  presence  of  human  nature  m  t.ie 
kingdom  of  God  and  the  dominance  of 
Jesus  over  it  are  no\\-here  better  illus- 
trated than  in  his  treatment  of  the  am- 
bitious scheme  of  James  and  John  and 
of  their  mother,  wha  came  to  Jesus  and 
asked  that  they  two  might  have  the 
position  of  pre-eminence  in  his  king- 
dom Peter  had  been  the  recognized 
leader  of  the  disciples,  and  this  request 
was  a  plain  effort  to  displace  hiin.  No 
wonder  that  the  other  ten  were  full  of 
indignation  as  soon  as  they  heard  of  it. 
Jesus   replied   t9   them    that    pre-emm- 


maKes  a  special  i' 
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ence  is  a  thing  to  be  attained  only  b^' 
those  for  wtiom  it  hath  been  prepared: 
and  we  may  easily  infer  that  Je.sus 
meant  that  no  one  could  obtain  position 
in  his  kingdom  without  such  a  charac- 
ter and  bearing  as  fitted  him  for  it: 
and.  furthermore,  positions  of  honor 
with  him  consisted  not  m  places  of 
mere  decorative  value,  but  of  genuine 
service  where  the  noblest  and  loftiest 
person  will  be  the  one  who  is  minister 
of  all  "even  as  the  Son  of  Man  came 
not  tc>  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  min- 
ister, and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 

many."  ,  .„„„ 

Our  company  of  travelers  were  jour- 
neyint-  through  the  rich  plains  of  Jer.- 
cho  with  its  luxuriant  vegetation  and 
graceful  adornment  of  many  palm  trees. 
They  entered  the  city  and  probably  tar- 
ried there  over  night.  As  they  were 
departing  from  the  city  the  incident  oc- 
curred which  constitutes  the  principal 
part  of  our  present  study. 

THE  CRY  OF  THE  NEEDY. 
A  great  crowd  was  going  out  of  the 
city  with  Jesus  and  his  disciples.  Sit- 
ting by  the  wayside  were  two  blind  beg- 
gars. One  of  these,  named  Bartimeus, 
is  specially  mentioned  by  Mark,  prob- 
ably on  account  of  his  parentage  and 
his  prominence  in  the  incident  under 
consideration.  Only  Matthew  mentions 
the  circumstAnee  that  there  were  two 


ing  in  order  to  be  within  hailing  dis- 
tance of  Jesus  as  he  journeyed  past.  At 
any    rate,    he    noticed    that    there    w^as 
something  unusual  about  the  crowd  that 
was  surging   by  him,   and  he   inquired 
what  it  was.     And  they  told  him  that 
Jesus    of     Nazareth    was     passing    by. 
"Jesus  of  Nazareth!     Why,"  thought  the 
man,  "it  is  he  who  can  heal  the  blind  at 
a  word;  it  is  he  who  has  brought  com- 
fort and  strength  to  so  many  lives;    it 
is  he  who  has  the  povyer  of  God."    There- 
fore he  cried  out  with  all  his  might,  but. 
in  his  cry  he  did  not  address  Jesus  as 
the  Nazarene.    That  word  had  sometimes 
been  used   as  a   term  of  reproach,   and 
it  might  have  been  so  used  by  the  one 
who  had  told  him  who  was  passing  by. 
He  cried  out  instantly,  "Jesus,  thou  son 
of   David,    have    mercy    on    me."      This 
was  the  title  which  the  Jews  customarily 
gave    to    the    Messiah    whom    they    ex- 
pected.     On    one    occasion    Jesus    sug- 
gested   a    rebuke    for    the    use    of    this 
Messianic  title.     It  was  when  he  spoke 
about    that    verse    in    Psalm    110    and 
taught    that   the    chief   qualification    of 
Messiahship  would  not  be  that  of  son- 
ship   to  David,   for  the   Messiah   would 
he  greater  than  David,  even  lord  over 
him.     There  was,   however,  no  disputa- 
tious spirit  about  this  beggar  when  iie 
cried  out  to  Jesus.     He  used  the  title  of 
respect   that    was  nearest    at   hand.     It 
was  a  cry   from  his   heart   as  well   as 
from  his  throat.     Certain  of  those  who 
had  constituted  themselves  into  an  es- 
cort for  Jesus  went   to  the  beggar  and 
told  him  to  hush  up  his  noise  and  clamor. 
Perhaps   they   thought    that   this  accla- 
mation,   son    of    David,    was    too    pre- 
vious. 

Be  that  as  it  may.  however,  Luke  tells 
us  that  the  man  continued  to  cry  out, 
uttering  a  loud  expression  of  strong 
emotion.  He  was  dead  in  earnest.  He 
was  sure  of  his  own  need  and  equally 
sure  of  the  power  and  willingness  of 
Jesus  to  alleviate  his  distress.  He  would 
not  lose  his  great  opportunity  to  make 
his  petition  directly  to  Jesus.  Alas, 
there  are  multitudes  of  people  in  the 
world  who  need  Jesus  and  his  spiritual 
healing  as  truly  as  Bartimeus  needed 
his  to  bestow  sight.  But  many  of  these 
people  have  too  much  of  the  worldly- 
wise  notion  that  prefers  decorum  to  the 
healing  that  their  souls  need.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  get  people  to  admit  their 
need  of  Christ,  but  it  is  another  matter 
to  get  the  practical  acceptance  of  Him 
that  carries  with  it  sufficient  humility 
of  spirit  to  cry  out  earnestly  for  for- 
giveness and  light.  It  is  alright  to  exalt 
the  dignity  of  man,  and  there  is  a  ser- 
tain  saneness  in  the  revolt  from  the 
excessive  teaching  of  the  idea  that  we 
are  mere  worms  of  the  dust,  but  this 
tendency  easily  becomes  the  "pride 
that  goeth  before  destruction."  Though 
we  be  men  with  an  eternal  destiny,  we 
must  yet  humble  ourselves  before  God 
on  account  of  our  sins,  and  even  on 
account  of  our  inclination  to  sin  and 
implore  his  gracious  blessing. 

There  are  multitudes  of  another  class 
of  people  in  the  world  whose  greatest 
need  is  to  know  Jesus,  who  "saves  His 
people  from  their  sins."  They  are 
deeply  in  sin  and  are  in  love  with  evil. 
They  will  not  cry  out  to  Him  who  could 
give  them  the  light  of  a  moral  life  be- 
cause they  love  the  darkness  and  filth 
of  the  purlieus  of  inicjuity  better  than 
the  sunny  plains  of  righteousness.  Al- 
though these  people  do  not  vocally  call 
upon  Jesus  for  aid,  their  condition  does 
cry  out  with  such  force  and  pathos  that 
Jesus  answers  it.  His  parable  of  the 
lost  sheep  reveals  to  us  how  his  heart  is 
touched  by  their  spiritual  need.  The 
Christian  church  hears  this  cry  of  need 
and  shows  that  it  has  the  heart  of 
Christ  in  that  its  pity  and  compassion 
are  all  the  time  going  outtoward  these 
sin-stricken  people  in  practical,  ear- 
nest undertakings  to  make  them  real- 
ize their  need  and  cry  out  to  the  Savior 
for  His  help. 

GOOD  CHEER. 
Above  the  tumult  of  that  multitude 
which  was  pressing  about  him,  Jesus 
heard  the  cry  "Son  of  David,"  and, 
stopping  where  he  was,  said  "Call  ye 
him,'  apparently  addressing  His  com- 
mand to  those  very  people  who,  a 
few  moments  before,  had  been  officious- 
ly trying  to  keep  the  beggar  still.  They 
turned  to  the  blind  man  saying:  "Be  of 
good  cheer.  Rise,  He  calleth  thee." 

These  words  have  the  true  ring  of 
the  gospel  message.  Christ  and  His 
messengers  are  wont  to  bring  to  men  a 
gladness  and  a  cheer  nowhere  else 
found.  The  widow  of  Nain  had  her 
heart  cheered  by  the  restoration  of  her 
.son  to  life.  The  Centurion,  who  knew 
the  meaning  of  authority,  learned  to 
have  the  peculiar  joy  which  only  Christ 
could  afford  him.  The  woman  taken 
in  a  great  sin  went  out  from  the  pres- 
ence of  Jesus  with  the  sense  of  a  for- 
giveness that  was  divine.  The  woman 
who  came  to  draw  water  at  Jacob's  well 
went  joyfully  back  into  the  city  to  tell 
of  the  Messiah  who  had  directed  her 
to  the  water  of  eternal  life.  And  the 
hearts  of  many  men  and  women  in  Sa- 
maria were  that  day  filled  with  a  new 
joy.  "How  beautiful  upon  the  moun- 
tains are  the  feet  of  Him  that  bringeth 
good  tidings,  that  publisheth  peace, 
that  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  that 
publisheth  salvation,  that  saith  unto 
Zion,  thy  God  reigneth!" 

The  words  "Be  of  good  cheer"  are 
spoken  for  every  person  who  has  any 
conscious  need  of  Christ,  and  will  cry 
to  Him  for  help.  It  is  the  Christian 
message  against  despair  and  the  sym- 
bol of  the  optimism  of  our  faith.  There 
is  a  balm  in  Gilead,  there  is  a  physi- 
cian there,  and  these  both  have  power

Jesus  responded  quickly  to  the  man's 
cry  and  the  mart  in  turn  lost  no  time  in 
going  to  Jesus.  He  cast  away  his  outer 
garment  which  might  otherwise  havt 
caused  him  a  moment's  delay  and 
"sprang  up"  with  alacrity  and  went  to 
Jesus.  He  was  anxious  to  get  a  physical 
malady  healed.  Tere  are  some  things 
of  greater  importance  to  a  person  than 
physical  sight.  One  of  these  is  the 
power  to  "see  God,"  a  privilege  reserved 
for  the  "pure  in  heart."  Jesus  has  the 
power  to  cleanse  away  all  the  iniquity 
of  our  hearts.  The  news  of  this  power 
has  been  told  us  repeatedly.  His  invi- 
tation  for  us  to  turn  to  him  for  a  new 
heart  and  a  regenerated  spirit  has  been 
extended  many  times.  We  have  fallen 
into  one  evil  or  another  on  different  oc- 
casions because  of  our  lack  of  Christ, 
and  yet  we  hold  back  from  him;  and,  if 
we  respond  at  all,  we  do  it  as  de- 
liberately as  we  would  make  a  bar- 
gain for  a  bit  of  bric-a-brac  not  at  all 
essential  to  our  life.  Tlhe  call  of 
Jesus  deserves  Immediate  response.  We 
should  emulate  the  example  of  Barti- 
meus. 

FAITH  UNMISTAKABLE. 
Jesus   desired    to    have    another   ex- 


the  thing  desired.  Hence  he  asked  the 
man,  openlj-,  before  all  the  crowd, 
what  he  wanted.  The  man's  reply  se?ms 
full  of  of  the  pent  up  faith  and  emotion 
indicated  by  his  former  cry.  He  re- 
plie  "Rabboni  that  I  may  receive  my 
sight."  The  title  Rabboni  seems  to  he 
a  sort  of  inten.sive  form  of  the  word 
Ral>1ii  and  its  use  indicates  a  deeper 
reverence  than  the  latter  word.  This 
brief  prayer  bears  on  its  face  the  evi- 
dence of  a  faith  deep  and  unmistak- 
able. Jesus  appreciated  this  fact  and 
at  once  healed  the  supplicant.  Matthew 
indicates  that  Jesus  touched  his  eyes: 
Luke  that  he  said  "Receive  thy  sight;" 
Mark  records  the  fact  that  Jesus  said 
"Go  thy  way:  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole."  The  important  thing  to  re- 
member is  that  Jesus  healed  Bartimeus 
the  beggar  of  his  blindness  because  he 
sought  Him  to  do  so.  The  thing  that 
every  one  ought  to  know  is  that  Jesus 
will  forgive  and  heal  of  his  moral  and 
spiritual  blindness  every  sinner  who 
will  call  upon  him,  and  that  His  ear  is 
still  open  to  the  cry  of  those  who  are 
burdened  with  the  weight  of  trying 
physical  maladies.  Jesus  said  to  Barti- 
meus "Go  thy  way,"  but  with  a  wise 
disobdience,  Bartimeus  followed  along 
in  the  way  with  Jesus.  That  way  was 
leading  Jesus  to  the  cross.  Bartimetis 
did  not  know  this,  but  sgiw  that  it  was 
the  way  of  his  new  life.  Perhaps  it 
meant  to  him  the  bearing  of  many 
crosses  for  the  savior's  sake,  but  there 
was  this  compesation  that  it  brought 
him  into  a  pathway  of  light  so  that  he 
could  see  things  not  only  in  the  light  of 
His  earthly  day.  but  also  in  the 
streaming  splendor  of  the  day  of  God

!  Iter,   tht  y  anticipate  that  the  next  four 
t  years    will    bring    about    such    changes 
that  the  organization  of  IWO.  conducted 
on  similar  lines,  will  stand  a  good  show 
of   succe.ss    in    1U04.       Theie   is   a   possi- 
1  l.'ility,  of  course,  that  four  years  hence 
the    .-ilver    question    will    be        entirely 
I  elimin:itt>d    and    that    the       Democraiic 
i  idatfoim    will    be   a    tritle   more   conser- 
vative  than    uas   th-  case   in   isys  and 
I90(t.       In  other  words,  the  platform  of 
I'JM  will  be  so  drafted  that  it  will  prob- 
al)ly  meet  the  approval  not  only  of  the 
Democrats  in   the   West,   but  also  those 
'  in   the  East,   who  have  i>pposed  Bryan- 
ism  in  the  two  last  national  campaign.?. 
Whether    or   n(»t    Mr.    Bryan    will    head 
I  the    national   Democratic    ticket    in    1901 
I  is  a  <iuestion  that  probably  t*hat  gentle- 
man even  can   not  decide  to  his      own 
I  s;itisfaciion   at    this   time.    The   general 
i  opinion   among       Democratic       leaders, 
both  in  and  out  of  congress  is.  however, 
that  Bryan  will  see  the  necessity  of  giv- 
ing some  other  man  an  opportunity  lo 
lead  th?  Deniot  ratic  hosts  to  victory  or 
defeat   in    1904.       It   is   said    that       Col. 
Biyan   i.s   not   anxious   to   become       the 
Democratic  nominee  in  1904,  but  is  per- 
fectly  willing   to   assist   the   Democrats 
in  every  possible  way  between  this  dale 
and  trie  time  the  polls  close  in  Novem- 
ber, 1904.      There  is  a  possibility,  some 
of  the  Democrats  insist,  that  Mr.  Bryan 
may   be   forced   to  take  the  nomination 
in   the  next  national  campaign.   In  any 
event   the   Nebraskan   is  not  counted   a 
"dead  one"  by  the  majority  of  the  men 
now   in   this   city,   who  control  the  des- 
tinies,  so   to  .«peak,   of   the   Democratic 
party.        Mr.    Bryan    has    intimated    to 
some  of  the  leaders  of  his  party  that  it 
might  be  a  good  idea  to  nominate      an 
Eastern  man  for  the  presidency  in  1904. 
However,  at  this  time  his  choice,  or  the 
choice  of  the  Ea.stern  Democracy  is  un- 
known. 

The  reorganization  scheme  of  former 
President  Cleveland,  Don  M.  Dickinson, 
William  C.  W'hitney.  Dan  Lamont  and 
other  men  of  this  ilk.  is  not  likely  to 
meet  with  any  strong  support  either  in 
the  East  or  in  the  West.  The  plan  they 
propose  may  meet  with  some  favor  in 
the  Eastern  ^tates.  but  it  is  a  certainty 
that  they  will  not  have  any  following 
whatever  in  some  of  the  states  west  of 
the  Mississijipi.  namely.  Minnesota,  the 
Dakotas,  •  Montana.  Oregon,  Washing- 
ton. Wyoming.  California,  Colorado, 
Kansas  and  Nebraska.  The  Demo- 
crats in  these  states,  for  the  most  part, 
were  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  Demo- 
cratic national  platforn.  n  1896,  and 
also  in  190v.  They  were  also,  to  a  man, 
earnestly  supporting  and  believing  fully 
in  the  capabilities  of  Col.  William  Jen- 
nings Bryan  to  lead  them  to  victory  in 
both  campaigns.  That  he  failed  is  not 
regarded  by  these  Western  Democrats 
in  any  way  due  to  his  fault.  The  con- 
ditions were  somewhat  favorable  to 
him  in  1896,   but  as  the  last  election 


The  talk  and  plans  of  decades  have 
finally  taken  f()rm.  and  a  railway  con- 
necting the  great  lakes  with  Hudson  bay 
is  now  actually  un«ier  construction.  The 
railway  plunges  hiihdr.'ds  of  miles' 
through  an  unbroken  wilderness,  with 
no  cities,  towns  or  even  villages  to  af- 
ford traffic.  lo  fact.  only  Indian 
guides  and  hunters  have  attempted  to 
|)enetrate  the  great  wilderness  to  the 
north.  Nevertheless,  the  railroad,  which 
is  known  as  the  Algonmi  Central.  is 
Iteing  built  in  the  most  thorough  man- 
ner possilde.  with  the  best  equipment 
available,  able  to  stand  almost  any 
strain  upon  it  and  capable  of  good  ser- 
vice for  years  to  cqme.  Eighty-.five- 
pound  steel  rails  are  used,  and  the  loco- 
motives are  of  enormous  size,  weigh- 
ing l.^">  tons  when  equipped  for  traflic. 
The  engines  are  so  massive  thai  rail- 
way companies  were  afraid  of  the  strain 
on  bridges,  and  they  were  delivered 
from  Chicago  to  Sault  St.  Marie  by  the 
laV:e  route  on  steam  f?rries. 

The  new  railway  starts  at  Sault  Ste. 
Marie.  Ground  was  broken  less  than 
three  months  ago,  but  already  twenty- 
five  miles  of  road  are  completed  and  in 
u'se.  and  the  railway  is  pushing  for- 
ward at  the  rate  of  half  a  mile  a  day. 
It  is  expected  that  it  will  require  thrte 
.years  to  complete  the  road. 

The  millions  of  capital  involved  are 
fi..m  the  Inited  Stales,  i'Ut  the  build- 
ers have  made  careful  compulations  as 
Lo  traffic  and  are  canfldent  that  the 
road  will  realize  all  that  is  promised  as 
an  investment.  It  had  its  origi:i  in  th? 
necessitj'  of  bringing  supplies  of  pulp 
wood  from  the  far  north  to  the  Suuit 
mills,  but  it  opens  up  as  well  a  region 
that  is  fabulously  rich  in  minerals  and 
timber.  The  mineral  wealth  is  said  l  > 
be  practically  inexhaustible.  consisli:.g 
of  mountains  of  iron,  copper  and  other 
valuable  ores.  Among  other  discover- 
ies is  that  of  a  solid  bed  of  gypsum 
;  ii;ht  miles  in  length. 

In  timber,  the  supplies  are  equally 
valualile.  For  hundreds  of  miles,  it  is 
claimed,  the  railway  will  run  through 
den.se  forests  of  big  trees,  including 
birch,  maple,  hard  elm,  tamarack, 
spruce,  balsam,  poplar  and  white  pine. 
Curly  birch,  which  can  now  be  bought 
for  40  cents  a  cord  along  the  railway, 
commands  $40  a  thousand  feet  in  this 
country.  Elm  wood  that  can  be  cut  at 
10  cents  a  coid  sells  for  $25  a  thousaml 
feet  at  Minneapolis  and  other  points  in 
the  Northwest  that  are  v.ithin  easy 
shipping  distance. 

The  Ontario  government  is  greatly 
interested  in  the  opening  up  of  this  rich 
territory,  and  has  aided  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  railway  by  a  big  grant 
of  land.  At  the  end  of  the  first  fifteen 
miles,  the  railway  commenced  to  haul 
heavy  consignments  of  timber,  and 
traffic  is  following  closely  upon  con- 
struction. 

It  is  announced  that  particular  at- 
tention will  be  given  to  transit  traffic, 
and  at  every  stopping  i)lace  a  first- 
class  hotel  will  be  built  by  the  railway. 
At  Hudson  bay,  it  is  proposed  to  estab- 
lish a  modem  seaside  hotel.  Game  is 
plentiful  and  scores  of  lakes  and  rivers 
that  are  teeming  with  fish  will  be 
reached  by  the  railway.  The  scenery, 
bracing  climate,  hunting  and  fishing 
are  expected  to  attract  thousands  of 
tourists.  The  railway  also  intends  to 
handle  Hudson  hay  fish  products  on  a 
large  scale. 

If  the  plans  of  the  officials  are  all  car- 
ried out.  the  new  railway  to  the  north, 
reaching  as  it  does  to  the  very  slopes 
of  the  Arctic  ocean,  will  be  one  of  the 
most  daring  and  picturesque  attempts 
to  subjugate  a  wilderness  known  to 
railway  annals.

The  de.Msion  of  the  I'nited  States  ?u- 
)»remt'  court  in  the  Anderson  law  case 
i?  the  talk  of  the  lesal  profession  and  a 
jjreit  many  otht-r  i>eople  at  the  present 
time,  and  there  is  much  speculation  as 
to  the  «-frect  of  the  decision  and  how  far 
reachins  it  will  be.  Attorneys  are  not  at 
all  clear  as  to  what  the  effect  will  be, 
for  they  have  not  read  the  full  decision. 
ami  until  they  do  cannot  tell  the  ^full 
s.  ope  of  the  court's  ruling.  It  takes 
about  three  weeks  for  the  dec-i.-ions  of 
thf-  supreme  court  to  come  out  in  the 
law  publications.  When  that  time  ar- 
rives a  more  intelligent  idea  of  its  effect 
lan  be  gained. 

One  question  that  has  been  raised  and 
that  presents  a  pretty  point  is  as  to  the 
lang  grant  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
railroad.  It  was  obtained  under  a  spe 
cific  contract  with  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota, under  which  it  was  to  pay  3  per 
cent  cf  its  gross  earnings  to  the  state  in 
lieu  of  all  other  taxes  forever.  When 
the  Northern  Pacific  road  Inrnght  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  a  few  months  ago.  how- 
ever the  lands  were  deeded  to  the  pur- 
cha.ser.  The  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  has  been 
wiped  out  of  existence,  except  that  the 
incorporation  has  not  been  abandoned 
as  vet.  Does  that  not  abrogate  the  con- 
tract with  respect  to  the  land  grant  is 
the  <iuestion  now  asked,  and  if  it  docs 
are  not  the  lands  taxable.  As  soon  a.-? 
any  of  the  lands  were  sold  by  the  St. 
Paul  &■  Duluth  they  were  to  become  tax- 
able, and  now  the  whole  lot  has  lieen 
sold. 

The  Northern  Pacific  will  raise  the 
point  that  under  the  3  per  cent  gross 
earnings  lax  it  cannot  be  made  to  pay 
taxes  on  th<^  lands,  and  the  point  then  to 
lie  fi.ught  out  will  be  whether  the  pro|- 
erty  which  the  road  has  acquired  since 
the  gross  earnings  tax  went  into  effect 
js  exempt  under  that,  too:  in  other 
words,  whether  it  can  buy  all  the  land 
it  wants  to  and  e.scape  paying  taxes  on 
it  under  the  gro.s3  earnings  system. 

There  is  quite  a  chance  for  a  fight  in 
the  matter,  and  attorneys  in  the  Twin 
Citie.s  have  been  discussing  the  point. 
Some  of  them  have  remarked  that  (Gen- 
eral Counsel  Hunn  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific may  have  slipped  up  a  trifie  when 
he  lAok  the  method  he  did  of  having  the 
transfer  made.  Had  the  identity  of  the 
St.  I'aul  &  Duluth  l)een  preserved  there 
could  hardly  have  been  any  question 
raised  such  as  is  now  being  talked. 

That  the  state  will  try  to  tax  the 
lands  of  the  Duluth  &  -ron  Range  rail- 
road gram  liiere  is  no  doubt.  When 
the  state  first  threatened  to  bring  ac- 
tion for  the  setting  a.side  of  the  land 
grant,  the  lands  were  quickly  trans- 
ferred to  Walter  F.  Cobb,  of  Chicago. 
He  was  a  mar  closely  associated  with 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad  interests 
and  the  state  set  up  that  he  was  not 
an  innocent  purchaser  and  that  the 
transfer  was  not  a  bona  fide  one  and 
not  made  in  good  faith.  The  railroad, 
of  cour.se.  contended,  that  it  was.  By 
transferring  the  lands  to  a  private 
party  tht-y  were  rendered  subject  tn 
taxation.  If  they  are  now  turned  back 
by  Mr.  Cobb,  can  they  be  taxed?  At- 
torneys will  say  that  they  can  unless 
under  the  decision  of  the  court  the  road 
is  entitled  to  buy  all  the  property  it 
wants  to  and  only  jiay  the  3  per  cent 
gross  earnings  tax.  I)ecause  the  accept- 
ance by  the  road  of  the  3  per  cent  gross 
earnings  tax  bound  the  state  forever. 
The  further  question  is  askefl.  what  if 
the  railroads  should  buy  up  all  of  the 
property  of  the  state,  would  that  re- 
move all  of  it  from  taxation  because  of 
the  gro.ss  earnings  tax?  That  is  a 
contingency  that  is  hardly  possible,  but 
what  if  tht^  roads  bought  one-half  <u 
it  or  one-quarter? 

It  may  be  that  a  study  of  the  full  de- 
cision will  change  many  opinions  that 
are  now  held,  but  the  general  opinion 
now  is  that  the  decision  may  be  law,  but 
that  it  is  not  justice  and  that  it  is 
pretty  hanl  oi^  the  people.  The  opinio.n 
is  expressed,  too,  that  the  state  will  find 
some  way  to  get  at  the  rai'.roads  and 
that  it  will  make  the  legislature  more 
active  and  determined  to  find  some  way 
to  increase  the  taxes  of  the  rf>ads.

BOERS  SWOOP  DOWN. 

Tbiy  Wipe  the  Earth  With  a  British 
Canvoy. 

London.  Dec.  7.— The  war  office  has 
received  a.  dispatch  from  Lord  Kitch- 
ener, dated  Bloemfontein,  Dec.  6,  an- 
nouncing that  Gen.  Delarey,  with  500 
Boers,  attacked  a  convoy  proceeding 
from  Pertoria  to  Rustenberg,  at  Buf- 
felspruit,  Dec.  3,  burned  all  the  convoy 
and  killed  fifteen  men  and  wounded 
twenty-three,  including  Lieut.  Baker. 
The  Boers,  the  dispatch  added,  suffered 
considerable  loss,  some  of  them  being 
killed  with  case-shot  at  fifty  yards. 
Ouns  and  assistance  were  sent  from 
Rustenberg  and  Comando  Nek,  and  the 
Boers  were  driven  off. 

The  dispatch  also  says  Gen.  De  Wet 
crossed  the  Caledon  Dec.  5,  at  Karee- 
port  drift,  making  for  Oedendal.  Gen. 
Knox    was    following    him.       The    drift 

was  held  by  a  detachment  of  the 
guards  and  the  river  was  flooded.

Out  of  Heavy  Coal  Carioes 

From  Buffalo  Dulyih 

Gets  Ones 

Of  a  large  fleet  of  vessels  with  som-' 
r>0.0<10  tons  of  coal,  that  all  left  Buffalo 
this  week  on  tCne  same  day,  but  one,  the 
John  W.  Gates,  carries  cargo  to  Duluth. 
The  (Jates,  which  is  500  feet  over  all  au'l 
one  of  the  four  largest  on  the  lakes,  ban 
a  cargo  of  7.500  tons  aboard,  which  is 
about  .500  tons  more  than  was  ever 
cleared  from  Buffalo  in  a  single  cargo 
before,  and  which  Is,  in  fact,  the  record 
for  l^ake  Erie.  With  this  large  amount 
of  coal  the  Gates  has  not  a  full  load, 
because  the  shippers  were  unable  tj  got 
full  cargoes  and  clear  from  Buffalo 
within  the  time  limit  of  the  insurant? 
rates.  All  of  the  coal,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  trne  Gates'  cargo,  will  go  to  Chi- 
cago. The  Gates  is  said  to  have  re- 
ceived the  highest  rate  paid  out  of  Lake 
Erie  this  season,  namely,  $1.  According 
to  that,  her  gr:)ss  earnings  this  trip 
will  be  $7500,  or  about  $1000  a  day.  This 
is  the  last  trip  of  the  Gates  tfiis  season, 
and  the  vessel  will  lay  up  here  for  the 
winter,  upon  its  arrival  with  the  coal. 

Ever>-  arrival  with  hard  coal  is  of 
special  significance  now,  as  there  is  an 
anthracite  coal  shortage  at  every  dock 
on  Lake  Superior  and  Lake  Mic^iigan 
I'ntil  the  Gates  took  its  large  carg>,  the 
big  steel  steamer  J.  J.  Hill  held  the 
Lake  Erie  record,  having  taken  a  cargo 
of  7119  tons  of  coal  from  the  C.  L.  &  W. 
docks  at  Lorain  not  more  than  a  week 
ago.  It  is  estimated  that  this  cargo 
would  load  215  gondila  cars. 

The  talk  that  a  large  number  of  the 
vessels   will    be   sent   out    in    the   grain 
trade     without     insurance     has     fallen 
through.    The  owners  have  backed  down, 
deeming  such  action  foolish  after  carry- 
ing a  heavy  insurance  all  summer  when 
there  was  the  least  danger  of  losses. 
The  ore  shipping  from  the  head  of  the 
.lake   has   been   finished   for  the   seas->n. 
j  the  last  load   having  been  taken  out  of 
I  both    the    Missabe      and      the      AUouez 
I  docks.      There    is    no    ice    to    interfere, 
however,  this  year,  had  it  been  necessary 
to  prolong  the  shipping  period  a  little 
longer.    Ore  will  continue  to  be  shipped 
from  Tw3  Harbors  for  a  few  days. 

Works  tn  Injuitiet. 

The  las:  issue  ot"  the  School  Bulletin, 
published  by  B.  N.  Wheeler,  contains  the 
following: 

"An  act  providing  for  state  aid  for  ru- 
■  ral  schools,  passed  two  years  ago,  works 
an  injustice  on  St.  Louis  county  schools. 
Many  of  the  districts  contain  two  or  more 
schools,  and  one  district  has  seven.  Now, 
the  law  referred  to  above  provides  th<i. 
a  district  may  receive  aid  in  the  sum  of 
i7:>  provided  the  district  fulfills  the  re- 
quirements. But  a  district  maintaining 
seven  schools  can  receive  no  more  aid 
than  one  maintaining  only  one  school.  It 
is  proposed,  therefore,  to  strike  out  the 
word  'district'  where  it  appears,  and  sub- 
stitute the  word  'building.'  Then  each 
bui:dlng  will  be  reearded  as  a  district  and 
receive  aid  accordingly.  All  teachers  and 
school  boards  are  urged  to  write  to  their 
own  representatives  about  this  matter 
urging  the  passage  of  a  hill  which  will 
put  our  own  county  on  an  equal  footing 
with  counties  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
Jtate.  where  lafje  districts  are  the  ex- 
ception. ' 


Washington,  Dec.  7.— Bids  were  opened 
at  the  navy  department  fpr  the  construc- 
tion of  five  new  battleships  and  si.\  ar- 
mored cruisers,  aggregating  a  total  dis- 
j)lucement  of  154,000  tuns,  and  comprising 
the  largest  consignment  of  material  for 
the  navy  ever  contracted  for  at  a  single 
bidding. 

The  three  new  battleships  authorized 
by  the  act  of  March,  1S9!»,  were  never  con- 
tracted lor,  owing  to  iielays  in  th«  pro- 
eurement  of  armor  biUs,  in  ine  completion 
ot  designs  ana  controversy  as  to  wnetnei- 
tne  new  superimposed  turrets  should  oe 
used  in  their  construction.  lnai>iiity  to 
reach  satislactory  conclusion  in  regard  to 
llio  sheathing  de.ayed  construction  of  the 
three  armored  cruisers  auinorizeU  by  iiie 
same  act.  These  p<jints  have  ueeii  ad- 
justed. 

•fhe  five  new  battleships,  namely,  the 
Fennsylvunia,  New  Jersey,  Virginia  and 
Knodo  Island,  are  divided  into  two  class- 
es to  compromise  upon  tne  controversy 
as  to  their  turret  systems.  Thiee  are  to 
be  sheathed  and  coppered  «nd  will  carry 
superimposed  turrets.  'J'he  other  two  are 
lo  b«  unsheat.ied  vessels,  having  tne 
•quadrilateral"  arm  of  8-inch  turrets.  To 
meet  the  eontlnKcncy  that  the  bids  may 
be  in  excess  of  the  authorized  cost,  tne 
bidders  were,  however,  invited  to  submit 
plans  in  each  case  for  botn  sheathed  anJ 
unsheathetl  ships. 

The  slieallied  vessels  are  lo  be  of  15,000 
tuns  displacement,  with  a  length  of  43a 
feet,  breadth  of  76  feet  10  incnes.  and 
greatest  draft  of  26  feet.  The  unsneathed 
ships  are  siightly  smaller  and  on  the  same 
length  are  seven  and  a  half  inches  nar- 
rower, and  400  tons  less  displacement. 
Both  classes  of  battleships  will  compare 
with  anv  in  the  world,  not  only  afloat,  but 
projectetl,  for  they  will  liave  a  speed  01 
at  least  nineteen  knots,  which  is  expected 
to  run  up  to  nineteen  and  a  half,  a  great 
pace  for  a  batticship.  which  will  be  main- 
tained by  twin-screw  engines  of  W.iKKJ 
horse  power,  supplied  by  twenty-tour 
water-tube  boilers. 

The  radical  difference  in  the  battleships 
to  the  outward  appearance  will  lie  111 
the  turrets.  Each  ship  will  carry  four  12- 
inch  guns.  These  are  of  the  extraordin- 
ary length  of  forty  calibers,  or  twenty 
feet  in  the  bore,  of  the  new  type  jusi 
turned  out  bv  the  ordnance  bureau  and 
superior  in  etficiency  to  any  12-Inch  gun 
in  the  world,  and  at  least  ecjual  lo  the  i:^- 
inch  guns  which  have  marked  the  maxi- 
mum ca.iber  in  the  American  navy.  In 
the  three  shejithed  vessels,  a  pair  of  !>- 
inch  guns  will  be  mounted  on  the  top  of 
each  of  the  12-ineh  turrets.  Four  other  S- 
inch  guns  will  be  distributed  in  two  tur- 
rets amidshii>s   on    those    two  vessels. 

The  unsheathed  vessels  will  have  all  of 
the'r  8-lnch  guns  mounted  in  four  inde- 
pendent turrets,  one  at  each  corner  ol  the 
oblong  superstructure.  Both  classes  ot 
vessels,  sheathed  and  unsheathed,  \v.ll 
have  a  broadside  of  twelve  6-invh  iapi:l-;tre 
guns  on  the  main  deck,  besides  12  It-oounJ- 
er«;  and  12  2-pounders  and  a  number  ot  au- 
tomatic uus,  making  the  battery  more 
lormidable  tnan  any  afloat  as  far  as  ab;.- 
ity  to  concentrate  fire,  and  throw  weigh: 
ot  metal   is  concerned. 

In  the  matter  of  defensive  power,  the 
battleships  of  both  classes  are  unsur- 
passed carrvlng  an  8-foot  wide  waterline 
belt  of  armor  11  inches  thick  over  the 
vitals  of  the  ship,  tapering  to  4  uic-h'S  at 
tile  ends.  The  6-inch  guns  will  be  1  laced 
Ij^lunu  the  protection  of  6  incnes  oj  solul 
hardened  steel  and  the  turrets  will  vary 
from  10  to  11  inches  in  thickness.  A  curved 
inrtleback  protection  deck,  and  a  coiter- 
dam  belt  all  around  the  waterline.  stufted 
with  cellulose,  will  afford  further  protec- 
tion Electricity  will  be  used  in  the  batile- 
<'iio-  to  much  greater  extent  t  lan  n  any 
oi.icr  ships  al'oat  and  the  use  ot  wood  vill 
ix'   rtsir.cteo   to   the   minimum. 

The  six  armored  cruisers  represent  the 
highest  development  of  the  naval  con- 
structor's art,  for  Chief  Constructor  Hlch- 
iiorn  has  not  only  managed  to  design  in 
them  ships  as  fleet  as  any  foreign  navy 
can  boast,  but  has  endowed  them  with  tne 
dualities  of  battleships  at  many  points 
Three  of  these  ships  are  to  be  sheathed 
and  three  are  to  be  unsheathed 

Of  a  less  displacement  than  the  battle- 
ships 13  SOi)  tons  In  the  case  of  the  sheathed 
"and  i:'..400  in  the  case  of  the  unsheathed 
cruisers,  these  vessels  are  still  considera- 
l.lv  longer,  being  .'.02  feet  on  the  water-line, 
with  a  breadth  of  70  feet  and  a  draft  of  2u 
feet  6  inches.  Quadruple  twin  screws  ot 
2:5  000  horse  power,  supplied  by  -.0  boilers, 
will  propel  these  great  ships  at  a  mini- 
mum speed  of  22  knots  per  hous,  and  with 
capacities  for  2fi00  tons  of  coal  in  her 
bunkers  their  endurance  will  surpass  that 
of  any  similar  foreign  vessel. 

Each  cruiser  will  carry  four  8-inch  guns 
in  Hichborn  balances  in  turrets,  four  t,- 
inch  guns  in  sponsors  at  each  corner,  or 
the  superstructure  and  1)  6-inch  broad- 
side guns  besides  the  U'^ual  second  battery. 
Six  inches  of  hardened  steel  will  extend  in 
a 'belt  around  the  ships,  7  feet  6  inches 
broad,  and  the  guns  in  the  citadel  s  super- 
s'ructure  are  proportionately  protected.  A 
heavy  protective  deck  and  cofferdam  belt 
complete  the  protection.

Furthermore, 
he  said,  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
coming  meeting  at  Indianapolis.  He  de- 
cline<l  to  discuss  the  mention  of  his 
name  in  connection  with  the  formation 
of  the  proposed  new  party. 

Mr.  Bryan  said  he  was  pleased  to  hear 
of  the  appointment  of  Charles  A.  Towne 
to  a  seat  in  the  United  States  senate.

A  law  that  was  passed  with  the  inteiit 
of  heljnng  out  the  forfeited  tax  law  of 
181)7  now  proves  to  be  not  quite  so  good 
a  thing  as  was  expt<'led.  row  that  tho 
tax  law  has  been  knocked  out  of  Ihe  ring 
hy  the  supren'.e  court.  The  law  was 
called  the  Windom  law,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  it  was  pushed  by  William  L,. 
Windom.  of  this  city,  and  it  re.^eived 
■warm  commendation  from  many  quar- 
ters and  severe  opposition  from  others, 
including:  County  Attorney  Phelps.  Had 
the  tax  law  been  upheld  the  Windom 
law  would  have  been  a  good  thing,  and 
its  supporters  would  l>e  endor.-^ed.  Now 
that  the  law  has  been  decl.ired  invalid, 
however,  the  Windom  law  is  rather  a 
nuisance,  and  its  pushers  will  l>e  looked 
upon  as  good  things  l)y  those  who  will 
benefit  from  the  la^v.  That  it  was  jusi, 
however,  will  i>?  gt-neialiy  concfded. 

The  idea  of  the  measure  waj^  to  stim- 
ulate bidding  at  the  forfeite<l  tax  sale, 
held  under  the  1897  law,  by  giving  bid- 
ders conttdence.  Th>re  was  some  ques- 
tion at  all  times  of  ihs-  valility  of  th  ' 
law,  and  the  Windom  law  provided  thai 
if  the  tax  law  was  de<lared  void  the  pur- 
«  hasers  could  get  their  m<mey  back  from 
the  county.  Possibly  they  could  have 
got  it  back  anyway,  but  the  Windom  law 
makes  no  doubt  about  it  whatever,  out 
provides  that  the  money  siiall  be  refund- 
ed, with  interest,  though  the  rate  of  in- 
terest was  not  high. 

In  one  way  there  is  still  a  V)enpfit  from 
the  law.  Coubtiesp  .^-orne  people  compro- 
mised their  taxes  under  the  board's  offer 
of  18S9  who  would  not  havp  done  so  weie 
it  not  for  the  Windom  law.  This  was 
intended  to  stimulate  Ijidling  at  the  sal--, 
and  the  fact  that  there  was  a  iirospect 
«»f  lively  bidding  induced  owners  to 
settle  with  the  board.  It  thev  had  be- 
lieved that  bidders  v.ould  ktep  away 
from  the  sale  they  might  hj,ve  preferre<l 
to  bid  in  their  property  at  the  .^a!e  fo/ 
the  state  lax.  At  the  same  time,  in 
many  cases  it  was  bettei-  to  settle  thi 
whole  thing,  including  the  taxes  of  ISDi). 
1897  and  1S9S.  i.n  the  terms  of  the 
board's  offer,  than  to  so  into  the  sale 
even  if  the  taxes  for  1S5.")  and  pri(.r  years 
were  settled  at  the  state  tax,  about  IC 
I'er  cent  of  the  total. 

The  Windom  law  provides  that  where 
sales  under  the  lSr>7  law  ire  declared 
void  by  court  the  purchaser's  money, 
together  with  taxes  paid  foi  subsequent 
years  by  him.  shall  be  r.^fumied  with  '-i 
per  cent  interest  per  annum.  This  may 
be  gone  on  ihe  county  auditors  order. 
This  is  provided  that  the  a<tion  i^ 
whicli  the  judgnitnt  shall  bt;  entered  Iio 
begun  within  two  years  from  the  date 
of  the  sale  where  no  ledemption  is  al- 
lowed by  the  law.  and  within  three 
years  where  redeni|>tion  is  allowed. 

A  method  is  provided  by  whifh  the 
purcha.jer  can  get  his  money  bat  k  with- 
out a  judgment  invalidating  his  title. 
I.roviding  he  is  not  in  possession  of  the 
propf.tj.  through  'he  board  of  county 
commissioners  and  the  state  auditor. 
IJis  petition  to  the  county  board  must 
lie  presented  within  two  years  of  the 
date  of  sale.  hov\>.  t.  where  no  re- 
denption  is  allowed,  or  thre"  years 
^^■r•eIe  redemption  is;  allovvi-d.

The  name,  ■"SociBly 
for  Promoting  the  Physical  and  Moral 
Development  of  Young  Men."  as  adjpt'.^d 
in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the 
government  and  in  order  to  prevent 
orttiodox  Russians  from  .suspecting  it  to 
be  a  proselyting  association.  His  royal 
highness  the  prince  of  Oldenburg,  th-_' 
Rev.  Alexander  Francis,  pastjr  of  the 
Anglo-American  church,  and  several 
priests  of  the  orthodox  church,  wCaouc 
interest  in  the  enterprise  was  enlisf^d 
by  James  Stokes,  of  New  York,  continue 
to  give  Gaylord  zealous  support.  The 
empress  has  also  shown  her  interest  in 
various  ways. 

The  marquis  of  Queensbury  is  h^re 
making  ararngements  for  beginning  the 
active  exploitation  of  the  Percbina  gold 
fields.  He  told  a  representative  of  the 
As.sociated  Press  recently  that  his  com- 
pany holds  800  shares,  $1,000,000,  and 
expects  to  find  this  field  as  rich  as  Cali- 
fornia. He  returned  a  few  months  ag:i 
from  Striiink.  which  is  the  starting 
point  of  the  leased  territory,  embracing 
COOO  square  miles.  It  lies  on  Cliilka 
river.  The  leasehold,  which  is  on  a  basis 
of  10  per  cent  royalty,  embraces  ill 
rights,  and  the  company  expects,  with 
the  aid  of  improved  American  machin- 
ery, to  begin  both  quartz  v/orking  and 
dredging  early  next  year.  The  property 
belongs  to  the  emperor  and  has  been 
wor'Ked  in  a  primitive  fashion  for  forty 
years.  The  Russians  appear  t3  have  the 
impression  that  the  fields  have  been  ex- 
hausted, but  the  marquis  says  they 
have  no  idea  of  the  wealth  of  their 
Asiatic  possessions.

Governor  Linds  offer  to  make  him  Vnilcd 
States  senator  to  succeed  the  late  C  iv. 
Davis.  The  offer  was  made  through  a 
frieml  a  week  ago  today,  and  the  judge 
sent  back  word  that  he  would  take  the 
honor.  An  appointment  for  a  conference 
tht  ntxl  afternoon  was  made.

Sunday  he  nifortn«il  the  !L;(>vernc»r  that  iii- 
had  changed  Ids  mind  and  had  decided  not 
to  accept    the   proffered   senatorship. 

Charles  A.  Towne  was  the  nexi  candi- 
date st-riously  considered  and  the  only 
one  lo  whom  the  senatorslu;)  wa.i  offci«.-d 
;isid»-    from   Juiise   I'ollins. 

Insitad  of  the  s»enalorship  going  beg- 
ging, as  ai>peand  during  tht  days  win  'i 
tdapsctl  after  the  publication  of  the  news 
of  the  offer  to  Judge  Collins  and  the  ai;- 
pointmt-nt  oi  Mr.  Towne,  it  was  sougnt 
by  a  number  of  Kepublicans.  Among  tlio.'c 
whose  friends  solii-ited  Governor  Lind  to 
appoint  them  were  J.  A.  NVheeiock,  editor 
of  the  St.  I'aul  Pioneer  Press,  and  Tam.< 
Bixby. 

This  is  not  gossip.  The  statements  are 
made  on  the  authority  of  Governor  IJnJ 
himself,  who  being  solicited  by  a  reprt- 
st-ntative  of  the  Journal  lo  ckar  up  the 
•  ibseuritv  and  uncertainty  which  have 
aitadied  to  his  course  for  the  last  few 
days,  this  morning  gave  out  a  fonn.U  in- 
terview. 

In  the  course  of  that  interview  the  gov- 
ernor makes  a  clean-tut  and  stifJUg 
statement  of  his  estimate  of  Senator  Nei- 
stwi  and  his  attitude  towards  him,  this 
statement  being  brought  out  by  suggei.- 
tions  that  in  appointing  Judge  Collins  tt.e 
gtivernor  was  aiming  a  blow  at  Nel.«oii. 
In  r»spons»'  to  a  series  of  (luestion.s 
tJovernor    Lind   said: 

••These  are  the  facts:  I  had  concluded 
th.il  if  he  would  accept,  it  w'Auld  be  a 
giioi)  solution  of  the  situation  to  appolni. 
Judge  Colliii.s.  I  felt  that  to  offer  tlie  ap- 
pointment to  a  Democrat  would  be  to  of- 
fer an  empty  honor  antl  hence  I  <ioubteu 
whtther  any  Democr.it  who  had  aspira- 
tions for  the  future  would  lie  likely  to  ac- 
eept  it.  When  I  had  concluded  to  appoint 
a  Republican,  precedent  and  policy  sug- 
gested the  selection  of  a  man  from  tiif 
su'irt'me  ben<-h.  Governors  have  ver\' 
g»iier.illy  selected  for  such  |)Ositions  men 
from  tile  .-uprenie  eiturt  of  the  stale.  I 
thought  over  the  several  judges  oi!  that 
«'our;  and  concluded  that  ♦'olllns,  by  rea- 
son for  his  predilection  for  active  politico, 
wide  ac*piaintance  and  honorable  serv- 
iie  on  the  bench  woidd  be  most  likely  lo 
desire  it.

According  to  a  re- 
view of  the  past 
season  on  the  great 
lakes,  which  will  Ix* 
found  in  another 
column,  the  underwriters  did  a  profitable 
htisiness,  their  losses  by  disa.<ters  to  ship- 
ping being  small,  as  compared  with  pre- 
vi-  u.s  years.  It  was  a  season  of  ups  and 
downs  as  regard  business.  When  It  began, 
shippers  were  paying  half  what  boatd 
were  w^orth  for  their  use  during  the  sea- 
son. Before  the  season  had  become  o'.d, 
vesselmen  were  scouring  the  lakes  for 
cargoes  and  long  before  it  had  half  passed 
over  fifty  of  the  largest  and  most  eco- 
nomical carriers  of  the  lakes,  forming  tlu^ 
larger  part  of  the  Rockefeller  fleet,  were 
tied  to  the  docks.  In  that  respect  it  was 
different  fro/n  anything  the  oldest  veteran 
in  the  service  had  ever  seen.  For  the 
first  time  an  attempt  was  made  to  corner 
lake  freights,  and  it  was  due  wholly  to 
that  fact  that  the  average  daily  rates 
were  higher  than  in  1.^98.  when  they  were 
close  to  the  actual  cost  of  transporta- 
tiim.  The  daily  average  Duluth  wheat 
rate  was  2.11  cents,  as  compar^tJ  with  ".»» 
in  isyj  and  l.S  in  lSI<s.  The  Duluth  coal 
rate  averaged  39.31  cents  this  year,  as 
against  -1.5.4  in  U-f^  and  T'..4  in  I.V08.  The 
daily  average  of  freights  on  Iron  ore 
from  the  head  of  Lake  Superior  to  Ohio 
t)orts  during  the  season  was  S.j.4.5  cents. 
The  season  contracts,  wh:(  h  covered  by 
far  the  largest  part  of  the  ore  moveil 
were  at  11.2.'..  The  daily  average  rate  per 
ton  paid.  f..r  by  far  the  largest  part  of  the 
ore  was  moved  at  «0  and  tr,  tents  p,  r  ton. 
or  about  half  what  the  Roekefeil,  r  corner 
forced  season  rates  to.  Vessel  owiu  r.^ 
who  had  these  season  contracts  which 
rf  i.resented  firotii?  of  2:,  to  40  perc  ent  on 
their  vessels  were  fearful  that  the  iron 
moving  companies  would  not  carry  out 
their  deals  when  the  slump  came.  lt\  this 
they  were  mistaken,  as  the  mining  com- 
panies in  general  dealt  fairly  with  ship- 
owners. A  year  ago  it  seemed  likelv  that 
the  days  of  the  individual  vessel  owner  on 
the  lakes  were  numbered,  and  that  the 
traflie  was  to  pass  Into  the  hands  of  great 
corp«irations.  Now  the  tendency  is  In  the 
opposite  direction.  None  of  the  big  steel 
combinations  have  ordered  a  ship  this 
fall,  while  the  shipyards  are  filled  with 
vessels  whicii  have  been  ordered  by  f.ri- 
vate  enterprise.  The  combinations  seem 
disposed  to  let  lake  transportation  alon" 
except  as  they  have  already  invested  in 
fleets.  It  is  not  thought  that  much  iigur- 
ing  will  be  done  on  next  year's  busi- 
ness before  Janu.iry.  The  season  has 
l>een  very  prohtable  to  vessel  owners  who 
ha.l  contracts,  and  but  fairly  so  to  those 
who  dependcil  iip<,n  cargoes  from  trip  to 
trip.  Although  it  has  not  been  as  roseaie 
as  shipowners  expected,  there  is  none  of 
the  feelins  I'f  extreme  depression  whicli 
marked  the  close  of  a  number  of  season<» 
l>rior  to  im.  The  general  forecast  of 
those  who  went  through  that  depression 
is  that  19tJl  will  see  an  immense  volume  of 
business  in  all  lines  of  iraffic  with  moder- 
ate rates  and  a  fair  return  of  profit  to 
shipowners.

The  committee  re.''olvod  unanimously  ti> 
letain  the  tax  of  10  cents  a  pound  on 
lea.  but  it  readily  agieed  to  reduce  th*^ 
beer  tax.  and  the  $10,IM.M),(M)o  taken  off  the 
beer  tax  will  go  into  the  pockets  of  th^ 
itrewers,  while  the  general  public  will 
not  receive  the  slightest  lienefit. 

Washington  telegram.s  assert  that  the 
ieductii;n  is  not  now  propo.^ed  so  much 
f.u*  the  purpose  of  cutting  down  taxation 
as  for  the  payment  of  the  campaign 
debts  of  the  l{epul)lican  party.  Speak'^r 
I;tnder>-on  and  Kepresenlative  ll.ibcock, 
the  newly-appointtd  member  of  thj 
'  ommiltVe.  it  is  .said,  practically  forced 
this  action  as  a.political  measure.  Air. 
Dabcock.  as  chairman  of  the  Republican 
congressional  committee,  knows  exactly 
how  much  the  brewers  contributed  to 
the  campaign  fund,  and  they  are  to  get 
their  money  back  in  this  way.  Mr.  Bab- 
fock  is  a  Wisconsin  man.  in  close  touch 
with  the  brewing  interests  at  Mil- 
waukee.

THE  HitKLD'S  VOyinEKCE. 

It  is  the  ambition  of  the  bureau  of 
statistics  of  the  treasury  department  at 
Washington  to  prepare  a  statistical  ab- 
stract showing  the  imports  and  exports 
of  every  country  in  the  world  having 
statistical  reports.  The  opening  chap- 
ter of  the  proposed  volume  has  already 
been  completed.  In  the  case  of  the 
United  Kingdom  the  report  begins  with 
the  year  ISOO  and  shows  the  total  im- 
ports, total  exports  and  excess  c>f  im- 
Uirts  or  exports  in  each  year  from  that 
date  to  the  present  time.  In  the  ca.se 
of  Austria-Hungary  the  recoid  bt-gins 
with  the  year  1800;  Belgium,  1831; 
Fiance,  18.31:  Germany.  1S72;  Italy,  1861; 
Nether}ands.  1860:  Russia.  1S61;  Spain. 
1860;  Norway,  1860:  Sweden,  1860:  Can- 
ada, 1851;  Mexico.  1S73;  Argentina.  1S70: 
Chile.  1.S60;  China.  1S63;  Japan,  1874; 
India.  1851;  Australia,  1851;  Egypt,  and 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  Natal.  1851.  in 
each  case  the  figures  covering  the  entire 
period  from  the  earliest  date  named  to 
the  present  time.  The  subsequent 
chapters  will  give  the  details  of  the 
commerce  of  each  of  these  countries, 
the  principal  articles  imported  and  ex- 
ported during  a  term  of  years  down  to 
the  latest  attainable  date,  and  the  prin- 
cipal countries  from  which  its  exports 
are  obtained  and  to  which  its  exports 
are  distributed. 

The  figures  on  the  total  commerce 
country  by  country,  which  have  al- 
ready been  completed,  afford  material 
for  some  interesting  comparisons  with 
our  own  growth  meantime.  The  im- 
ports for  home  consumption  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  for  instance,  which  in 
the  year  1800  amounted  to  $81,310,000, 
amounted  in  1899  to  $2,043,896,450,  an 
increase  of  2400  per  cent;  while  in  the 
case  of  the  United  States  the  imports 
for  home  consumption  in  1800  were  $52,- 
121,891,  and  in  1899,  $685,441,892,  an  in- 
crease of  1215  per  cent.  Taking  the 
export  side  the  contrast  is  much  more 
clearly  in  favor  of  the  United  States. 
Tlie  exports  of  articles  of  home  pro- 
duction from  the  United  Kingdom  io 
1800  were  $111,107,000,  and  in  1899  $1,287,- 
151.345,  an  increase  of  1059  per  cent;  in 
the  case  of  the  United  States,  the  ex- 
ports of  home  products  in  1800  were  $31,- 
840.903,  and  in  1899,  $1,203,931,222.  dn  In- 
crease of  3681  per  cent. 

In  the  case  of  France  the  comparison 
is  equally  interesting.  The  Imports 
for  consumption  into  France  in  1831 
were  72,182,000.  and  in  1899,  $872,032,000, 
an  increase  of  1109  per  cent;  while  the 
exports  of  articles  of  home  production

School  Board  Will  Hereafter 

Permil   Aitendance    of 

Pupils  Not  Vaccinated. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Board  Believes  It  In  Such 

State  That  Vaccination 

Is  Not  Necessary. 


The- school  board  has  decided  to  let 
down  the  vaccination  bars  and  permit 
children  to  attend  without  vaccination, 
believing  that  the  state  of  the  commun- 
ity's health  warrants  it.  This  is  pro- 
viding the  health  authorities  make  no 
serious  objection,  and  if  they  do  not  the 
new  rule  will  go  into  effi'Ct  Monday. 

The    matter   was   discussed    at       last 

night's    meeting    of    the    board,    and    it 

was  brought  up  by  Director  Codding, 
who  introduced  it  by  saying  that  the 
ic.osent  coridition  of  the  city's  h?alth 
wan  anted  a  relaxation  of  .some  of  the 
regulations  regarding  vaccination.  He 
said  that  at  any  rate  pupils  who  had 
been  vaccinated  once  should  be  al- 
lowed to  attend,  no  matter  whether  the 
vaccination  had  been  two  or  eight 
years  ago.  He  said  that  it  was  a  mat- 
t.-r  of  speculation  how  long  vaccination 
w:is  eiTeetive.  and  intimated  his  own 
oi)inion  that  a  j)ers"n  once  successfully 
vaccinated  was  as  free  from  contagion 
as  those  who  were  vaccinated  once 
eveiy  five  or  six  years.  In  <'(jnclusioM 
Dr.  Codding  urgtd  the  board  to  tak.' 
some  action  in  the  matter  and  to  give 
all  the  children  a  chance  to  go  to 
school  again. 

Directur  Cobb  moved  that  children  be 
admitted  to  the  schools  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  they  have  lieen  vacci- 
nated, providing  tne  health  board  does 
not  resort  to  legal  measures  to  prevent 
it,  and  the  resolution  was  ad.ipted.  All 
three  of  the  physicians  on  the  board, 
Dr.  Charles  L.  Codding.  Dr.  F.  C.  Bow- 
oiiin  and  Dr.  W.  il.  Salter,  appi'oved  of 
the  action

had  made  great  inroads  on  tl^e  school 
attendance  The  average  daily  attend- 
ance for  November  was  741)1)  as  against 
7I*(>2  for  the  same  month  a  year  ago. 
The  difference  is  accented  by  the  fact 
that  the  enrollment  this  year  is  nearly 
1000  above  that  of  last  year.

Liquid  Air  Exptrimonts. 

Professor  Eugene  Foster's  lecture  on 
"Liquid  Air"  at  the  First  Methodist 
church  next  Tuesday  evening  will  be  a 
t?eat  for  all  people  as  well  as  for  those 
who  are  scientifically  inclined.  Here  are 
some  of  the  experiments: 

A  lighted  candle  is  placed  on  the  bot- 
tom of  a  glass  vessel:  liquid  air  is 
pjured  upon  it.  but  instead  of  being  ex- 
tingui.efiied,  it  burns  with  dazzling 
brilliancy. 

Liquid  air  in  a  teakettle  is  set  to 
boiling  over  a  fire.  Water  is  poured  into 
the  kettle  and  is  instantly  frozen. 

The  liquid  metal  mercury  is  frozen  in 
the  shape  of  bars  and  these  bars  support 
great  Aveight. 

Lettuce  is  frozen  so  that  it  breaks 
like  thin  glass:  onions  lose  their  odor 
and  may  be  cracked  with  a  hammer; 
beefsteak  becomes  as  tiard  as  a  stone 
and  m^re  brittle;  shoemaker's  wax  may 
be  powdered  between  the  fingers. 

Liquid  air  in  changing  to  the  gaseous 
state  will  blow  a  whistle,  fill  a  balloon, 

■  and    force    projectiles     out    of     strong 

■  tubes.

Parker,  who  is  not  yei  :J7  \ears  old,  left 
Ellisdale  in  l>>:^l.  Going  to  Hordentown. 
lie  obtained  employment  and  was  pios-

he  cumplaint  of  a  young  woman  to 
whom  lie  was  engaged  to  lie  married.  She 
<harge<l  him  with  siealiiijr  her  watch.

Parker  then  came 
to  ihis  state  and  resided  in  IJucks  coc.ti- 
ty.

LEFT  TO  THEIR  FATE 


Show  Paople  After  Halcing 

Promises  Coolly  Decline 

to  Do  Anylliing. 


In  the  St.  Louis  county  jail  there  are 
six  men  that  are  in  very  hard  link,  if 
they  are  innocent,  as  they  strenuously 
claim  and  as  many  people  believt-.  They 
are  the  six  employes  of  the  Great  Syn- 
dicate show,  who  were  arrested  by  the 
militia  at  Cloo.uet  shortly  after  the  Cass 
Lake  riot,  in  which  a  sheriff  and  his 
deputy  were  assaulted.  They  are 
charged  with  having  participated  in 
that  riot,  and  their  hard  luck  comes  in 
the  fact  that  they  were  arre.sted  in 
August,  and  there  is  no  session  of  the 


tinning  them  not  to  sittenipt  anything 
'•n  their  own  hook,  (because  they  would 
get  them  out  shortly.  They  .say  that 
the  show  peopU"  kept  them  hanging  on 
this  hope  until  Thursday,  when  they  got 
a  letter  saying  that  they  could  do  noth- 
ing for  them,  as  there  was  a  chattel 
mortgage  on  the  .show,  which  is  in  win- 
ter quarters. 

.some  of  these  men  have  many  inllu- 
ential  friends,  but  they  have  not  per- 
mitted them  to  hear  of  their  incarcer- 
ation. None  of  them  look  like  ruffians, 
and  most  of  them  seem  to  be  above  the 
average  appearance  of  circus  men. 
They  say  that  they  do  not  defend  the 
action  of  the  sheriffs  assailants,  but 
that  they  do  object  to  being  made 
scapegoats  for  the  real  culprits,  who 
got  wind  of  the  threatened  arrest  and 
left  the  train  before  it  got  to  Cloquet. 
They  say  further  that  they  had  the 
same  tip,  and  that  if  they  were  guilty 
they  would  have  been  likely  to  take  the 
same  course  as  did  •'Doc'  Baker  and 
the  other  men  who  left  tiie  train.  They 
have  refrained  from  making  a  public 
statement  until  now  because  of  the  re- 
quests of  the  show  people  tnat  they 
keep  quiet.      • 

Yesterday  afternoon  a  Herald  re- 
porter talked  with  fne  men  in  the 
county  jail.  They  expressed  complete 
satisfaction  with  the  treatment  of  Sher- 
iff Sargent  and  hi.^  turnkeys.  "We 
have  asked  for  and  received  no  special 
favors,"  said  one  of  them,  "but  we  have 
been  treated  very  kindly  and  with  con- 
sideration.     They   have   kept   us   here, 


to  be  £ure,  but  that  was  their  duty. 

"We  should  like  to  make  a  stateni-mt 
of  the  facts  connected  with  our  arrest 
to  tlie  !)ul»lic,  and  we  havi^  re^rain^'^^ 
from  doing  so  heretofore  by  the  pro- 
mises held  out  to  us  by  our  former  oni- 
llloyeI^.  We  Were  employis  of  the 
Syndicate  s'low,  winch  was  exhibiting 
in  ihr  .N'orihwest  the  p.tst  season.  The 
show  employed  about  150  people,  and 
on  Aug.  2  it  exhibited  at  Cass  Lake.  An 
ofHctr  from  I'ark  Rapids,  wlierc  the 
show  had  exhibited  tw<i  days  before. 
<  ame  to  Cass  Lake  and  had  .some 
trouble  with  one  of  the  men  in  which 
the  oflicer  was  assaulted.  We  do  not 
deny  that  the  assault  was  an  olTense  of 
the  gravest  character,  but  we  do  deny 
that  the  parties  under  arrest  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  it  in  anv  form  or  with 
the  charge  of  riot  under  which  thev  ar.' 
held. 

"The  trouble  with  the  officers  occurred 
in  the  depot  a  short  time  before  th-^ 
train  left  Cass  Lake  on  the  night  of 
Aug.  2.  Early  in  the  morning  of  Aug. 
6  the  train  was  stopped  by  the  militia 
at  Cloquet  and  the  Cass  countv  sherift 
and  his  deputies  searched  the  train 
and  not  finding  the  parties  wanted 
caused  the  arrest  of  twelve  men  picked 
out  promiscuously  from  the  150  on  the 
train  and  took  them  to  Cass  Lake, 
were  the  six  men  now  in  jail  were 
placed  under  bond  on  the  charge  nf 
liot  to  await  the  action  of  the  Cans 
county  grand  jury  next  May. 

"The  facts  are  that  the  men  wantel 
for  the  assault  learned  that  the  officers 
were  seeking  them  and  skipped  out. 
leaving  the  state  so  that  their  arrest 
could  not  be  effected.  When  the  Cass 
county  officers  saw  that  the  men  want- 
ed were  not  with  the  show  train  when 
it  was  stopped,  it  was  decided  that 
somebody  must  be  arrested  in  order  lo 
justify  the  calling  out  of  the  militia, 
and  these  men  were  placed  under  arrest 
as  a  matter  of  policy  and  not  because 
they  were  believed  to  have  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  offense.      In  fact, 


ollicers  from  Cass  Lake  v>tre  at  Grand 
Rapids  Aug.  ■!.  the  next  day  aft?r  the 
iroub'e,  with  warrants  for  the  arrest  of 
the  iiarties  named  in  the  warrants  and 
made  search  for  the  others,  but  the 
names  of  none  of  the  men  now  under 
arnsi  were  in  the  warrants.  Nor  wei  • 
tne.-e  the  nun  they  wanted,  as  the  offi- 
cers were  with  the  men  iiow  under  ar- 
rest all  the  afternoon  at  Grand  Rapids 
and  never  thought  of  arresting  anv  of 
them. 

"The  question  will  naturally  suggest 
it.self.  why  six  innocent  men  would  sub- 
mit to  four  months'  imprisonment  with- 
out securing  their  ri^lease.  This  is  be- 
cause the  show  people  have  during  these 
four  months  made  frequent  promises  lo 
seiure  their  icLase  until  Thursda.v, 
just  four  months  from  the  time  of  ar- 
rest, when  letters  were  received  stating 
that  they  would  do  nothing.  Their  ex- 
cuses for  delay  had  been  varied,  and 
had  begun  to  raise  the  suspicion  that 
they  were  in  ba<l  faith.  Now  we  are 
'lear  that  they  have  IK^en  conspiring  to 
keep  us  heie  in  order  that  we 
should  not  get  at  the  show  for  dam- 
ages. The  law  was  .grossly  violated  at 
Cass  Lake,  but  we  do  not  b?Iieve  that 
innocent  men  should  suffer  for  the  ac- 
tions of  those  who  guiltily  escaped  be- 
fore they  could  be  taken. 

"VVe  make  this  statement  that  the 
public  may  have  an  idea  of  the  situ- 
ation, and  that  the  reports  of  our  law- 
less acts  may  be  in  a  measuiv  an- 
swered."

The  Uuderwrlter  Was 
In  Luck  In  Most  of 
the  iVlishaps>=>l1as  Had 
a  Good  Season. 


Chicago.  Dec.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Marine  underwriters  ha\";4 
come  out  better  from  their  business  I'li 
ihe  lakes  during"  the  season  just  closed 
than  they  did  during  many  previous 
years.  The  long  list  of  losses  com- 
prised mainly  vessels  which  had  at- 
tained an  age  which  prevented  insur- 
ance. Then  some  of  the  heavfl-st  losses 
came  to  fleets  whose  owners  took  their 
own  risks.  In  1898,  the  year  of  greatest 
losses  to  lake  vessels,  luck  seemed  al- 
ways against  the  underwriter.  In  1899. 
it  was  .somewhat  better,  but  this  sea- 
s.jn  it  was  the  underwriter  who  was  in 
luck  in  m.ist  of  the  disasters. 

During  the  season  forty-five  vessels 
with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  17,415  net 
tons  and  valued  al  $474,650,  passed  out  of 
existence.  In  1899  forty-two  ships  of 
8195  tons,  and  valued  at  $22G.i;00  were 
lost.  The  high  record  of  1S9S  was  lifty- 
eight  shipis,  of  29,194  tons. 

There  were  reported  in  the  Marine  In- 
surance Bulletin  during  the  .season  5u2 
losses  of  all  kinds  as  compared  with  569 
losses  in  1898  and  386  losses  in  1899.  The 
causes  of  disaster  were  a.s  f<illows: 
Ashore.  105;  aground  in  rivers  and  har- 
bors. 117:  collisions.  88;  fire,  22;  leak- 
ing, 56;  explosion,  1;  disabled,  dismast- 
ed, broken  machinery  and  other  mis- 
eel  iaiieous  causes.  102. 

The  mo>»t  dangerous  part  of  the  great 
lakes,  as  shown  by  the  tecord  of  losses, 
lays  ht.veen  Lake  Huron  and  Lake  Erie, 
which  contribuled  nuniefous  collisions, 
some  of  them  attended  by  loss  of  life 
;ind  the  major  part  of  the  groundings. 
The  frequency  .if  collisi.)i:s  in  the  nar- 
row and  crooked  waterways  called  at- 
tention very  strongly  t.i  the  need  of 
better  government  regulations.  Th;- 
Soo  jiassa.ge  between  Lake  Superior  and 
Lakt'  Huron  but  a  few  years  ago  fur- 
nished an  appalling  list  of  disasters,  lu 
one  :-eason  alone  the  underwriters  paid 
over  $ljo;j.OiKt  on  collisions  and  ground- 
ings. Then  al  the  re(iu;'st  of  vessel 
o\vnei"s  the  government  ste|i]ied  in  and 
umlert.iok  the  n  guiati.in  .d  matters.  As 
th'"  result  the  jiast  sea.son  has  sr  -ti  few 
aeci.ieiits  in  that  once  peril. uis  jiassag.-. 
Ships  no-  longer  ran  iiast  each  other  at 
full  speed  111  narrow  channds.the  strong 
hand  .if  the  r-vetiue  mavitie  held  down 
the  reckless  ves.selnieii.  and  with  th.- 
rigid  enforcement  of  the  rules  has  c.iine 
safety.  It  i.s  the  pnyuiling  opinion 
among  vessel  owners  th:it  some  such 
action  must  be  taken  in  regulating  tr.if- 
lic  in  t'i|«  narrow  channel  lift  ween  Lake 
Erie  an.l  Lak-.-  Huron.  They  say  thai. 
iJie  strict  rules  of  the  Soo  passage  ate 
not  needed,  but  .something  to  restrain 
reckless  running  is  impeiatively  t  ?- 
quired.  As  the  captains  have  gathered 
around  the  offices  this  December  many 
tales  of  reckles.s  navigation  are  re- 
lated. Even  tin  the  dangerous  Lim,- 
Kilns  crossing  many  masters  are  in 
the  habit  of  not  checking  down  at  all 
when  pas.sing  other  ships.  Frantic  ap- 
peals on  the  whistle  to  ch-ck  are  wholly 
disregar.letl.  and  the  smaller  boats 
with  weaker  power  are  at  the  mercv 
of  the  big  fellows.  Thr-  question  will 
be  brought  up  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Lake  Carriers'  association  in  Detroit 
next  month,  and  if  a  way  to  regulat  • 
navigation  without  being  t.io  onerous  in 
the  loss  of  time  can  be  found,  it  will 
doubtless  receive  the  sanction  of  thit 
b.idy  before  being  passed  o;;  to  the  sec- 
retary of  war  for  formal  action. 

Next  to  the  rivers  Lake  Erie 
again  the  .scene  of  the  ereatest 
asters.  In  loss  of  life  it  far  exceeded 
all  the  other  lake.s  put  together.  Thi.s 
is  the  same  as  it  was  in  1899.  Lake  Su- 
perior and  Lake  Mi<higan  had  few' 
serious  disasters  of  any  kind  and  none 
c-arrying  a  large  loss  of  life. 

In  cargo  insurance  losses  have   borne 
hut  a  small    ratio   to  the  aggregate  of 
'  I'remiums  taken  in  by  the  underwriters, 
j  In    the    grain    trade    partirularly    ther.' 
I  have   been   no  serious   disasters,    but   in 
iron  ore  a  half  dozen  or  more  full  car- 
goes have  been  lost.     Lumber  came  out 
lemarkably   well,   and    the  merchandise 
lines  have   not  lost   much. 

Taking  into  comparison  the  character 
and  age  of  the  ships  lost  with  the  new 
tonnage  under  construction,  the  rapifl 
change  in  the  iak"  marine  becomes 
marked.  No  m  ire  boats  like  those  \y?iich 
have  pasesd  away  are  being  built.  Prac- 
li.ally  nothing  but  steel  ships  of  lar.ge 
size  are  under  constructi.in.  As  the 
wooden  schooners  and  steamers  disap- 
pear they  are  not  being  replaced,  and 
with  but  a  few  seasons  more  the  class 
"f  ships  which  .lid  ilie  business  of  the 
lakes  a  score  of  years  ago  will  be  gone. 
Their  destructiin  is  much  more  rapid 
than  indicated  in  the  list  of  losses,  for 
large  numbers  of  them  have  been  con- 
demned as  unseaworth.v  and  pas.sed  out 
of  use.  It  is  to  be  r-^gretted  that  loss 
of  life  so  frequentl.v  follows  the  end  of 
the  .lid  timers.  It  is  claimed  that  many 
are  still  in  service  which  are  unfit  to 
carry  human  lives  In  the  open  lake,  but 
as  the  g:)vernment  exercises  no  sujiei- 
vision  over  them  unle-ss  the.v  happen  to 
;  be  steam  ci"aft.  man.v  of  iheni  will 
!  doubtless  run  their  course,  like  the 
;  Maumee  Valley,  and  take  their  crews 
wif.T  them. 

In  the  navigation  of  the  great  lakes 
the  most  marl-ced  feature  du.iiig  ih-^  (X- 
\  toher  storms  was  the  caution  displayed 
by  masters  in  keeping  in  harbors  of 
refuge.  One  night  sixly-seven  boats 
were  sheltered  at  Harbor  Beach,  in 
Lake  Huron,  and  for  a  week  navigatiui 
was  practically  at  a  standstill,  so  care- 
ful were  masters  in  keeping  out  of  dan- 
gerous seas.  It  was  doubtless  due  to 
this  caution  that  October,  with  its  cycle 
of  storms,  .saw  so  few  l.isses  of  ves.sels 
and  lives.  Muc'.i  elo.ser  attention  was 
paid  to  the  warning  signals  of  the 
w.'iither  bureau  than  ever  before.  The 
rapid  extension  of  that  service  and  the 
construction  of  signal  towers  at  all  im- 
portant points  has  added  greatly  lo  its 
efficiency.  The  next  move  will  be  Hie 
adoption  of  wireless  telegraphy  fru-n 
many  of  the  signal  towers  by  wthhh 
stiirrn  warnings  can  be  passed  from  the 
towers  to  pa.«sing  vessels.  It  is  said 
that  the  experiments  of  the  bureau 
are  .veil  along,  and  wireless  telegraphy 
wit]  becom"  a  thing  of  great   utility  in 
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lake  navigation  much  sooner  than  most 
marine  men  now  consider  possible. 

The  work  of  the  general  government  in 
the  construction  of  harbors  of  refuge 
has  also  tended  to  lessen  the  number 
of  losses  by  providing  safe  places  for 
vessels  to  run  in  stormy  weather. 

Like  its  predecessor,  the  season  has 
been  a  profitable  one  to  the  underwrit- 
ers, but  the  w"recking  companies  have 
not  fared  so  well.  It  is  the  general  im- 
pression in  marine  insurance  circles 
that  there  will  be  no  c-bange  in  the  rate.-, 
or  in  the  policies  of  the  lower  grade 
vessels  next  season.  With  tlie  big  steel 
carriers,  however,  this  is  not  so  cer- 
tain, as  competition  may  come  Into  the 
field  for  that  class  of  busine.ss.  The 
standard  steel  ship  on  tRie  lakes  has  been 
proved  to  be  as  gjod  a  risk  as  there  is  to 
be  found  anywhere.  When  the  memories 
of  the  great  losses  of  1898  become  dim- 
mer, it  is  believed  that  underwriters  who 
then  turned  aghast  from  the  lake  fiell 
will  be  i-nduced  to  return.

The  maehinedy  is  ail  of  the  latest  and 
most  powerful  design,  and  the  building, 
bt>in,g  of  steel  'in  .i  suijistrueture  of  stone, 
is  fireproof.  Ver.v  few  of  the  old-style 
wocden  mills  v.-ill  ever  be  built  again  in 
the  copper  district.  The  steel  mills  are 
more  ctjstly  at  the  start,  but  their  im- 
munity from  fire  and  the  saving  in  in- 
surance mtne  than  counterbalance  the 
greater  initial  ciutlay. 

Developments  at  the  Champion  mine, 
next  south  of  the  Trimountain,  and 
opened  on  the  same  'vie.  warrant  the 
belief  that  work  on  a  new  mill  will  ite 
started  early  next  spring.  The  site  has 
already  .been  selected,  and  is  just  op- 
posite that  of  the  Trimountain.  It  is 
inobable  that  the  Champion  will  be 
able  to  .supply  two  heads  at  the  At- 
lantic as  soon  as  the  Baltic  relinquishes 
them,  on  moving  into  its  own  mill,  no'v 
building  opposite  that  of  the  Atlantic, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Salmon  Trout  river. 

The  management  of  the  Centennial, 
which  recently  assessed  shareholders  a 
half  million  dollars,  is  planning  the 
erection  uf  a  modern  steel  mill  on  Tordi 
lake,  opposite  the  three  mills  of  the 
Calumet  &  Hecla.  The  site  is  a  very 
advantageous  one. 

The  Tamarack  and  Osceola  mines 
have  a  ctmiplett^  sur\e.v  for  a  railroad 
to  connect  their  mines  and  mills. 
Whether  this  will  be  iaiilt  or  not  next 
sprin,g  depends  on  whether  a  lowt  r 
freight  rate  can  be  secureij  from  the 
lJ>4i3coik  i&  Calumet  railroad. 

The  Tra\erse  Ba.v  &  Mohawk  railro.td 
being  practically  complett.  it  will  Ih- 
possible  to  begin  early  next  spring  on 
the  ciinstruction  of  the  new  ^leel  mills 
of  the  Wolverine  and  Mohawk  mines, 
on  liie  Keweenaw  bay  shore  of  Lake  Su- 
perior. These  will  l)e  large  mills  and 
will  probably  c  >st  very  nearly  $250,000 
each. 

The  new  mill  of  tJte  Mass  remains  at 
a  standstill,  because  of  the  delay  of 
manufacturers  in  furni:-:hing  the  .sltuc- 
turiil  steel  when  pro'Pi-:ed. 

The  Adventure  and  Michigan  mines 
each  have  mill  sites  on  I.ak.^  Supt^rior, 
east  of  Ontonagon,  but  it  is  probable 
that  they  will  buiid  elsewhere,  mainly 
because  of  the  impossibility  of  obtainin.g 
a  harbor  on  that  lee  short^  There  are 
sites  f>r  at  least  a  half  dozen  more 
mills  on  Keweenaw  bay,  both  north  and 
south  of  the  new  mill  of  the  Ma.ss,  and 
as  good  harborage  is  available,  Ihesi 
are  quite  certain  to  be  utilized  sooner  or 

later. 

Work  is  now  progressing  smoothly  ^ 
the  old  Clark  copper  mine,  near  Copper 
Harbor,  which  is  being  reopened  for 
manganese.  Several  cargoes  will  be 
mined  during  the  winter,  for  shipnu-ni 
early  next  season.  Manganese  Is  ob- 
tained as  a  by-product  in  a  number  of 
the  supriferous  and  argentiferous  ores 
of  Colorado  and  Utah,  and  also  to  a 
limited  extent  in  the  manganiferous 
iron  ores  of  Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  but

Such  a  vast  quantity  of  arsenii-  poured 
forth  into  the  air  would  Ik-  a  serious 
menace  to  human  life  as  well  as  to  \t?.gc- 
tation.  At  Swansea  then*  are  smelters 
built    especially    to    reduce    the    arsenic 

ind  in  thes" 
the  fumes  of  arsenic  arc  drawn  int.' 
brick  sublimation  chambers,  where  tne 
arsenic  is  deposited  on  walls  and  roof, 
on  cooling,  after  wSiich  the  crystals  are 
scraped  off  from  the  bricks  by  workmen 
wearing  respiratory  masks,  and  barreled 
for  shipment  like  so  much  sugar.  If 
the  Mohawkite  deposit  privt^s  as  t-xten- 
.cive  as  is  now  promised,  arsenical 
smelters  will  doubtless  be  built  in  this 
country  to  handle  the  ore. 

Work  at  the  Oneco  T.ilne  has  been 
stopped,  ostensibly  for  the  winter.  It 
is  probable  t^at  the  treasury  of  the  com- 
panv  is  exhausted,  as  there  was  but  a 
small  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  and  n  >  assessment  has  since 
been  levied. 

Negotiations  are  now  ni  progress  for 
an  option  on  the  Penn  mine,  where  there 
is  a  proinising  show  of  mineral.  Caiit. 
(}.  W.  Dunn,  who  recently  secured  an 
option  on  the  Belt  mines,  will  reopen 
t^e  old  International  or  Bohemian  mine, 
east  of  the  Adventure.  The  Bohemian 
carries  the  easterly  continuation  of  the 
parallel  cupriferous  amygdaloids  of  the 
Evergreen  Bluff  belt,  as  found  in  the 
Adventure  and  Mass  mines  to  the  west 
and  south. 

Work  at  the  HalliweH  property,  in 
the  Porcupine  mountain  dislilct.  has 
been  stopped  for  the  w  inter.

NEABING  THE  END. 

The  Last  Arfuments  Made  In  Jessie 
Morrison's  Case. 

Eldorado,  Ka.-.,  Dec.  10.— When  Jessie 
Morrison  entered  the  court  room  today 
it  was  to  hear  the  last  argument  in  her 
defense  on  the  charge  of  killing     Mr.«. 

Olin  Castle.  .A.ttorney  Redden,  the  pri 
soner's  leading  counsel,  in  a  forceful  ad- 
dress to  the  jury,  pleaded  for  the  release 
■f  Mies  \4orri.  ..•:.i.  dev.  la»v''>.g  ibat  Ih-  ?uts 
tliat  she  indicted,  were  done  In  self-de- 
fense. Capt.  Waters  followed  for  th*^ 
slate  and  demanded  that  a  verdict  of 
murder  in  the  first  degree  lie  returned. 

With  i)Ut  two  more  arguments  to  be 
made,  it  seemed  assured  that  the  case 
could  be  given  to  the  jury  late  in  the 
day,  a  fact  that  seemed  to  relieve  Miss 
Morrison,  while  it  intensified  the  inter- 
est of  the  public.  Throughout  the  day 
the  court  room  was  cro\vded.  An  inno- 
vation during  the  trial  today  was  the 
seating  arran.2:enients  of  the  prisoner, 
her  friends  and  attorneys,  v>ho  were 
seated  in  a  semi-circle.  In  front  of  them 
a  3-.\  ear-rid  niece  of  the  defendant 
])layed  im  the  door,  within  four  feet  of 
the  jury,  or  ran  from  grandparent  to 
aunt  to  attract  their  attention.  Finally, 
she  climbed  into  the  lap  of  Misi^  Morri- 
fcn  and  laid  her  face  against  the  prison- 
ers  shoulder.  The  prisoner  bent  her  head 
and  kissed  the  child  and  then  burst  intj 
tears. 


INDIANS  ABE  BEATEN. 

Lose  Suit  Oyer  Surplus  Lands  In 
Wichita  Beservation. 

Washington,  Dec.  lu.— The  United 
States  supreme  court  today  rendered 
an  opinion  in  th?  claim  of  the  Wichita, 
Choctaw    and    Chickasaw    Indians       in 

connection  with  the  old  Wichita  reser- 
vation. Justice  Piart  handing  down  the 
opinion.  The  claim  is  a  complicated 
one  and  involved  an  investigation  of 
Indian  claims  to  title  going  back  as  far 
as  181S.  The  Indians  made  a  tr?aiy 
uilh  thv'  United  States  government  in 
1X91.  ceding  the  Wichita  reservation 
and  agreeing  to  take  160  acres  of  land 
in  .severalty.  They  thpen  claimed  that 
they  were  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  the  surplus  land,  and  by  act 
nf  congres.s  were  allowed  to  bring  suit 
in  the  court  of  claims.  That  court  sus- 
tained the  contention  of  the  Indians, 
but  today's  opinion  rev^-rsed  that. posi- 
tion, the  supreme  court  holding  thai, 
in  the  treaty  of  1S66.  the  Choctaws  had 
made  an  absolute  cession  of  the  land 
included   in    the   reservation. 

The  court  also  remanded  the  case  to 
the  court  of  claims  with  directions  to 
dismiss  the  claims  of  the  Choctaws  and 
the  Chickasaws. 

The  reservation  is  a  part  of  the  old 
leased  district  of  7.500.000  acres  lying 
between  the  Red  river  and  the  Canadian 
river  and  the  9Sth  and  100th  degree  of 
west  longitude.

DOINGS  OF  CONGBESS. 

Senate  Goes  Into  Executive  Session 
After  Morning  Hour. 

Washington,  Dec.  I'l. — When  the  senate 
convened  today.  Mr.  Chandler.  Mr.  Bate 
and  Mr.  Turley,  who  heretofore  during 
the  present  .session  had  not  been  in  at- 
tendance, v.ere  in  their  seats. 

A  bill  lo  iirovide  for  the  apnointment 
of  an  additional  district  judge  in  the 
rcrthern  judicial  district  of  Ohio  was 
postponed. 

Mr.  Hanna  offered  a  resolnt!o:i  that  a 
committee  of  three  senators  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  president  pro  tern  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  inaugu- 
ration of  the  president  of  the  UniUd 
States,  on  the  4th  of  March.  Under  the 
rules  the  resolution  went  over. 

The  senate,  after  the  transaction  of 
some  routine  business,  at  12:3ri,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Lodge,  went  into  executive 
session. 


Washington.  Dec.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herxild.)— Charles  A.  Towne  was  today 
admitted  to  the  senate  under  the  gov- 
ernor's appointment  lo  succeed  the  late 
C.  K.  Davis,  of  Minnesota.  As  soon  as 
the  senate  opened,  Mr.  Nelson  presented 
the  credentials  of  Mr.  Towne,  and  they 
were  read. 

Mr.  Chandler,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  privileges  and  elections,  di- 
rected attention  to  the  last  clause  of 
the  credentials,  which  was  that  Mr. 
Towne  should  hold  his  seat  until  "his 
succes.sor  was  elected  and  /jualified.' 
He  said  the  constitution  provided  sim- 
ply that  the  appointee  should  hold  office 
until  the  legislature  had  met. 

"In  the  credentials  presented,"  said 
Mr.  Chandler,  "the  governor  has  under- 
taken to  prescribe  the  length  of  the 
new  .senator's  term.  The  added  clause 
of  the  credentials,  of  course,  is  super- 
tluous.  I  desire  simply  lo  call  atten- 
tion to  this  fact,  antj  have  no  Intention 
to  object  to  the  swearing  in  of  Mr. 
Towne." 

The  new  senator  was  conducted  to  the 
desk  by  Mr.  Nelson  and  the  oath  of 
office  was  administered  by  Mr.  Frye. 
the  president  jiro  tern. 

Mr.  Towne  was  congratulated  warmly 
by  many  of  his  colleagues  as  he  took 
his  seat  on  the  Democratic  side  of  the 
chamber.  ^

revenues  may  not  be  cut  as  many  re- 
formers wish,  but  it  is  certain  that  the 
expenditures  in  nearly  all  directions 
will  be  largely  increased.

The  national  shipping  subsidy  bill  is 
by  no  means  certain  to  bfioome  a  law  at 
this  session  of  cC;igrc3K.  The  claim  is 
made  today  that  this  measure  will  h 
so  badly  torn  to  j)jeces  in  the  senate 
that  it  will  not  be  satisfactory  to  any 
of  the  many  factions  interested,  even  if 
it  gets  through  this  branch  in  any 
form  before  March  4.  Senator  Hanna  is 
said  to  be  discouraged  over  the  out- 
look. It  will  not  surprise  few  public 
men  interested  if  the  i)ending  measure 
is  sidetracked  in  the  senate  at  the  pres-

Stallings,  owners  of  the  Detroit  Ameri- 
can team,  releasing  both  their  downtown 
and  Sunday  ball  parks  for  ten  years  to 
Attorney  T.  J.  Navin,  wfio  represents 
the  owners  of  the  local  franchise  in  the 
new  league.  In  order  to  use  these  parks 
the  schedule  of  the  new  league  will  be 
made  up  so  that  the  Detroit  team  will 
be  at  home  when  tCie  American  league 
team  is  on  the  road,  thus  giving  Detioit 
continuous  baseball  all  summer. 

"George  W.  Burnham.  of  this  city, 
will  be  vice  president  and  manager  or 
the  new  league,  a  name  for  which  has 
not  yet  been  chosen.  The  new  league 
will  absorb  tihe  Interstate  league. 


.St.  Paul.  Dec.  10.— The  statement  of 
Senator  Chandler  of  New  Hampshire 
that  Governor  Lind  had  undertaken  to 
prescribe  the  length  of  .Senator  Towne's

MESSAGES  SENT  OUT 


Announcing  An  Adjustmenl, 

Which  He  Oeclares  Forged 

Both  Sides  Confident. 


Wichita.  Kans..  Dec.  lo.— The  follow- 
ing statement  was  i.ssued  at  11  o'clock 
by  General  Chairman  Newman,  of  the 
Santa   Fe  system   of   telegraphers: 

"At  this  hour,  the  situation  is 
lirighter  than  it  has  ever  been  since 
the  strike  was  inaugurated.  Word  has 
come  to  me  from  different  sounes  that 
the  Santa  Fe  officials  are  sending  out 
bogus  ti-degrams  over  my  alleged  signa- 
ture, wherein  I  order  the  men  to  return 
to  work  as  the  strike  is  temporarily  ad- 
justed. I  brand  this  and  all  similar 
statements  a  base  Me,  made  use  <if  by 
the  railioad  officials  to  deceive  the 
operators  and  to  get  them  to  return  to 
work  in  order  that  the  congested  con- 
dition of  freight  and  passenger  traffic 
may  be  relieved.  During  the  last 
eighteen  hours,  twenty-five  or  fifty  men 
have  quit  who  did  not  belong  t(»  the 
union,  but  were  taken  in  to  fill  the 
places  of  the  strikers.  Tht-  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that,  rig^ht  in  this  citv,  L. 
n.  Delaney,  agent  of  Santa  Fc;  H.  A. 
Tice,  superintendent  of  the  Santa  Fe; 
R.  A.  Torrington,  district  freight  agent 
and  traveling  freight  agent,  and  War- 
ren Ledamon.  traveling  auditor.  nU  of 
whom  at  some  lime  in  their  lives  have 
been  operators,  are  now  along  tht'  line 
at  Mulvane  and  Oklahoma  City  hand- 
ling the  keys  per.sonally  as  no  operators 
could  be  obtained.  J.  H.  Wescott. 
night  chief  dispatcher  at  Arkansas 
City,  the  center  of  the  trouble,  has  lieen 
transferred  to  Wichita. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  operators  wi:i 
give  us  l>oth  moral  and  financial  assist- 
ance, but  we  do  not  expect  them  to  go 
out  on  a  sympathetic  strike  at  this 
moment,  but  if  any  attempt  is  made  l>y 
the  Santa  Fe  to  pass  freight  over  the 
Missouri  Pacific,  the  operators  of  that 
road  will  leave  the  key  at  once.  This 
I  can  say  after  a  consultation  with  rep- 
resentatives of  that  system.  The  same 
is  true  with  the  operators  of  the  'Fri.sco 
the  Southern  Pacific  and  the  other 
roads  that  connect  with  the  Santa  Fe. 
Wherever  there  is  a  joint  office  of  the 
Santa  Fe  and  'Frisco,  both  ofl^ces  are 
closed  so  far  as  the  strikers  are  con- 
cerned and  the  red  board  is  out  " 

"President  Dolphin  has  a  Ivico  from  Oal- 
yoston  that  men  in  the  other  departments 
bf.vt  already  taken  action  looking  to  the 
)nmcdi.Tte  cessation  of  the  strike  thev 
havmg  wired  ihe  officials  that  h.-'s  Hke 
niust  be  at  once  stopped,  or  it  will  i:.volve 
the    entire    train    servlc*». 

"The  message  s^ent  from  Topeka  bv  Gen- 
eral  Manager  Mudge,  that  I  have  deVlared 
the  strike  off  i.c  utterly  wilh.jut  fou:ida- 
tion.  ^^o  will  not  arbitrate  under  anv 
cjrcunisldiices." 

Chicago.  Dec.  10.- From  advices  re- 
ceived today  the  officials  of  the  Santa 
Fe  company  are  fully  convinced  that  the 
telegraphy  strike  is  over.  At  12  o'clock 
Third  Vice  President  Barr  received  from 
General  Manager  Mudge,  at  Topeka,  the 
followins:: 

"New  man  at  Wichita  is  sending  mess- 
ages to  all  operators  telling  them  that 
strikers  Ciavo  agreed  with  President 
Ripley  to  arbitrate,  and  that  they  cat, 
return  to  work  subject  to  call  again." 

Regarding  this  message,  Mr.  Barr 
ssiJ: 

"So  far  as  the  railroad  company  is 
concerned,  there  has  b^n  no  agreement 
to  arbitrate,  and  this  action  on  the  part 
of  new  men  simply  means  that  the  strike 
is  fizzling  out." 

President  F.  P.  Ripley  confirmed  Mr. 
Barr's  assertion  that  there  fnad  been  no 
agreement  to  arbitrate,  and  emphatically 
reiterated  hie  statement  of  .Saturday 
that  "no  operator  who  had  joined  this 
strike,  in  violation  nf  the  agreement 
with  the  company,  will  be  re-employed." 

SITUATION  UNCHANGED. 

The  Santa  Fo  Is  Movin;  Bcfular 
Trains  at  La  Junta. 

La  Junta.  Col.,  Dec.  10.— TTiere  was 
no  change  in  the  strike  situation  here 
today.  The  Santa  Fe  .sent  the  regular 
trains  out  as  usual,  as  well  as  several 
extra  freights.  The  passenger  trains 
from  the  East  were  late,  but  some  time 
was  lost  east  of  Dodge  City.  The  train- 
master's office  reported  six  offices  open 
on  the  division  between  La  Junta  and 
Dodge  City,  and  as  the  regular  force  of 
dispatchers  is  still  on  duty  tiere,  rail- 
way officials  say  they  are  getting  along 
ver;-  well. 

About  150  men  in  the  mechanical  de- 
partment of  the  railway  shops  were  laid 
off  temporarily  today.

RELATIONS  TO  OUBA 


FootiAg  ofTliis  Governmont 

intlie  Islandlnvolved 

In  Argument. 


Washington.  Dei-.  10.— The  Neely  ex- 
tradition ease  was  argued  today  in  the 
.supreme  court.  AH  the  judges  were 
l>ref«ent.  The  argument  developed  in- 
teresting and  important  «iuestionj  ct  .aw 
with  reference  tn  the  right  of  the  I'nited 
States  to  extradite  a  fugitive  criminal  in 
the  absence  of  an  extradition  treaty, 
an'l  especially  with  reference  tj  the 
right  of  the  president,  since  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  treaty  of  Paris,  to  maintain  a 
military  form  of  goverament  in  the 
I.<;iand  of  Cu'oa.  The  latter  feature  of 
the  argument  made  it  the  first  of  the 
argument.-a  which  bring  up  for  final  deci- 
sImu  by  the  supreme  court  the  constitu- 
tional relations  between  this  country 
and  the  territorial  acquisitions  which  it 
ha.«  gained  as  a  result  of  the  Spanish- 
Ameri.an  war.  The  Neely  ca.se  referred 
exclusively  to  the  character  of  these  re- 
lations so  far  as  the  island  of  Cuba  wa.^ 
concerned,  and  thus  presented  an  in- 
dtpendent  que.^tion.  which  will  b" 
aigued.  on  Dec.  17.  when  the  character 
of  these  relations  with  Porto  Rico  and 
the  Philippines  will  be  under  consider- 
;ition. 

John  I).  Lindsay,  of  the  New  York  bar. 
opened  the  argument  for  Neely.  He 
cl.nrned  that  there  existed  in  Cuba,  prior 
to  our  intervention,  a  Cuban  republic. 
This  republic,  he  argued,  the  ;'rii>e'i 
States  recognized  on  April  l'_'.  1J<H8.  win  ii 
it  passed  a  joint  restilution,  signed  l>y  IIk- 
president,  which  declared  "that  the  pto- 
pl»'  itf  the  island  >if  CuUa  are.  and  of 
di,i;ht  ought  to  be.  free  and  indepen  lent." 
H.-  claimed  that  the  I'nited  States  did 
not  make  war  against  the  Cuban  lepub- 
lic.  thus  recognized,  but  was  its  ally,  am' 
that,  therefore,  the  .success  of  the 
American  army  did  not  mean  that  Cuba 
was  conquered,  but  that  the  Spanish 
troops  were  driven  out  of  the  territory 
of  a  friendly  ally.  He  conteded,  there- 
fore, that  when  the  treaty  of  Paris  was 
ratified  the  war  cea.sed.  and.  as  no  war 
had  been  declared  against  the  Cuban  re- 
public, all  further  justification  under  the 
war  making  power  to  occupy  Cuba 
ceased,  and  the  president  should,  imme- 
'liately  upon  the  ratification  of  th^- 
treaty,  "r  within  reasonable  time  there- 
after, have  withdrawn  the  army.  He 
claimed,  therefore,  that  the  in.-ttitution 
and  niaintenace  by  the  president  t)f  a 
military  government  in  Cut>a  was.  and 
is.  vvihhoiit  authority  under  intom^itionai 
Jaw,  and  in  flagrant  i.ontraventio.i  of  the 
constitution  '-f  the  I'nited  States. 

He  further  urgeil  that  such  military 
government  was  unconstitutional,  as  it 
was  essentially  a  prosecution  of  war 
against  the  Cuban  republic,  the  control 
of  Cuba  by  the  president  as  commanJer- 
in-<hief  was  a  virtual  prosecution  of  war 
without  the  authority  of  congres.^.  He 
denied  that  such  government  could  be 
justified  under  the  war  power,  as  the 
war  power  has  no  existence  except  in 
time  of  war  when  the  war  is  auth-^rized 
by  congress,  and  that  the  president  could 
not    use    the    national    f.n'.i^s      f"r      the 
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purpose  of  governing  Cuba.  He  relied 
especially  up  on  the  case  of  ex  parte 
Milligan.  He  argued  finally  that.  In 
any  event,  as  the  trial  in  the  Cuban 
courts  is  without  a  grand  jury  or  a  petit 
jury,  Neely  cannot  be  tried  before  them 
without  violation  of  the  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  amendments  to  the  constitu- 
tion. 

Assistant  Attorney  General  James  M. 
Beck  replied  on  behalf  of  the  govern- 
ment. He  characterized  Mr.  Lindsay's 
contention  as  meaning,  logically,  that 
if  an  American  citizen  should  apply  the 
torch  of  the  incendiary  to  the  homes  of 
the  Cuban  people  and  assassinate  its 
citizens  and  then  flee  to  this  country, 
the  United  States,  although  pledged  by 
the  treaty  of  Paris  to  protect  life  and 
property  in  Cuba  during  the  period  of 
its  occupation,  was  powerless  to  deliver 
such  fugitive  to  the  municipal  authori- 
ties of  Cuba.  H?  claimed  that  this  was 
without  reason  or  authority  to  support 
it.  and  that  the  true  position  was  that 
his  nation  had  he  same  right  as  other 
independent  nations  to  surrender  fugi- 
tive criminals  where  it  felt  called  upon 
from  considerations  of  comity  or  pub- 
lic policy  to  do  so.  Moreover.  he 
claimed  that  it  was  an  inherent  attri- 
bute of  sovereignty,  being  an  interna- 
tional obligation  which  each  independ- 
ent state  must,  in  the  comity  of  na- 
tions, fulfill  to  another. 

"As  to  the  right  to  govern  Cuba,  Mr. 
Beck  took  issue  with  *Mr.  Lindsay's 
whole  contention.  He  claimed  that 
the  government,  prior  to  the  declar- 
ation of  war  against  Spain,  had  uni- 
formly refused  to  recognize  the  Cuban 
republic.  He  denied  that  the  joint  reso- 
lution operated  to  recognize  the  Cuban 
republic.  This,  he  said,  was  shown  by 
the  fact  that  congress  struck  from  the 
joint  resolution  a  provision  which  spe- 
cifically recognized  that  the  Cuban  peo- 
ple were  free  and  independent,  but  he 
claimed  that  there  was  a  wide  distinc- 
tion between  the  term  "people"  and  the 
expressoins  "state"  or  "nation."  There 
was  a  Jewish  people,  but.  at  this  time, 
no  Jewish  nation.  A  state  is,  however, 
a  political  and  organic  entity,  and  while, 
therefore,  congress  did  recognize  that 
the  Cuban  people  had,  in  the  war  field, 
earned  the  right  to  be  regarded  as  free 
and  independent,  it  did  not  follow  that 
any  Cuban  government  as  a  political 
entity,  was  recognize.  He  argued,  on 
the  contrary,  that,  as  the  result  of  our 
success  or.  land  and  sea.  the  kingdom 
of  Spain  had  executed  a  treaty  with 
this  country  and  that  Cuba  had  been 
surrendered  to  this  country,  and  that, 
while  this  country  held  Cuba  in  trust 
for  the  Cuban  people  until  it  had  ful- 
filled the  duties  of  such  trust  and  paci- 
fied the  island. the  Hnited  States  was  the 
Only  de  facto  and  de  jure  government 
in  Cuba. 

As  dlsprnving  ihe  sugsestion  that  there 
could  be  no  military  occupation  after  t!ie 
treaty  of  peace.  Mr.  Beck  argiietl  that, 
even  if  such  subsequent  military  occupa- 
tion coul'i  not  be  justified  by  the  war 
making  |/>.er.  it  was  amplw  justified  by 
the  treaty  making  power,  under  whicn 
this  country  had  assumed  the  obligation 
to  govern  Yuba,  till  it  was  pacified  and  a 
new  and  stable  government  constituted. 
I'ntll  such  time  the  island  was  necessa- 
rily governed  under  the  law  of  belligerent 
right,  even  though  there  existed  no  prt.s- 
ent  hostilities  and  peace  had  been  of- 
ticlallv   declared. 

Mr.  Beck  relied  with  especial  force 
upon  the  case  of  Cross  vs.  Harrison,  in 
which  the  commanding  general  of  ti.e 
United  States  in  California,  after  the 
Mexican  war,  maintained  a  military  gov- 
ernment from  the  time  of  the  treaty  of 
peace  until  California  was  admitted  Into 
the  Union.  Mr.  Beck  said  that  while  the 
political  status  of  Cuba  was  anomaioiis. 
u  was  not  without  precedent,  and  lie 
cited  the  Island  of  Cyprus.  In  which  Tur- 
key permitted  Engbsh  occupation  and 
rule  as  long  as  Russia  retained  certain 
Armenian  territory.  While,  therefore,  tiie 
ultimate  sovereignty  was  in  Turkey,  yet 
Knglant]  exercised  full  sovereignty  m 
C>prus  and  would  until  the  case  aros« 
which  would  terminate  Its  rights  in  Cy- 
prus. He  also  cited  the  British  occupa- 
tion of  Egypt  as  an  Instance  of  the  same 
government  of  "definitive  occupation.  ' 
He,  therefore,  argued  that,  although 
t'uba  was  foreign  to  this  government  in 
the  sense  that  it  was  not  incorporated  as 
permanent  domestic  territory  into  the 
United  States,  it  was  nevertheless  terrW 
tory  pro  tempore  of  the  United  StatCf 
subject  to  our  jurisdiction  and  to  our 
rights  as  the  sovereign  power,  and  that, 
therefore,  .fhe  United  States,  actmg 
through  the  commander-in-chief,  had  full 
rights  to  exercise  all  executive,  legislative 
and  judicial  powers  in  Cuba. 

With  reference  to  the  iconstltutional 
guarantees  as  to  a  jury  trial  In  the  bill 
of  rights.  Mr.  Beck  contended  that  they 
had  no  application  in  Cuba. 

Mr.  Beck  further  said  that  Mr.  Lind- 
says contention  involved  a  remarkable 
argument.  He  could  not  deny  the  consti- 
tutional right  of  the  government  to  make 
the  treatv  of  Paris,  but  his  argument,  in 
effect,  denies  the  constitutional  right  of 
the  government  to  carry  out  the  stipula- 
tion of  the  treaty.  This  doctrine,  testtd 
bv  its  inevitalile  consequences,  is  at  ontt 
seen  to  be  unsound.  If  this  court  were  to 
I  adopt  it  and  the  president  were  to  willi- 
druw  the  army  from  Cuba  and  remove 
thf  existing  civil  government,  there  wouid 
then  be  no  government  at  all.  In  the  al>- 
st-nce  of  anv  government,  anarchy  ujlght 
result.  This  "might  lead  to  the  destruction 
of  life  and  property,  which  the  Unlleil 
States,  under  the  traaty  of  Paris,  has 
promised  to  protect.  If.  therefore.  Spain, 
or  any  other  nation,  the  lives  and  prop- 
erty of  whose  citizens  had  thus  been  sac- 
rificed, were  to  call  this  country  to  ac- 
eount  for  our  failure  to  carry  out  our 
treaty  stlpiilatlon.s.  the  United  States,  if 
Mr.  "Lindsay's  contention  were  adopted 
by  the  court,  would  be  in  the  position 
of  asserting  it  had  no  power  to  carry  out 
its    own    treaty    obligations. 

"Could,"  said  Mr.  Beck,  "a  more  humil- 
iating position  be  imagined,  or  one  more 
contrary  to  that  decent  respect  to  Iho 
opinions  of  mankind,"  which  Mr.  Jeffer- 
son made  the  keynote  to  the  great  dec- 
laration?" 

After  a  reply  by  Mr.  Lindsay  the  court 
took  the  case  under  advisement.

MAY  HAVE  TO  CLOSE. 

Suparior  Schools  Aro  Without  Funds 
to  Optrato. 

Superior  finds  itself  confronted  with 
the  possible  necessity  of  closing  its 
schools  because  there  are  no  funds  on 
hand  to  run  them.  The  trouble  grows 
out  of  the  fact  that  no  levy  had  been 
made  to  pay  for  the  construction  of  the 
addition  to  the  Blaine^school,  amount- 
ing to  about  $25,000.  This  was  paid  out 
of  the  regular  school  funds,  and  they 
are  that  amount  shy.  At  the  time  the 
levy  was  being  made  last  year  the 
board  was  approaihed  by  some  of  the 
large  taxpayers,  who  were  interested  in 
making  a  small  levy,  and  induced  to 
borrow  the  shortage,  instead  of  in- 
cluding it  in  the  tax  roll.  This  year 
the  sanif  course  was  pursutd,  and  the 
cost  of  the  building  is  still  unprovided 
lor.  The  board  has  found  it  nec-es.sary 
to  borrow  $22,000  to  run  the  schools 
this  year.  The  Northwestern  National 
bank  agreed  to  ailvance  the  money,  and 
last  month  $10,000  was  drawn  out  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  The 
lemaining  $12,000  was  to  be  drawn 
Saturday,  but  the  bank  notified  Presi- 
dent Abraham  that  the  funds  would  not 
be  forthcoming,  as  it  did  not  feel  safe 
in  letting  them  have  more  money  now. 
The  board  of  education  will  meet  today 
to  consider  the  situation.

IS  iFFJRMED. 


Washington,  Dec.  10.— The  United 
States  supreme  court  today  rendered  a 
decision  in  Ihe  case  of  Wisconsin,  Min- 
nesota &  Pacific  railway  vs.  Jacob  F. 
Jac#bson,  in  error  to  the  .supreme  court 
cf  the  state  of  Minnesota.  The  opinion 
was  read  by  Justice  Harlan.  The  opin- 
ion of  the  state  court  was  allirmeu. 

The  case  involves  the  validity  of  the 
Minnesota  state  law  requiring  intersect- 
ing railroad  lines  crossing  each  other  a  I 
grades  to  make  "Y's"  connectin;?  the 
two.  The  law  was  attacked  upon  tho 
ground  that  it  is  a  violation  of  the  in- 
terstate commerce  clause  of  the  consti- 
tution. 

In  this  case  it  was  urged  that  the 
railway  company  might  oe  deprived  of  a 
1  .ng  Eiaul  of  cattle  and  compelled  to  turn 
fnom  over  to  an  intersecting  road  if 
required  to  build  a  Y  at  Hanley  Fall.«, 
which  is  the  point  involveu  in  this  case, 
and  the  claim  is  made  that  a  .=imllar 
objection  might  apply  in  other  cases.  I.i 
considcririg  this  objection  the  court  rec- 
ognized Itb  existence,  but  said  the  longer 
inauL  was  liable  to  prove  injurious  it 
'.he  cattle.  The  pith  of  the  court's  d'  - 
cision  is  found  In  the  following  para- 
prarih: 

"It  is  unnecessary  to  determine  the 
question  of  the  validity  of  the  whole 
act.  We  simply  here  determine  that 
the  judgment  rendered  directing  this 
track  connection  to  be  made  and  thus 
affording  track  facilities  at  Hanley 
Falls  does  not  violate  the  constitu- 
tional right  of  thep  laintiflf  in  error." 

Justices  "White  and  McKenn*  Joined 
in  a  dissenting  opposition.  Justice 
White  said  the  opinion  was  far  reach- 
ing in  Its  effect  and  amounted  to  say- 
ing that  private  property  might  b"? 
taken  for  public  use  without  any  com- 
petvsaUon  .whatever.

poles  of  the  Duluth  Telephone  coin- 
|iany  in  West  Duluth.  This  is  the  clue 
referred  to. 

The  men  arrested  are  Jo.seph  E.  Cum- 
niiiigs,  Peter  Jennings  and  Thomas 
.Marks,  and  lach  of  them  denies  all 
kn<jwledge  of  the  daring  theft  of  wire 
right  off  the  telephone  poles  in  day- 
light. The  autliorities.  however,  claim 
that  these  men  were  .seen  cutting  the 
wire  and  loading  it  in  a  wagon. 

The  wile  is  what  is  known  as  th?  re- 
turn wire  in  tiie  telephone  service  and 
was  cut  on  Main  street,  in  West  Duluth, 
brtween  Fifty-tirst  and  Fifty-fifth  av.- 
nues  west.  An  employe  of  the  Duluth 
Telephone  company  examined  the  line 
oil  Thuisday  afternoon  and  when  he 
wi  nl  over  it  again  the  next  day  to  lo- 
cate the  disconnection  which  had  oc- 
curred between  the  time  that  he  had 
examin 'd  it  and  twilis^ht,  he  found  that 
it  was  not  merely  a  small  break,  but 
that  1100  feet  was  gone.  The  arrests 
of  Cummings,  Jennings  and  Marks  fol- 
lowed as  they  are  said  to  have  bezn 
seen  in  that  vicinity  and  cutting  the 
wire. 

No  trace  of  the  missing  property  has 
been  discovered  and  the  men  and  their 
friends  stoutly  deny  that  they  hatl  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  stealing.  All  three 
admit  that  they  were  out  in  that  vv 
cinity  on  the  aftern.ion  mentioned,  bTit 
Ihnt  they  were  called  there  to  fix  some 
electric  light  wires.  They  were  in  just 
such  a  wagon  as  was  described  to  the 
ix.lice,  but  Jennings  says  that  he  did 
not  go  with  it  on  Main  street  as  he 
lives  out  in  that  vicinity  and  left  the 
wagon  for  home  early  in  the  after- 
noon. Cummings  says  he  also  left  the 
wagon  and  came  up  town  on  a  street 
car. 

Ihis  morning  the  three  electricians 
were  arraigned  ir:  j.olice  court,  and  as 
the  charges  against  them  were  grand 
laieeny,  jjunishab'.e  by  a  fine  of  $.'>OtiO 
and  five  years'  imprisonment,  they  were 
not  entitled  to  enter  a  plea  in  that 
court,  but  thtii  eaxmination  was  oi - 
dered  for  the  morning  of  Dee.  17,  Th:' 
bail  in  each  ca.«e,  was  $250.

Iron  P.ange  road  and  all  the  wite  ro!)- 
berics  are  said  to  have  been  as  bokl 
as  that  of  Thursday  afternoon.  The 
wire  is  usually  cut  in  short  lengths  and 
?rid  ar-i  =t  is  impossible  for  the  owner 
to  identify  it.

Is  Destroyed. 

t^i.x  million  feet  of  lumber,  valued  at 
I  ver  $7."(,000,  was  leduced  to  smouldering 
ashes  at  Tower  Saturday  evening.  The 
.>to(k  piles  of  the  Tower  Lumber  com- 

l  any  caught  from  sparks  that  blew  from 
.1  pile  of  burning  shavings.  In  a  very 
little  while  the  air  was  filled  with  flying 
sparks,  and  for  a  time  it  seemed  that  the 
Virginia  disaster  of  last  summer  would 
have  a  parallel. 

It  is  believed  that  the  town  was  onl.v 
saved  by  the  quick  work  of  Tower's 
well-equipped  but  small  fire  department, 
assisted  materially  by  a  favorable  turn 
of  iJhe  wind.  So  threatening  was  the 
flames  for  a  time  that  all  the  furniture 
and  freight  in  the  Duiuth  &  Iron  Rang- 
depot  was  hustled  into  box  cars.  an.I 
many  families  packed  up  their  household 
effects  preparatory  to  a  hurried  moving 
into  the  country. 

The  flames  did  not  get  into  t.ie  mill 
which  was  built  about  a  year  ago  at  a 
C3st  of  $70,000.  Most  of  the  lumber  de- 
stroyed was  covered  by  insurance  writ- 
ten in  Duluth  and  Tower.  It  is  reported 
here  that  a  part  of  the  lumber  was  al- 
ready sold  to  an  Eastern  concern. 

The  company  will  begin  rebuilding 
the  burned  tramways  and  tracks  im- 
mediately and  will  be  in  readiness  to 
go  ahead  more  extensively  than  ever 
Afnen  the  sawing  season  begins  next 
spring.  This  winter  the  company  ex- 
pects to  put  in  30.000,000  feet  of  logs. 

People  that  arrived  fnm  Tower  today 
are  very  enthusiastic  in  their  praise 
for  the  work  of  the  fire  department  and 
the  volunteer  corps  of  citizens.  The 
town  has  a  very  good  but  small  modern 
fire  engine,  and  the  department  and 
citizens  are  given  credit  for  saving  the 
mill  and  remaining  stock  piles,  as  weli 
as  tfne  property  of  the  Iron  Range  Brew- 
ing company.

Tower  Lumber  company  arrived  in  the 
city  Saturday  evening  from  his  home 
in  Oak  Park,  a  suburb  of  Chicago.  He 
was  on  his  way  to  Tower  to  meet  other 
officers  for  a  business  conference,  when 
he  learned  of  the  burniiig  of  the  yards. 
In  the  message  received  by  fiim  yes- 
terday it  was  stated  that  the  6.00O,J0a 
feet  destroyed  was  all  high  grade.

Of  course  liquid 
ail  is  not  combustible?  substances  im- 
mersed in  it  will  become  highly  inflam- 
inable  for  a  short  time,  and  this  method 

s  used  when  it  is  desired  to  utilize  it  as 
an  explosive  agent.  It  will  be  .«een  from 
these  facts  that  liquid  air  is  not  a  dan- 
gerous material  when    used    in    experi- 

nental  demonstrations.

Below  will  be  found  a  complete  list  of 
all  persons,  firms  and  corporations  in 
Duluth  that  pay  a  personal  property 
tax  in  excess  of  $50.  At  the  present 
tax  rate  of  30  mills  a  tax  of  $.50  would 
indicate  a  valuation  of  $1666.66  2-3,  and 
there  is  a  basis  for  interesting  com- 
parisons in  the  list  that  appears  here- 
with. 

There  are  very  few  individuals  who 
have  in  their  homes  property  enough 
to  warrant  a  tax  of  that  extent.  There 
are  only  sixteen  men  in  Duluth  who 
pay  over  $50  on  their  personal  property 
as  distinct  from  business  belongings 
and  stocks  of  merchandise.  Among  the 
sixteen  is  Senator  Charles  A.  Towne, 
who  pays  a  tax  of  $106.74,  indicating  a 
valuation  of  $3549. 

This  probably  does  not  mean  that 
Senator  Towne  is  financially  in  the  same 
class  as  the  other  Individuals  who  pay 
such  big  taxes,  but  rather  that  he  has 
emulated  the  action  of  William  Jen- 
nings Bryan  in  making  a  truthful  re- 
turn of  his  personal  property.  In  all 
probability,  that  of  Mr.  Towne  is  the 
most  completely  truthful  one  in  the  en- 
tire list  on  the  books  of  the  county.  It 
has  come  to  be  a  matter  of  course  for 
people  in  making  a  return  of  their  per- 
-sonal  property  to  put  it  below  its  ac- 
tual value,  and  this  is  done  with  the 
full  knowledge  and  con.sent  of  the  tax- 
ing authorities.  Indeed  it  would  be  an 
injustice  to  put  one  man's  property  in 
at  its  full  value,  while  all  the  rest  are 
taxed  at  much  le.ss  than  their  full 
value. 

Were  it  not  for  this  explanation  stran- 
gei.e;  to  the  customs  here,  tjiqugh  ac- 
(luainted  with  the  wealth  of  the  firms 
and  individuals  given  in  the  subjoined 
list,  might  be  excused  for  wondering 
that  they  should  have  so  vastly  over- 
-.=  timated  the  riches  of  the  people  of 
Culuth.

North  Dakota  Divorco  Law 

Ukoly  to  Stand-Fort 

Totton  Row. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Bisimarck— It  seems  generally  agreed 
now  that  the  divorce  law  will  not  be  tam- 
pered with.  The  propo.sal  that  was  matle 
for  the  re-enactment  of  the  old  law  dois 
not  find  much  favor  or  support.  Asitlo 
from  those  immediately  interested  in  thi 
pecuniary  feature  of  the  business,  then- 
are  few  who  see  any  reason  for  returi. 
to   the    old   method.

J.  Sabey  vs.  Nels  C.  Nelson,  Involving  a 
valuable  quarter  section  of  land  iocateJ 
near  Kansal,  has  been  decided  on  appeal 
from  the  Fargo  land  office  in  favor  of 
Sabey.  The  decision  has  an  Important 
bearing  on  seteral  suits  now  pending  or 
about  to  be  Instituted,  as  the  kind  of 
claim  shanties,  residence  and  improve- 
ments that  must  be  had  are  cielinetT  as 
well  as  the  good  faith  of  the  party  de- 
siring to  hold  down  the  claim. 

Mandan— Albert  MIkelbosc,  a  13-year- 
old  boy,  living  forty-five  miles  northwest 
of  Mandan,  was  filling  cartridges,  yvhen 
he  tamped  one  of  them  a  liitle  too  hartl. 
Half  his  left  hand  was  blown  off.  and  his 
face  badly  burned.  He  Is  liable  to  lose 
the  sight  of  one  eye. 

New  Rockford— Mrs.  Hiram  King,  aged 
40,  dropped  dead  while  attending  to  her 
household  duties.  The  cause  of  death  was 
heart  failure.

An  English  Correspondent  Thinks  II 
Bad  For  Americans. 

London.  Dee.  »J.— 'Heliable  mail  ad- 
i  vices  from  Manilla  show  that  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Americans  is  bevtmiing  in- 
creasingly hopeless,"  says  the  Hong 
Kong  correspondent  of  the  Daily  Mail. 
"Money  is  freely  subscribed  to  purdiase 
arms  and  ammunition  that  are  imported 
for  the  in.-«urseiits.  Tlie  Americans  will 
never  capture  the  rebel  contraband  ruii- 
niug  vessels.  While,  in  wdcv  to  flatter 
the  "official  view  that  trade  is  flourishing, 
goods  are  permitted  to  be  freely  import- 
ed into  Manilla,  they  are  distributed 
from  that  point  to  the  insurgents,  who 
are  murdering  and  pillaging  all  native 
sympathizers  with  Americans." 


They  Regard  Him  as  Henna- 
pin's  Candidate  For  the 
Senatonhip. 


Minneapolis.  Dec.  10.— Judgin.i;  by 
telegrams  received  l»y  Gen.  George  P. 
Wilson,  in  answer  to  inquiry  of  each 
of  the  thirty-four  Repnblican  state 
senators  outside  of  Hennepin  and  Ram- 
sey counties.  Robi-rt  G.  Evans  has  more 
than  a  Jighting  chance  to  be  elected 
United  Stales  senator.  In  fact  these 
t-'legrams  indicate  that  of  all  the  Min- 
neapolis «andidate.s,    he  is   the   favorite 

in  the  country  districts. 

Gen.  Wiison  addr(?ssed  a  telegram  t( 
each  of  the  senators  outside  the  Twin 
Cities  rerjuesting  him  to  indicate,  with- 
out committing  himself  to  the  .support 
of  any  candidate,  which  of  the  Minne- 
aiiolis  aspirants  he  considered  the 
strongest. 

Saturday  night  Gen.  Wilson  had  re- 
ceived twenty-one  replies.  Eleven  of 
these  declared  unqualifiedly  that  P^vans 
was  the  strr»ngest  candidate  and  four 
others  favored  him  as  second  choice. 
Most  of  the  others  were  distributed  in 
ones  and  twos  among  Shevlin,  Northrop. 
Gen.  Hahn  and  Pillsbury.  A  few  did 
not  indicate  what  candidate  was  con- 
sidered the  strongest,  but  one  or  two 
expressed  a  desire  to  see  a  Minneapolis 
man  selected. 

•'I  was  in  favor  of  Governor  Pills- 
bury,"  said  Gen.  Wilson,  "but  the  con- 
dition of  Mr.  Pillsbury's  health  pre- 
cludes the  possibility  of  his  becoming 
a  candidate.  Now  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
Hennepin  delegation  putting  forward 
the  man  who  is  most  popular  with  the- 
legislators  outside  the  Twin  Cities.  None 
other  can  hope  to  be  elected.  That  man 
appears  to  be  Bob  Evans.  He  is  strong 
with  the  younger  element,  which  Is  now 
running  things.      I  estimate  from   my 


knowledge  "f  the  feeling,  that  twenty- 
four  outside  senators  f/ivov  him  as 
against  Die  other  Minneapolis  candi- 
dates, and  he  leads  any  other  candi- 
date in  the  Hennepin  delegation  by  two 
to  oiu." 

A  gigantic  steering  committee  will 
promote  the  candidacy  of  Roliert  G. 
Evans  from  now  on  until  the  Hennepin 
delegation  meets  and  selects  the  man 
who  will  be  Hennepin  county's  candi- 
ilate  in  the  senatorial  fight. 

Fully  150  friends  of  Mr.  Evans  gath- 
ered in  the  Minneapolis  Press  club 
rooms  Saturday  night  to  discuss  plans 
for  j)romoting  his  candidacy,  and  the 
result  of  the  deliberations  is  that  from 
this  time  on  inlluential  Ropublicans, 
living  in  the  different  districts  that 
have  rejirestntatives  in  the  Hennepin 
delegation,  will  do  everything  In  their 
|)ow»r  to  turn  their  representatives  and 
senators  into  Evans  men. 

The  men  gathered  in  the  meeting 
were  for  Evans  first,  last  and  all  of 
the  time,  and  many  of  them  did  n"f 
hesitate  to  predict  that  unless  the  Hen- 
liiepin  delegation  selected  Mr.  Evans 
this  county  might  as  well  give  up  the 
light. 

It  was  first  suggested  that  a  public 
mass  meeting  should  lie  arranged  to 
show  the  members  of  the  legislature  in 
this  county  the  strong  Evans  sentiment 
•'Xisting,  but  the  conservatives  did  not 
Itelieve  that  su<'h  a  meeting  could  be 
arranged  in  the  short  time  allowed,  and 
the  suggestion  was  turned  down  to 
make  way  for  another  one.

He  de- 
clared that  he  valued  this  exhibition  of 
friendship  far  more  than  he  did  the 
United  States  senatorship.  He  said  that 
for  the  first  time  in  his  political  career 
he  was  compelled  to  ask  men  to  sup- 
port him  instead  of  asking  them  for 
the  support  of  other  Republicans, 

"This  fight  should  be  short,  sharp 
and  decisive,"  he  said  In  concluding, 
"and  I  am  in  the  fight  to  the  end." 

Marshal  Grimshaw  and  the  other 
speakers  touched  upon  Mr.  Evans'  per- 
sonal worth  and  described  him  as  the 
winning  candidate  wfio  should  be  put  in 
the  fight  by  Hennepin  county.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  he  has  a  large  follow- 
ing' of  personal  friends  throughout  the 


state   and   this,    the   speakers   declared, 
would  lan<l  him  a  winner. 

The  Evar.s  mt-n  will  not  play  Into  the 
hand.-^  of  the  opposition  and  the  list  of 
the  different  committees  will  not  lie 
given  out  until  the  qt?iilifica lions  of 
eai-h  individual  (ommittei-man  is 
looked  up.  If  he  is  .i  dyed-in-the-wool 
P^vans  man  he  will  remain  on  the  com- 
mittee and  l)e  .started  out  with  a  peti- 
tion, but  if  he  is  "uncertain"  he  will  be 
dropped.

Counell  Bluffs  Man  Has  a  Terrible 
Experlenoe. 

Omalia,  Neb..  Deo.  lO.—Th  •  ].fdlce  have 
Dr.  J.  J.  Soloman,  a  well-known  Omahn 
physician  on  the  rack,  trying:  to  force 
him  to  toll  what  he  knows  of  a  sensa- 
tional tragedy  which  occurred  in  this 
city  last  night. 

The  affair  was  the  sequel  t  t  tlie  v'sit 
'  of  a  Council  .Bluffs  man  to  Omaha  at 
ttTe  invitation  of  a  gentleman  acquaint- 
ance to  meet  two  so-calletl  society  giriu 
for  a  good  time. 

The  man  came  and  was  met  by  his 
friend.  Together  they  entered  a  hous,- 
near  Sixteenth  and  Harney  ."Streets,  anrt 
immediately  a  shot  was  heard  and  llf 
Omaha  man  staggered  out  with  a  bullet 
in  his  breast. 

The  Council  Bluffs  man  had  he.m 
treated  t  •  a  horrible  surprise.  The  two 
swell  Omaha  girls  he  was  to  meet  pro-.-pd 
to  be  his  own  daughters,  each  part.v 
tieing  ignorant  of  the  others'  identity 
until  the  dramatic  climax. 

Then  the  fafher.  enraged  beyond  all 
power  of  control,  drew  i^is  pistol  and 
attempted  to  kill  the  man  who  v.a«-- 
fiirting  with  his  daughters  and  had  goni- 
so  far  as  to  invite  their  father  f  >r  a 
carousal. 

The  wounded  man  rustied  to  a  carri:<ge 
and  was  driven  to  the  residence  of  Dr. 
Solomon,  This  mucli  the  physician  ad- 
mits, and  he  also  tells  the  story  of  the 
dramatic  occurrence  leading  up  to  the 
shooting,  but  he  refuses  t<»  furnisdi  the 
police  with  the  name  of  the  injure<I  man 
or  that  of  the  man  \yho  did  the  hhoot- 
ins. 

The  doctor's  house  was  searc?ied  but 
the  victim  was  not  found.  A  well-known 
Omaha  commission  man  is  missing  and 
a  railroad  man  of  considerable  promin- 
ence is  said  to  be  the  Council  Bluffs 
man  who  did  the  shooting.  An  arrest  Is 
expected  before  morning.

In  soinc  of  the  localities  of  the  North- 
west the  liimii  r  contrai'turs  have  adopt- 
i  d  the  plan  ihai  was  adopted  by  a  few 
<»f  thoin  toward  the  clo.se  of  last  seasin 
that  of  paving  their  employes  at  the 
end  of  every  t!iirt.v  da.vs  inst  ad  of  not 
giving  them  time  checks  until  the  end 
of  the  season,  or  until  the  spring.  Ii 
is  said  that  the  loggers  that  have  com- 
menced or.  this  plan  are  finding  them- 
selves iimfronted  with  the  same  condi- 
titms  that  existed  last  season  and  v\  hich 
may  nect-ssitate  their  rL'turnin.g  to  th:- 
old  plan  of  time  checks. 

In  theory  ihe  woodsman  is  eiuitleii 
to  his  pa.v  wlienever  he  ehoosr^s  to  call 
for  it.  but  there  are  sev^ial  Influt  noes 
that  I  he  bosses  and  superintendents  <"an 
oiing  to  liear,  which  often  resuit  in  th.- 
woodsman  waiting  until  his  work  is 
finished  licfoie  he  draws  his  pay.  Last 
'.feasor,  there  was  a  scarcity  of  help  and 
some  of  the  eontraitors  offered  as  an 
extra  indu<ement  to  pay  the  men  at  the 
end  of  everv  month.  Tne  plan  was  car- 
ried out  in  a  numher  of  camps.  The 
egislatur-  also  took  action  along  this 
line.

Vista  and  turned  over  to  Gen.  Harn."

City  Attornty  MItGhtll  Commtnts  on 
tht  Prtposltloii. 

I«ist  evening,  the  committee  on  or- 
dinar.ees,  which  presented  the  ordin- 
ance providing  for  a  free  public  em- 
ployment office,  was  in  doubt  as  to  the 
powers  of  the  common  council  in  the 
matter,  therefore  the  measure  was  re- 
ferred to  the  city  attorney  for  an 
opinion. 

"The  charter  in  the  eighty-second 
power,  of  section  B4."  said  Mr.  Mitchell 
,  this  morning,  "plainly  says  that  the 
!  common  council  may  establish  and 
I  maintain  a  municipal  employment  office 
l-under  suitable  rules  and  regulations.  In 
j  the  face  of  that,  my  opinion  can  be  only 
1  in  the  affirmative. 

"Now   as   to   establishing  and   main- 


taining a  free  agencj-.  it  is  not  my  un- 
derstanding that  the  laboring  public  de- 
mands that  and  J  will  not  say  that  the 
city  ((juld  or  should  do  it.  As  I  under- 
stand it,  the  chief  compIaiAt  against 
private  emiiioyment  agencies  is  not  the 
f?e  charge,  but  the  dishonesty  or  unrc- 
liabilit.v  of  the  agents.  If  a  man  can 
secure  hor.est  and  reliable  reference  to 
employment,  it  seems  to  me  that  he 
would  not  f)bject  to  a  fee  of  such  size- 
as  will  enal'le  the  municipal  agency  to 
pay  expenses  of  maintenance  and  give 
the  pu'>lic  a  service  at  cost  price.  If 
a  man  is  given  that  without  any  cost 
whatever,  then  it  is  only  a  step  to  fre;- 
transportation,  free  medicine,  free  gas 
and  water  and  other  free  benefits.  All 
these  benefits  at  <ost  price  is  my  under- 
standing of  what  is  asked  and  expected 
b.v  those  who  toil.  '

"There  is  in  binoxide  of  sodium  23.3  per 
cent  cf  oxygen. 

"In  our  experiment  made  before  a  pri- 
vate gathering  of  members  of  the 
Academy  of  Scienoes,  we  locked  M. 
Daclasse  in  the  air-ti.f;ht  glass  case, 
seven  feet  by  two  feet  wide.  Instead  of 
trusting  to  the  moisture  of  the  iKidy  for 
the  chemical  action  upon  the  powder,  we 
utilized  small  jets  of  water  to  liberate 
the  oxygen,  which  was  in  every  way 
more  satisfactory.  There  was  not  the 
slightest  degree  of  inconvenience  expeii- 
en:ed  by  M.  Daclasse.  His  passive  smil-- 
while  under  experiment  assured  a  ver> 
critical  audience  that  a  man  can  live 
without  the  ordinary  supply  of  ai^*  in  ab- 
solute comfcrt  and  comparatively  for  an 
indefinite  period  if  the  supply  of  binox- 
ide of  sodium  be  unlimited. 

"One  noint,  however,  must  l>e  abso- 
lutely guaranteed.  The  powder  must 
not  come  in  contact  with  organic  com- 
bustible material. 

"Another  intri.?ate  chemical  problem 
brought  out  in  the  course  of  our  experi- 
ments is  that  caustic  soda  is  prcKluced  at 
the  same  time  the  oxygen  is  liberated. 
This  substance  alisorbs  the  deleterious 
gas  carbon  dioxide,  which  is  l?reathed 
-ut.  thus  providing  for  the  absorption  of 
Ijad  air  while  fresh  air  is  provided 

"This  l>rings  me  back  to  the  initial 
idea  which  I  exploited  in  my  first  para- 
graph. In  certain  geological  formations 
there  is  a  residuum  of  i)inoxide  of  sodi- 
um There  is  also  unquestionably  mois- 
ture. It  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  of 
some  similar  chemical  mystery  to  the 
one  which  is  now  solved  that  a  toad  can 
live  for  thousands  of  years  in  a  rock-bed. 
Without  geing  into  extravagances  I  can 
see  the  possibility  of  vast  saurians  exist- 
ing alive  today  in  certain  geologic  for- 
mations. There  is  also  a  solution  offered 
for  the  burying  alive  of  the  Hindoo 
fahkeer.  Had  the  ancient  Egyptians  in- 
cluded in  their  knowledge  of  the  sciences 
this  phylactery  ptissibly  a  hj  pnotized 
Ptolemy  might  yet  be  existing  to  tell  us 
with  his  own  lips  the  stories  which  we 
now  gather  from  the  ancient  manu- 
scripts.

Dralnap  Itsissmants  Held  to  Bt

St.  Paul,  Dec,  11.— Justice  Lovely,  of 
the  supreme  court,  yesterday  filed  ihre?

the  lower  courts  are  .affirmed. 

In  Moses  "E.  Clapp  a;id  George  H.  Wy- 
nian.  appellants,  vs.  the  Minnesota 
Grass  Twine  company,  respondent,  it  is 
held  that  Clapp  and  Wyman  will  have 
to  pay  Anoka  county  $600  in  assessments 
for  t.ie  drainage  of  grass  lands  sold  to 
the  twine  company.  In  the  contract  for 
the  sabe  of  landiS,  the  company  agreed  to 
rav  tile  taxes  trereon  for  the  current 
year.  Nothing  appears  to  Tiave  b-c-en 
said  about  the  assessments  for  drain- 
age, however,  and  the  court  holds  that 
those  attach  as  liens  on  the  land  and 
must  be  paid  by  Clapp  and  Wyman, 
who  owned  the  land  at  the  time  tie 
liens  attached  thereto. 

In  J.  Royal  McMurran.  as  plaintiff, 
and  Lewis  Ei:.Jones,  assignee  of  judg- 
ment, appellant,  vs.  W.  B.  Bourne,  re- 
spondent, application  was  made  to  th.^ 
court  to  set  aside  a  default  judgment 
granted  over  seven  years  ago.  It  i."^ 
held  that  the  defendant  had  a  good  de-

to       The         Herald.)— The  remark- 

able growth  of  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  last  decade  has  suprised  even 
those  who  make  a  business  of  follow- 
ing the  increase  of  population  in  the 
dilferent  countries  of  the  world.  It  was 
supposed,  generally,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  immigration  ceased  or.  at  least, 
decreased  during  the  years  from  '93  to 
'96,  that  the  growth  of  the  past  decade 
would  be  comparatively  less  than  that 
from  18S0  to  1890.  It  is  found,  how- 
ever, that  the  numerical  gain  has  been 
greater  than  that  of  ar.v  decade  during  , 
the  history  of  the  United  States, 
namely,  over  13.000.000.  What  the  le- 
sult  will  be  in  the  course  of  a  century 
is  within  the  range  of  an  estimate,  but 
not  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  it  is 
a  fact,  well  recognized  among  statisti- 
cians, that  as  a  country  oi)Lalns  a 
greater  degree  of  <lei:sity  of  population, 
the  increase  is  much  .slower,  than  in 
thinly  settled  countries,  and  even  the 
most  j)Opulous  and  successful  indus- 
trial countries,  like  England  and  Ger- 
many, increased  in  population  during 
the  last  decade  only  about  11  per  cent. 

1    havt    prepared   some   figures   baaed 


pie  to  their  numbers  as  in  the  ten  years 
before,  while  in  the  country  outside  the 
growth  of  population  has  been  greater  in 
numbers  though  not  In  rate.  As  means  of 
communication  improve  and  it  becomes 
possible  to  distribute  power  economically, 
we  may  hope  for  a  gradual  eciualization 
between  city  and  country  conditions  and 
rate  of  growth.

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  an 
average  increase  of  18  per  cent  per 
decade  probably  v.ill  not  continue  dur- 
ing the  next  100  years.  No  other  great 
country  maintains  such  a  rate  of  in- 
crease, and  there  is  no  sound  reason 
why  the  United  States  should  be  able  to 
do  so.  Our  rate  of  inci-ease  in  the  last 
two  decades  has  fallen  from  30  per  cent 
to  25,  and  then  from  25  to  21.  In  this,  as 
in  other  respects,  we  rapidly  are  ap- 
proaching the  conditions  of  Europe, 
and  our  rate  of  growth  must  approxi- 
mate that  prevailing  in  the  mother  con- 
tinent. 

The  great  mass  of  population  a  century 
hence  probably  will  be  found  as  it  is  now.

CENTBNNKAL  UAY. 
High-Water  riaFk...  spectators  in  the  gallery  of  the  house 

of  representatives  tomorrow  will  look 
down  upon  the  largest  and  most  com- 
plete assemblage  of  illustrious  men 
ever  gathered  together  in  one  sheltered 
space  since  history  liegan.  The  occa.«?ion 
will  be  the  Impressive  ceremonies  cele- 
brating the  100th  anniversary  of  the  re- 
moval of  the  nation's  seat  of  govern- 
ment from  Philadelphia  to  Wa.«ihing- 
lon  in  1800.  President  McKinley  will  be 
given  the  honor  seat  on  the  floor  of  this 
vast  hall.  In  xhc-  great  throng  the  eye 
of  the  spectator  will  fall  upon  Vice 
President-elect  Roosevelt,  the  ex-vice 
presidents,  the  members  of  the  presi- 
dent's cabinet,  the  chief  justice  and  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
L'nited  States,  the  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives. Admiral  Dewey,  the  hero  of 
Mapilla:  Lieut.  Gen.  Miles,  in  command 
of  the  army;  Secretary  Langley,  of  the 
Smithsonian  institution;  governors  of 
states  and  territories  of  the  Union,  the 
commissioners  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  various  men  who  have  re- 
ceived a  vote  of  thanlcs  from  congress. 
The  capital  sheltering  this  distin- 
guished congregation  will  be  a  vastly 
ftiore  pretntious  structure  than  that  in 
which,  much  to  their  disgust,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  first  congress  assembled  in 
Washington  met  on  Nov.  17.  1800.  On 
that  date,  a  century  ago,  the  corner- 
ston  of  the  capitol  had  been  laid  for 
seven  years.  Gen.  George  Washington 
had  performed  the  ceremonies  on  Sept. 
18,  1793.  A  grand  Masonic,  military 
and  civic  procession  toolt  part  in  the 
ceremonies,  the  Masons  being  repre- 
sented by  the  grand  lodge  of  Mary- 
land and  lodge  No.  22,  of  Alexandria, 
Va.  The  Father  of  His  Country  de- 
livered an  oration,  after  which  "the  as- 
semblage retired  to  an  extensive  booth, 
where  they  enjoyed  a  barbecue  feast." 
When  the  British  army  marched  into 
Washington  in  1814,  the  capitol  was 
still  unfinished.  Only  the  two  wings 
were  standing,  and  these  were  still  con- 
nected by  the  sheltered  bridge  of  rough 
boards  constructed  across  the  found- 
ation of  the  rotunda.  The  British 
troops,  on  reaching  the  capitol,  first 
fired  several  volleys  into  the  windows. 
A  regiment  marched  into  the  house  of 
representatives.  Pine  boards  torn  fn>m 
the  bridge  between  the  wings  were  piled 
upon  the  floor  and  strewn  over  with 
valuable  books  and  papers  taken  from 
the  congressional  library.  Army  rockets 
were  discharged  through  the  roof  of 
each  wing.  The  soldiers  then  marched 
upon  the  White  House  and  committed 
similar  depredations  there.  A  heavy 
rain  storm  setting  in  an  hour  later  ex- 
tinguished the  flames  before  the  walls 
of  the  capitol  had  been  destroyed. 

Then  the  rebuilding  of  the  capitol 
was  begun.  The  senate  floor,  which,  be- 
fore the  fire,  had  been  level  with  thi* 
basement,  was,  in  the  course  of  these 
repairs,  elevated  to  the  height  of  the 
ain  floor.  The  basement  space  thus 
provided  beneath  it,  and  now  the  law 
library,  was  thereupon  occupied  by  the 
supreme  court.  The  house  of  repre- 
•sentatives,  now  statuary  hall,  was  re- 
constructed along  finer  lines.  The  pe- 
culiar acoustic  properties  which  carry 
the  faintest  whispers  across  its  entire 
length  soon  developed  to  an  embarrass- 
ing extent.  The  political  secrets  o.' 
factions  silently  conspiring  in  remote 
comers  of  the  hall  could  be  distinctly 
overheard  by  innocent  rivals  sitting  at 
respectful  distances.  The  two  wings 
were  connected  for  the  first  time  by  the 
central  rotunda,  surmounted  by  a  low 
dome  145  feet  high,  constructed  of  brick, 
stone  and  wood,  and  sheathed  with 
copper.  The  main  hall  of  the  library  of 
congress  was  erected  west  of  the  ro- 
tunda. Thus,  not  until  1827  was  the 
original  capitol,  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,- 
43.3.814,  actually  completed. 

A  larger  capitol  became  necessary  In 
the  middle  of  the  century.  It  was  there- 
upon decided  to  add  greater  wings  to 
those  already  built.  On  Independence 
day,  1851,  President  Fillmore  laid  the 
cornerstone  of  the  extension  and  Daniel 
Webster  delivered  an  eloquent  oration. 
The  material  for  the  walls  of  the  new 
wings  was  white  marble,  slightly  va- 
riegated with  blue.

A  GROSSLY  VXJUST  TAV, 

In  his  annual  message  ta  congress 
President  McKinley  advocated  a  reduc- 
tion of  taxation  made  proper  'by  th-^ 
enormous  surplus  in  the  treasury  by 
urging  "the  remission  of  tho.se  taxps 
which  experience  has  shown  to  be  the 
most  burden.some  to  the  Industries  of 
the  people." 

The  New  York  Times  calls  attentim 
to  one  application  of  this  principle  that, 
is  demanded  by  every  consideration  of 
justice  and  practical  common  .sen.se.  It 
will  be  admitted  that  the  making  of 
newspapers  is  peculiarly  an  industry  of 
the  people,  and  that  it  is  and  neces- 
sarily must  be  wholly  American  indus- 
try. It  is  devoted  to  the  supply  of  a  de- 
inand  that  is  strictly  domestic  and  papu- 
lar. Its  product  can  neither  be  imported 
nor  exported.  It  is  of  home  manufac- 
ture and  home  consumption.  The  labor 
it  employs  in  all  its  branches  is  home 
labor. 

But  while  this  industry  is  essentially 
of  the  sort  that  the  protectionists  pra- 
fess  especially  to  foster,  it  is  quite  be- 
yond the  reach  of  any  advantage  from 
tariff  duties,  since  there  is  no  possible 
foreign  competition  to  be  prevented  or 
reduced  by  tho.se  duties.  In  these  cir- 
cumstances it  would  .seem  perfectly 
plain  that  at  least  this  industry  should 
not  be  injured  by  the  tariff.  It  is,  how- 
ever, seriously  and  continuously  injured 
by  the  taxes  on  its  raw  material,  and  on 
the  material,  from  which  that  is  manu- 
factured. Under  the  present  tariff  tne 
tax  on  paper  suitable  for  newspapers  is 
$6  per  ton,  and  the  mechanically  ground 
wood  pulp  from  which  that  paper  can  bo 
made  is  taxed  $1.67  per  ton.  The  in- 
evitable result  is  that  the  manufacturers 
of  paper  can  and  do  maintain  the  prices 
agreed  on  among  themselves,  quite  safe 
from  any  check  imposed  by  the  fear  of 
competition  from  imported  paper  or 
from  new  factories  using  imported  pulp. 
Of  this  arbitrary  power  of  monopoly, 
confered  by  legislation,  they  have  made 
and  are  making  relentless  use,  at  the 
cost  and  to  the  injury  of  the  purely 
home  industry  of  newspaper  making. 

There  are  more  kinds  of  folly  de- 
scribed in  the  legislative  policy  here  de- 
scribed than  can  be  analyzed  in  any  one 
article,  and  the  Times  therefore  calls 
attention  to  only  one  of  them,  and  that 
is  the  utter  violation  of  all  the  accepted 
principles  of  protectionist  doctrine.  The 
manufacture  of  the  kind  of  paper  suit- 
able for  newspapers  is,  in  the  first  place, 
devoted  entirely  to  the  production  of 
material  for  other  manufactures.  That 
product  cannot  be  directly  consumed. 
It  must  be  employed  to^  the  creation  of 
other  products.  Whatever  tends  to  add 
to  its  price  must  vend  to  increase  the 
cost  of  the  product  made  from  it,  and 
is  in  the  nature  of  a  direct  tax  on  the 
second  product.  Tn  this  case,  the  second 
product  is  directly  consumed  and  is  not 
the  material  for  another  industry.  Any 
addition  to  its  cost  cannot  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  next  set  of  purchasers. 
The  unnecessary  cost  of  paper  thus  falls 
on  publishers,  and  Ivnits  their  business 
for  the  sole  advantage  of  the  paper 
makers.  There  are  very  few  instances  of 
this  sort  even  in  the  present  ill-adjusted 
tariff.  The  tax  on  paper  and  on  pulp 
for  paper  is,  therefore,  a  distinct  hin- 
drance to  a  purely  American  industry, 
for  which  there  is  not  and  cannot  be 
any  corresponding  compensation  in  the 
tariff.  Such  a  palpable  violation  of  real 
protection  would  have  been  scouted  by 
the  fathers  of  the  system. 

In  the  next  place,  the  paper  industry 
has  notoriously  reached  that  stage  of 
advanced  prosperity  at  which  all  the 
advocates  of  protection  agree  that  pro- 
tection should  be  withdrawn,  having 
plainly  accomplished  all  that  justified 
its  original  imposition.  Not  only  has 
t're  American  paper  industry  the  full 
enjoyment  of  the  home  market,  which 
it  is  the  sole  object  of  protection  to  in- 
sure, but  it  is  able  to  compete  in  for- 
eign markets  with  the  rivals  against 
whom  protection  is  accorded.  Paper  of 
the  sort  used  in  books  and  newspapers 
is  no  longer  imported.  The  duty  is  ab- 
solutely prohibitory.  It  is,  on  the  con- 
trary, exported  In  considerable  and  pro- 
fitable amounts.  The  American  makers 
not  only  supply  the  home  market  en- 
tirely and  ship  their  product  to  Aus- 
tralia and  Japan  to  compete  with  the 
foreign  manufacturers,  but  they  actu 
ally  compete  In  the  markets  of  Great 
Britain  with  the  British,  Swedish  and 
German  manufacturers.  How  large  is 
the  business  done  with  foreign  countries 
is  shown  by  the  statistics  given  in  the 
report  of  the  bureau  just  published  for 
t'le  ten  months  ending  with  October. 
Last  year  the  exports  of  printing  paper 
for  these  ten  months  were  78,821,445 
pounds;  this  year  the  same  exports  were 
95.213,771  pounds. 

The  Times  concludes:  "We  submit. 
In  the  light  of  these  facts,  that  it  is.  a 
gross  injustice  and  absurdity  to  continue 
a  tax  for  the  professed  purpose  of  pro- 
tecting an  industry  that  needs  no  pro- 
tection at  t!he  cost  of  direct  and  irre- 
mediable injury  to  another  industry 
which  gets  and  can  get  no  compensat- 
ing protection  whatever.  Here,  if  ever, 
is  the  case  for  the  'remission  of  those 
taxes  which  experience  has  shown  to  be 
most  btirdensome  to  the  industries  of 
iCie  r>eople.'  "

Those  Who  Shared  In  II  Met 

Misfortunes  at  Every 

Turn. 

This  Is  the  tale  of  tho  "Hoodoo'Hl 
Money,"  the  tragedies  in  which  it  has 
played  such  an  important  part,  ih:^ 
cur.sses  it  has  wrougfit  upon  lho.se  who 
have  had  anything  to  flo  with  it,  and 
tiie  havoc  it  ha.s  wrought  upDn  the  fatr.- 
ilies  who  have  seen  or  toucfted  it. 

It  begins,  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
at  lea.st  all  knowledge  of  it  begins  with 
the  death  of  James  Eckfeld.  who  was 
during  his  lifetime  employed  in  the  gov- 
ernment mint  here,  says  a  San  Fran- 
ci.sco  .special  to  the  Cincinnati  Enquirer, 
and  ends  with  the  tragic  termination 
cf  tihe  life  of  Joseph  Bayles,  laborer, 
who  was  burned  to  death  in  bis  own 
home,  whether  the  result  of  accident  or 
design  no  one  knows. 

It  seems  that  some  twelve  years  ago 
or  more  there  was  employed  by  the  go. - 
ernment  in  its  mint  here  a  man  named 
James  Eckfeld,  who  was,  ti  all  intents 
and  purposes,  one  of  tCie  most  trusteJ 
of  the  many  omployt..!  in  that  establish- 
ment. He  lived  in  a  little  house  n  0..1:- 
land.  and  his  family  appeared  to  be  in 
destitute  circumstances.  They  were 
often  worried  about  their  inability  to 
purchase  oven  the  bare  necessities  of 
life. 

The  end  that  awaits  everyone  came  to 

T'ckfeld.     The  family  moved  cut  of  thi 

hou.se.    and    a    house    wrecker    with    hi.s 

gang  came  to  tear  down  the  building. 

In   tho   gang   was   one  Joseph    Rayies. 

He  was  th  ■  one  man  who  had  li  d  1 
pome  excavating  in  tCie  cellar.  One  diy. 
as  he  was  working  in  the  cellar,  his 
pick  struck  against  something  hard. 
Investigation  by  him  revealed  the  fa^t 
that  he  and  f.iis  pick  had  unearthed  a 
fortune  in  real  gold,  yellow  gold,  shin- 
ing mi.«ers'  gold,  the  thing  for  which 
nations  war  against  each  other,  and  for 
whic'i  men  suffer  privations  nnd  die  cM 
before  they  have  reached  the  allotted 
three  score  and  ten.  Two  htfndred 
thousand  dollars'  worth  of  this  real 
"Yellow  Pearl"  lay  before  his  wondering 
eyes.  It  was  all  in  little  squares,  each 
of  w&iich  bore  the  stamp  of  the  rnit*^  1 
States  government.  How  it  got  there 
was  a  mystery.  This,  however,  did  not 
deter  Joseph  Bayles  frjm  appropriating 
it  for  his  own  use.  It  did  not  appeal  to 
nim  as  a  matter  which  should  be  report- 
ed to  the  government  authorities.  In 
the  life  of  Eckfeld.  tCie  man  who  had 
formerly  lived  in  the  house  where  Bayles  '■ 
made  his  discovery,  he  had  .said  ni.thinrr 
about  this  fifth  of  a  million  which  lay 
'lidden  in  his  cellar.  The  authoritie.^ 
had  never  made  any  Investigation  of  any 
theft  or'  such  a  sum  of  money,  and  how 
the  goid  got  there,  by  wh'»rn  it  was  put 
there,  is  now,  and  will  perhaps  always 
remain  a  deep  mystery. 

Bayles  could  not  keep  his  secret,  as  he 
needed  someone  to  assist  him  in  making 
away  wii.^i  the  swag.  So  he  confided  'n 
his  two  sons,  two  or  three  stalwart 
brothers  of  the  Flora  family.  Jink 
Drazzle  and  a  Jack  Williams,  who 
worked  with  him  in  the  tearing  down  of 
the  house.  None  of  these  men  made 
over  $1.2.">  per  day.  They  'vere  poor 
men.-  To  tfiiem  it  seemed  that  the  mon.^y 
was  a  godsend.  It  proved  to  be  from 
the  Enemy  of  Good. 

There  was  the  usual  haggling  over  the 
division  of  the  spoils.  Tne  matter  was 
finally  settled.  For  several  nights  after- 
ward drays,  good,  self-respecting  drays, 
which  were  in  the  habit  of  Tnauling  legit- 
imate freight,  moved  over  th"  »-oid 
which  led  ti  the  house  and  crept  stealth- 
ily away,  bearing  a  burden  of  shining 
yellow  blocks  of  gold.  TTien  the  rumors 
began  to  fly  that  something  had  been 
found,  but  what  it  was  no  one  kn?w 
aside  from  the  sharers  of  the  fortune. 
Later  the  Flora  and  Bayles  families  be- 
gan to  "put  on  style."  as  the  neighbors 
put  it.  They  lived  better  than  the  wag?s 
if  day  laborers  justified,  and  none  of 
them  worked  either. 

Joseph  Bayles,  with  a  neat  little  for- 
tune of  some  $87,000,  left  Oakland  and 
his  pick  and  shovel  and  invested  the 
money  in  a  large  farm  and  mines  in 
Calaveras  county  and  became,  apparent- 
ly, a  prosperous  rancher.  Drought 
came  and  ruined  his  crops.  Disease 
killed  all  his  stock.  His  mines,  im- 
proved by  elaborate  machinery,  did  not 
pan  out.  Joseph  Bayles'  share  of  the 
money  slipped  through  his  fingers  like 
water  throug'i  a  sieve — his  fortune  was 
soon  gone.  Last  week  his  charred  re- 
mains were  found  in  the  smoking  ruins 
of  his  burned  house.  It  is  said  that  the 
hoodoo  played  a  part  in  his  sudden  de- 
mise. 

In  that  portion  of  Oakland  known  as 
the  "Patch,"  a  scattered  little  settlemen: 
al:>ng  the  water  line  of  the  bay,  lived 
Bert  Flora,  a  man  who  worked  when 
the  spirit  moved  him.  and  did  other  and 
more  congenial  things  when  he  took  the 
notion,  wf.iich  was  more  often.    He  ac- 
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quired,  about  the  time  the  Eckfeld  cot- 
tage was  torn  down,  some  $32,000  worth 
of  little  gold  bricks.  They  were  awk- 
ward to  handle.  Flora  did  not  care  to 
keep  them.  They  were  too  bulky.  A 
neighboring  groceryman  took  them  off 
his  hands  one  day,  giving  him  in  return 
$20,000.  TCae  groceryman  thus  made,  in 
a  few  minutes.  $12,000.  His  profit  ac- 
count for  the  day  was  a  large  one. 

Bert  Flora  did  not  know  what  to  do 
with  his  money.  Twenty  thousand  was 
to  him  more  than  $200,000,000  would  have 
been  to  the  late  C.  P.  Huntington.  He 
did  not  care  to  move  from  the  Utile 
house  he  and  his  family  occupied,  but  he 
embellished  it  with  an  Oriental  luxur- 
iousness.  Still  there  was  "money  to 
burn."  What  to  do  with  it  wa.s'  the 
question.  He  finally  set  the  men  who 
lived  in  the  "patch"  to  work.  Fabulous 
wages  were  paid.  Trees  were  cut  down. 
Men  chopped  woDd.  milked  cows,  drove 
nails  in  planks  and  pulled  them  out 
again,  did  odd  jobs  of  carpentering  or 
anything  el.se  so  that  they  might  earn 
the  $:;  or  ^;4  per  day  that  Flora  offered 
as  wages.  San  Francisco  talent  was  ob- 
tained to  make  interior  decorations  in 
the  little  house  in  which  Flora  lived. 
The  house  was  torn  down  and  rebuilt  to 
nlease  the  fastidious  taste  of  its  owner, 
but  withal  Flora  dealt  liberally  and 
easily  with  every  one  who  worked  for 
him.  The  wages  he  paid  were  fabulous 
tc  those  who  earned  them. 

The  other  Fl  ira  brothers  invested  their 
.s'hares  of  the  find  in  a  huge  engine, 
drove  an  immen.se  well,  and  planned  to 
fleliver  North  Oakland  from  the  water 
tax,  as  they  were  of  philanthropic  turns 
of  mind.  One  day  the  big  engine  be- 
came unmanageable,  flooded  the  whoio 
country  with  water,  caved  in  the  sides 
of  the  well,  and  toppled,  over  into  the 
ruins,  still  pumping  away  at  a  great 
rate.  Thus  vanished  their  share  of  the 
little  fortune.  Bert  Flora  suddenly  dis- 
covered, while  the  house  was  being 
frescoed  for  the  fourth  time,  that  he 
had  no  more  monej-.  His  mor\.ey  had 
disappeared.  He  was  one  cf  the  "gang" 
again,  along  with  his  brothers,  earning 
his  $1,25  per  day  with  a  pick  and  shovel. 
Their  taste  of  the  luxuries  whic-ti  come 
with  money  was  a  short  and  bitter 
draught.  The  only  relic  of  his  fortune 
was  a  rug  that  had  cost  him  $18.  This 
he  keeps  hanging  on  the  wall  of  his 
little  home.  No  one  is  allowed  to  touch 
it,  lest  they  come  under  the  evil  spell 
which  hovered  around  his  lost  taste  of 
wealth.  Such  was  the  good  wrought 
with  the  Flora  share  of  the  "hoodooed 
money." 

With  the  $20,000  whcih  George  Bayles 
received  as  his  share  of  the  hidden  for- 
tune, he  purchased  a  lot.  of  fine  Oriental 
chinaware,  and  went  into  the  busniess 
of  handling  it.  An  earthquake  put  an 
end  to  the  business  by  breaking  up  the 
fortune  represented  in  the  stock.  An- 
other Bayles  brother  placed  his  share 
and  his  accumulations  of  years  in  a 
"hole  in  the  ground"  that  promised 
great  returns.  The  mine  failed  to  pro- 
duce.    He  was  ruined  too. 

Among  the  laboners  at  the  Eckfell 
hou.=e  was  Jack  Williams.  Ten  thou- 
sand was  his  portion.  An  unscrupulous 
woman  got  hold  of  him  and  the  money. 
The  latter  was  all  she  cared  to  have. 
She  got  it.  His  first  and  last  adventure 
landed  him  in  jail  at  its  termination, 
penniless  and  broken-hearted.  The  wo- 
man went  to  New  York.  'Tls  said  that 
she  has  since  committed  suicide. 
Whether  it  was  because  she  got  hold  of 
a  portion  of  the  "hoodooed  money"  or 
not  is  a  question  over  which  the  curious 
can  ponder  deeply. 

Another  slice  of  the  government  buried 
treasure  went  to  Jim  Drazzle,  who  was 
"in"  on  the  deal  with  the  rest  of  the 
laborers.  He  purchased  a  schooner 
yacht  and  went  to  sea.  as  he  was  of  a 
roving  disposition.  He  sailed  on  it 
through  the  Golden  Gate  one  bright 
morning.  Never  again  did  he  return. 
Hi.^  body  and  the  remains  of  two  of  his 
men  were  washed  ashore  one  day.  What 
became  of  the  "hoodooed"  yacht,  bought 
with  the  Drazzle  share  of  the  "  hoodooed 
money,"  is  a  mystery  that  Davy  Jones 
will  have  to  answer  on  the  day  when 
the  "sea  gives  up  its  dead." 

So  ends  the  story,  or  that  portion  of 
it  which  has  been  brought  to  light.  None 
of  the  men  who  acquired  any  portion  of 
the  money  came  to  any  good  end.  Not 
one   of    them    ever    even    received    any 


i  lasting  benefits  from  it.    The  man  who  is 

•  .supposed  to  have  stolen  it  away,  for  all 

,  his  laborious  pains  and  cunning  plans 

never  received  a  penny's  worth  of  benefit 

I  from  it,  and  lived  and  died  in  excruciat- 
ing fear  that  he  migfiit  be  found  guilty 
ot  having  taken  the  money,  and  was 
afraid  to  even  tell  his  family  of  it  on  his 
deathbed. 

Those  who  found  it  saw  it  dwindle 
through  their  fingers  like  so  much  worth- 
less sand,  and  some  of  them  have  lost 
their  lives  throiigh  its  possession.  Some 
who  were  made  rfc-h  through  the  dis- 
covery are  today  patiently  urging  lag- 
ging horses  along  with  their  burden  of 
heavily  laden  drays,  some  are  swinging 
the  ax  and  others  are  trying  to  ferret 
out  the  mystery  of  a  father's  tragic 
death  at  Glencoe.  The  $2.50,000  of  good 
government  gold  is  about  the  world 
somewhere,  but  w'here  no  man  can  tell. 
Its  trail  has  branched  out  and  disap- 
peared in  the  vast  system  of  circulation, 
and  probably  the  hoodoo  is  reducec^  to  a 
minimum  power  by  rea.son  of  divergence. 
Or  perhaps  there  was  no  hoodoo  at  all: 
but  the  story  is  passing  .strange. 

AUSTRALIAN  ANIMALS. 


Although  the  horse,  hare,  rabbit  and 
other  anima'.s  introduced  into  Australia 
have  rapidly  multiplied,  and  in  several 
mstances.  as  in  the  case  of  the  rabbit, 
have  become  a  nuisance  by  reason  of  tneir 
excessive  numbers,  the  native  mammals 
are  comparatively  few;  there  are  none  of 
the  monkey  tribe,  nor  anv  of  the  thick- 
skinned  animals,  such  as  the  elephant  or 
rhinoceros,  and  none  of  the  ruminants, 
such  as  the  deer,  the  ox,  or  sheep,  the 
herds  and  flocks  which  constitute  the  pas- 
toral wealth  of  New  South  Wales  and  the 
other  Australian  colonies  being  the  des- 
cendants of  imported  stock. 

Of  native  animals,  the  marsupials  are 
the  most  numerous.  They  are  so  named 
from  the  females  having  a  pouch  (mar- 
supium)  in  which  they  carry  their  young 
There  are  said  to  be  nearly  a  hundred 
species  of  kangaroo,  those  found  in  New 
South  Wales  including  the  great  kanga- 
roo, with  a  tail  as  thick  as  a  mans  arm, 
and  the  red  kangaroo,  with  fur  of  a  oright 
orange  color.  They  live  on  vegetables, 
grass,  roots  and  fruit,  and  are  of  a  timid, 
inoffensive  nature,  but  dangerous  when 
brought  to  bay.  The  skin  makes  an  e.\- 
cellent  leather,  and  the  flesh  is  used  as 
food. 

Other  marsupials  include  various  kinds 
of  opossum;  flying  mouse,  one  of  the 
smallest  marsupials  known;  native  bear, 
resembling  bruin  only  in  name;  woiR^t. 
bandicoot  and  native  cat.  The  latter  pos- 
sesses many  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
weasel,  with  a  lightish  brown  fur,  cov- 
ered with  white  spots.  It  is  carniverous 
and  forms  the  dread  of  the  poultry  farm- 
er. The  dog  family  is  represented  by  the 
dingo,  which,  despite  its  usefulness  in 
keeping  down  the  numbers  of  marsupials, 
is  frequently  a  nest  to  pastoralists  and 
agriculturalists  alike.  Tt  is  about  the  size 
of  a  foxhound,  has  a  long  nose  and  bushy 
tail  and  resembles  a  cross  between  a  dog 
and  a  woif.  It  is  easily  tamed,  but  can- 
not be  trusted. 

In  the  less  settled  country  the  dingc)es 
will  collect  in  large  numbers  and  destroy 
sheep,  fowls,  etc:,  if  not  watched  and 
scattered,  says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  The 
flying  fox,  which  Is  the  pest  of  the  or- 
chard, forms  immense  camps  in  the  bush 
and,  when  one  is  discovered,  the  settlers 
turn  out  in  large  numbers  and  destroy 
thousands  of  the  animals.  Among  minor 
animals  are  the  bat,  land  rat  and  water 
rat.  In  New  South  Wales,  as  in  other 
parts  of  Australia,  is  found  the  duck- 
billed nlatypus.  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing of  known  animals,  forming,  as  it  does, 
a  connecting  link  between  the  bird  and 
the  mammal.  The  male  is  much  larger 
than  the  female  and  may  be  distinguished 
by  the  horny  spur  on  the  hind  f^^*  t'eing 
of  very  large  size.  The  total  lengtn  of 
the  male  is  24  inches,  while  the  female  sel- 
dom exceeds  19  inches.  In  color  the  platy- 
pus is  of  a  deep  brown  above,  and  of  a 
grayish  or  yellowish  white  below,  the  fur 
being  close  and  velvety.  The  muzzle  is

To  the  same  family  belong  the  native 
porcupines,  or  Echidnas,  which  are  also 
egg-laying,  but  differ  from  the  platypus 
in  that  the  females  carry  their  two  eggs  in 
a  pouch,  where  they  are  hatched  by  the 
warmth  of  the  body.  The  common  Echid- 
na IS  ch.M-acterized  by  having  fhe  fur 
thickly  mingled  with  spines,  which  soin" 
times  ccncea'  the  hair  "oeneath.  ihe  muz 
zle  is  prociuced  into  a  long,  cylindrical 
beaK,  wnlch,  during  no  period,  is  kn-.)wn 
to  pos'sess  eeth;  it  is  admirabiy  adapted 
to  protect  a.Jci  assist  the  worm-iike  exiet  - 
sile  tongue  The  feet  are  stout,  uiiweb- 
bed,  and  furnished  with  five  poweri't;! 
claws.     The  tail  is  short  and  conical. 

Other  nntive  mammals  are  the  Austral- 
ian sea  be^«r.  or  eared  seal;  sea  leoperd, 
whale,  poriii'isj  and  dolphin,  ali  found  <v.i 
the  coost  o"  Np.v  Si'Uth  Wales.  V/iiales 
have  always  haunted  the  coasts  of  the  col- 
ony, and  formerly  a  brisk  trade  was  car- 
ried on  in  oil  and  "whalebone.  Twofold  bay, 
about  20S  miles  south  of  Sydney,  being 
the  chief  seat  of  the  industry.  Among 
the  whalebone  whales  which  inhabit  tbt 
colonial  waters  may  be  mentioned  ftie 
southern  right  whale,  the  pigmy  whale 
and  the  sulphur  bottom;  while  of  s|)crm 
whales  there  are  several  kind.s-  Physeier 
Macrocephalus,  Mesoplodon  Layardi .  and 
Kogia  Breviceps.

WOMEN  IN  CHINA. 
A  woman's  v-alue  in  China,  says  R.  E. 
Speer,  is  as  the  mother  of  sons.  Beyond 
that  she  lives  for  the  service  of  man, 
sorhetimes  even  for  the  dead,  I  heard  of 
a  girl  who  became  engaged  and  was 
married  to  a  dead  man,  whose  parents 
did  not  think  it  right  that  he  should  be 
a  bachelor  in  the  spirit  world.  In  South 
China  there  are  in  some  places  baby 
markets,  where  infant  girls  can  be 
bought  for  50  cents  or  less.  Dr.  Martin, 
president  of  the  empress  dowager's  new 
university,  says  that  not  one  woman  out 
of  10,000  can  read  a  book  understand- 
ingly,  says  Frank  Leslie's  Popular 
Monthly.  I  asked  a  group  of  Chinese 
on:e  why  the  women  were  not  taught. 
One  replied,  "We  consider  women  in- 
ferior and  unworthy."  A  second  said, 
"The  women  are  considered  of  not  very 
great  use,"  A  third  answered,  "The 
Chinese  have  many  immoral  novels  and 
keep  women  ignorant,  so  that  they  can- 
not read  these."  A  fourth  said,  "Wo- 
man's work  is  in  the  house.  She  has  no 
business  with  anything  outside."

•There  never  was  a  man  more  vilely 
slanderetl  than  Jesse  James,'  said  Col 
Robertson.  "He  may  'lave  committed

husband,  a  good  son.  a  good  father  ani 
a  good  friend.

The  bullets  will  be  weighed  In  the  most 
delicate  apothecar.v's  scales  to  show  how 
the  friction  from  the  barrels  of  the  differ- 
ent pistols  wcuild  cause  them  to  rub  off 
metal  and  vary  in  weight,  even  to  the 
fraction  of  a  grain.  In  this  way  the  prose- 
eution  expects  to  show  beyond  the  possi- 
bility of  a  doubt  the  guilt  of  the  prisoner. 
They  exi>ect  also  to  set  up  a  new  sci- 
ence of  expert  testimony  in  murder  cases. 
In  the  next  countv  in  Massachusetts  an- 
other murder  case  is  pending  in  which  a 
budet  will  be  the  chief  evidence. 

On  the  eighth  of  October.  George  Bailey 
disappeared  from  his  home  at  Breakheart 
farm,  near  Lynn.  Nine  days  later  the 
trunk  of  a  dismembered  body  was  found 
floating  on  Bottomless  Pond,  five  miles 
awav  from  Breakheart  Farm. 

Like  the  atrocious  Guldensuppe  crime 
of  New  York,  a  few  years  ago.  the  victim 
had  been  cut  to  pieces.  The  head,  arms 
and  legs  had  been  severed  from  the  body, 
the  legs  sewed  up  separately  in  sacks  and 
sunk  in  difterent  parts  of  the  pond.  These 
were  recovered  by  dredging.  From  the 
clothing  and  general  appearance  of  the 
trunk,  the  body  was  identified  as  that  of 
Ge<irge   Bailey.  . 

His  partner,  who  had  been  living  with 
him  on  the  farm.  John  C.  Best,  was  ar- 
reste<l  on  suspicion.  Then  the  most  inr- 
jiortant   evidence   was  developed. 

The  coroner,  in  his  examination  of  the 
bodv.  found  a  44-calibpr  bullet  in  the  right 
breast.  Another  bullet  had  gone  com- 
pletely through  the  body  and  disappeared. 
With  the  bullet  which  had  been  extract- 
ed in  his  i>os.session.  a  police  detective 
started  for  the  supposed  scene  of  the  mur- 
der

No  human  eve  had  seen  a  weapon  up- 
raised, a   Hash,  and  a  victim  fall. 

But  the  bullet  had  come  back  to  tell  its 
story,  as  though  it  had  been  wrUten  upon 
in  actual  words  bv  the  hand  of  Fate. 

It  was  groved  and  majked  with  spiral 
curves. 

The  police  at  once  set  about  to  read  the 
meaning  of  those  lines. 

Was  It  not  ))ossible  that  the  bullet  had 
been  fired  from  a  pistol  in  s'Jine  other 
hand  Instead  of  from  the  rifle?  For  this 
style  of  bullet  is  adapted  for  either  pis- 
tols or  rifles. 

To  determine  this  point  a  similar  bullet 
was  fired  from  a  44-callber  Colt  nlstol,  the 
kind  of  large  revolver  In  most  general 
use. 

Another  bullet  was  fired  from  the  rifle 
found  in  Best's  house.  The  groove  marks 
of  the  riflo  and  uistol  were  found  to  be 
quite  different.  In  the  rifle  there  are  six 
broad  grooves  nearlv  an  eighth  of  an  inch 
wide  and  six  alternating  ridges  a  little 
broader. 

The  grooves  of  the  rifle  make  a  spiral 
curve  iust  two-thirds  the  way  around  in 
traversing  the  twenty-four  inciies  of  the 
barrel's  length.  These  grooves  and  curves 
are  distinctly  marked  uiion  the  bullet  fired 
fr<im  it. 

The  44-ca liber  pistol  also  has  six  grooves 

but    thev    are    much    bro.ider   and       make 

deep,    wide    ridges    alone    a    bu'let's    side.

At  the  coming  trial  they  will  produce  the 
throe  hul.eta,  by  which  they  hope  to  prove 
their  claim. 

This  will  a<ld  another  extraordinary  car,r- 
to  the  list  in  the  new  science  of  deteciiiig 
murder  by   the  markings  on  a  bullet.

These  were  ma  le  by  the  grooves  in  the 
barrel  of  the  pistol  from  which  it  was 
fired.  .     ,, 

The  target  pistol  .  has  five  shallow 
grooves  running  through  its  >i-inch  bar- 
rel. These  are  n-32  of  an  Inch  in  widtn. 
They  run  spirallv  and  make  one-half  a 
comnkte  turn  In  the  length  ol  the  bar- 
ref  .       , 

It  is  these  grooves  that  give  a  circular 
movement  to  the  bullet,  making  it  rotate 
like  a  rifle  ball,  giving  it  greater  range 
and  penetration.  The  target  pistol's  barre. 
is  nearly,  twice  the  length  of  an  ordinary 
revolver.  This  is  for  the  purpose  of  giv- 
ing the  bullet  more  rotation  and  accuracy 
of  direction. 

As  a  bullet  is  forced  through  tTie  pistol 
barrel  the  soft  lead  conforms  to  the 
ercoves  and  comes  out  distinctly  marked. 
There  are  grooves  antl  alternate  ridges 
rimoing  .engthwise  along  its  sides.  These 
conform  exactly  to  the  "bore"  or  grooving 
of  the  pistol. 

These  grooves  are  not  straight  from 
one  end  Of  the  bullet  to  the  other.  Tiiey 
followed  the  .«ame  curvatur'^  as  the  soiral 
grooves  in  the  barrel  from  which  th-^y 
have  beca  expci.eo.  In  this  way  a  bullet 
registtr-  an  uccuraif  story  of  the  kini 
of  revolver  from  which  it  was  fired.

Ingjldsby  is  in  Denver  on  the  way 
to  his  home  in  England,  say,s  a  Denver 
.special  to  the  New  York  .Sun.  He  has 
been  spending  several  months  near 
Mammoth,  on  the  Si^  Pedri^.  river,  in 
Arizona.  His  liurpifee  was  to*  enjoy  ttie 
hunting  and  make  a  collection  <if  the 
animals  and  minerals  of  the  Southwest. 
He  pitched  his  tent  in  the  canon  of  the 
San  Pedro  in  the  Santa  Catarina  moun- 
tains. 

He  had  no  neighbors  and  was  for -a 
long  time  unable  to  account  for  the  dis- 
appearance of  small  articles  thai  he  left 
l.\  i.ig  about  his  camp.

fixed  salaries  ranging  from  $.")0  to  $;'00 
a  week,  according  to  their  ability  and 
reputa'ion.  This  year  the  experiment 
of  employing  professional  comedians  and 
monologue  artists  has  been  made,  be- 
cause the  essential  qualificatian  cf  a 
spellbinder  is  ability  to  interest  and  hold 
jn  audience.

the  mood  of  his  audience  at  a  glanci    i.-^ 
the  man  who  succeeds  as  a  spellbinder. 
Such  a  one  is  a  certain  orator,  without 
much  of  a  reputation  outside  of  the  po- 
litical stump,   whi  can   hold   and  inter- 
etit    an    audience    that    would    probably 
jeer  the  greatfst  orator  in  i:ie  country. 
In  1S9G  this  man   was  making  a  speech 
for  McKinley   to  an  audience  composed 
largely  of  Populists,  and  was  discussing 
the  money  question.  -W^hen  the  speaker 
assorted   that   the   stamp    if  a   govern- 
ment  did   not   create    money,   a   farmer 
wearing  a    long  beard   jumped    up  and 
waving  a  $1  bill  in  the  air.  asked: 

"What  makes  that  bit  of  paper  money 
if  it  ain't  the  printing  done  on  it  by  I'-ie 
jji  vernment?" 

"My  friend,"  said  the  spellbinder  in- 
stantly, "suDDOse  the  government 
stamped  the  word  'hay'  on  your  v,h;s- 
kers,  w  )Uld  your  cows  eat  them?" 

The  audience  howled  with  delight:  the 
farmer  .dropped  crestfallen  into  lis  seat, 
and  the  speaker  was  not  again  interrupt- 
ed. Many  men  who  have  some  local 
reputation  as  public  speakers  fall  before 
a  strange  audience,  and  the  snellbindc'r 
who  loses  his  temper  is  doomed  it  dis- 
comfiture. It  often  happens  that  m;  n 
of  considerable  reputation  are  with- 
drawn by  campaign  managers  after 
their  first  public  speec'n  because  cf  some 
unfortunate  or  mistaken  utterance  that 
would  follow  them  wherever  they  went 
if  they  continued  on  the  stump,  says  the 
New  York  Sun. 

In  the  middle  of  the  national  cam- 
paign of  1896  one  of  the  best  and  m.j.sl 
pipular  spellbinders  employed  by  the 
Republicans  lost  !.iis  employment  and 
his  reputation  through  absent-minded- 
ness. He  was  constitutionally  and  ut- 
terly unable  to  remember  even  the  most 
inipcrtant  and  familial-  names  and  dates, 
and  it  was  his  habit  to  carry  in  the 
inside  pocket  of  his  coat  a  slii)  .if  paper 
on  which  he  had  written  names  and  fig- 
ures to  be  used  at  particular  places  in 
the  discourse.  The  speaker  was  in- 
structed to  ?.ddress  a  big  mass  meeting 
of  factory  operatives  in-  New  Jersey  one 
night.  Just  before  leaving  his  hotel  fir 
the  ferry  he  changed  coats  and  forgot 
to  transfer  his  written  list  of  namas 
and  figures  to  be  used  in  his  speech.  The 
meeting  was  in  a  big  hall  whicr.i  was 
crowded  to  the  doors  when  the  speaker 
from  nati  »nal  headquarters  was  pre- 
sented. He  did  not  kmiw  that  the  fac- 
tory employes  riresent  were  evenly  di- 
vided in  their  political  affiliations.  Be- 
lieving that  he  faced  a  symi>athetic  aud- 
ience, tfie  speaker  began  in  his  bvst 
style  to  describe  the  benefits  of  protec- 
tion and  the  gold  stanaaru.  He  warmed 
up  to  the  subject  rapidly  and  began  .in 
his  nijst  impressive  manner  the  delivery 
of  a  paragraph  of  his  popular  speech 
that  had  never  before  failed  to  arouse 
the  greatest  enthusiasm. 

"My  friends."  (he  said,  standing  close  to 
the  footlights  of  the  stage,  "one  of  the 
candidates  fir  president  this  year  is  a 
soldier,  statesman  and  patriot  whosc- 
name  will  never  be  forgotten  in  the 
homes  of  American  workingmen.

.skillful  dodging  he  got  off  the  stage 
physically  intact,  but  the  news  of  the 
blunder  reat.ied  the  two  headquai  ters. 
and  the  next  day  the  young  man  lost 
both  jobs. 

During  the  New  York  city  campaign 
of  1S97  a  club  of  deaf  mutes  sent  to  vnie 
of  the  headquarters  for  a  speaker  to  ad- 
dress a  meeting  on  a  certain  evening. 
The  managers  of  the  spellbinders  as- 
sumed that  a  man  was  wanted  who 
could  talk  a  speech  wi.iich  would  be  in- 
terpreted into  the  sign  language  by  a 
member  of  the  club.  A  message  was 
sent  to  one  of  the  best  spellbinders  in 
the  service  of  the  committee,  asking  him 
to  address  a  club  meeting  on  t'ac  night 
sjucified.  By  an  <iversight  he  was  i."l 
informed  of  the  character  of  the  clul.'. 
and  arriving  late  he  missed  the  receptioli 
committee  and  interpreter.  Findin.:^  a 
waiting  audience  and  no  ine  speaking, 
the  spellbinder  stepped  to  the  front  of 
the  stage  and.  after  a  brief  apohrgy  lor 
being  late,  began  to  speak.  He  did  his 
best.  He  was  eloquent  and  emphatic, 
humorrus  and  pathetic:  but  when  his 
best  jokes  failed  t>t  cause  a  laugh,  when 
his  mo.st  eloqufnt  phrases  were  received 
in  silence  and  his  pathcxs  provoked  faint 
smiles,  he  feit  ccld  chills  creeping  down 
his  spine.  Bracing  up.  le  went  at  them 
again.  He  raved  and  stormed  until  his 
voice  began  to  fail  and  perspiration 
poured  in  streams  from  his  face,  with- 
out provoking  a  handclap.  The  commit- 
tee and  interpreter  who  had  gone  to  iiT^et 
him  appeared  upon  the  stage  just  as  the 
spellbinder  sank  extiausted  into  a  chair. 
When  the  situation,  was  explained  to  him 
he  Wis  compelled  to  join  in  the  general 
laugh  that  followed,  and  when  rested, 
repeated  the  speech.  whicCi,  interpreted 
to  the  audience,  aroused  great  en- 
thusiasm. 

The  falsetto  voice  of  the  Hen.  Thomas 
B.  Reed  was  not  familiar  to  the  voters 
of  Indiana  when  he  entered  that  state 
in  1S96  for  a  brief  speaking  tour,  and 
his  first  meeting  survived  an  interrup- 
tion that  would  have  dismayed  the  aver- 
age spellbinder.  He  faced  a  large  aud- 
ience in  the  biggest  hail  in  the  town, 
and  there  was  perfect  silence  after  the 
first  great  outburst  cf  applause  had  sub- 
sided. 

"My  fellow-citizens."  in  the  piping 
vince  of  Reed  sounded  faint  and  far 
away,  and  a  Hoosier  who  was  hard  of 
hearing  -promptly  asked  of  a  companion 
in  a  voice  audible  all  over  the  hall:  "Is 
that  Tom?" 

"Did  you  think  it  was  the  voice  of 
Balaam?"  responded  Reed,  and  the 
rii^ple  of  half  suppressed  laugCiter  broke 
into  a  storm  of  applause. 

In  the  South  and  some  of  the  Western 
states  nearly  all  political  speaking  is  by 
joint  debate,  the  candidates  of  the  op- 
posing parties  making  a  tour  of  the 
state,  district  or  county  together  and 
dividing  time  equally.  This  arrange- 
ment insures  an  audience  composed  of 
the  voters  of  eaC.!  party,  where  votes 
may  be  gained  by  good  argument.  Dur- 
ing the  progress  of  such  debates  any 
voter  in  the  audience  is  at  liberty  to  ask 
questions  of  the  candidates,  and  the 
latter  are  expected  to  answer  without 
taking  cr  giving  offense.  The  opposir.g 
candidates,  no  matter  what  their  per- 
sonal feelings  or  relations  may  be,  are 
compelled  to  treat  each  ofaer  with  re- 
spect and  the  most  formal  courtesy  in 
the  presence  of  a  mixed  audience.  No 
matter  how  great  the  political  excite- 
ment r.ay  be.  these  joint  debates  rarely 
result  in  conflict  between  the  oppasing 
parties  or  factions,  because  the  leaders 
of  each  side  hesitate  to  be  first  to  start 
aTow  or  strike  a  blow.  The  hired  spell- 
binder is  never  employed  for  such  de- 
bates. Campaign  managers  say  that 
few  votes  are  changed  by  the  work  of 
the  spellbinders,  but  the  voters  of  ihe 
country  demand  entertainment  and  dis- 
cussion, so  the  hired  orator  has  become 
a  fixture  in  American  Politics.

MuiNamara  was  the  most  puzzled  man 
you  ever  saw.

(Be  ilie 
rock  av  Cashell,  I  wish  you'd  look  at 
him!)  What  do  you  think  av  the  six  voi- 
unteers   from   Company  A.   Major?" 

The  dog  put  his  head  on  one  side  and 
regarded  the  captain  critically,  as  if  he 
wMnie-i  to  take  in  the  full  meaning  of 
what  he  said:  then  he  turned  deliberately 
ani  inspected  us  one  after  another,  snui- 
ling  at  the  toes  of  each  man;  after  that 
he  returned  to  his  ^prmer  position, 
dropped  on  his  haunches,  cocked  his  head 
on  the  side  and  again  uttered  one  shoi . 
sharp   bark. 

'"Faith,  but  ye're  a  quare  pup."  we 
heard  the  capiain  mutter.  Thtn  he  dis- 
inis.sed  the  rest  of  the  company  and  oi 
dered  us  to  report  to  him  an  hour  after 
dark,  minus  horses  and  sabt:"s.  Ijut  with 
our  carbines  and  revolvers.  ""You're  not 
cavalrymen  thi.<  night,  my  men."  lie  .«aid. 
■"Mores  the  pity.  Vou'ie  just  .i  forlorn 
hi.!>e:  that's  all.  And  by  liie  same  token, 
there's  .^ome  of  you  who  won't  com*, 
back.  Then  he  wavetl  his  hands  and  we 
broke  ranks. 

Very  much  to  our  sui5)ris'?,  we  found, 
when  we  reported  for  duty,  that  tiierc 
Were  .•«ix  volunteers  from  each  company 
at  that  time  with  the  command:  in  other 
words,  there  were  just  forty-eight  of  us. 
all  told,  and  all  under  the  command  <t 
our  captain.  We  were  glad  of  ihat. 

••Where's  the  dog?"  asked  old  I»ia  • 
when  everything  was  ready  for  the  start. 
He  was  nowhere  to  be  seen,  and  so  two  of 
us  were  f.€nt  back  to  our  quarters  to  look 
him  up  and  tie  him  so  that  he  could  not 
sneak  after  us  But  major  couidii  t  be 
found,  and  we  .«o  reported  to  the  captain. 

'"Blast  the  beast:'  he  responded.  ""The 
pup  has  given  us  luck  ever  since  he  ha.-: 
been  here,  and  I  warned  to  know  his 
whereabouts  tonight.  Fall  in  now,  n  en. 
and  follow  me.  and  if  1  hear  a  sound 
from  any  of  you  it'll  be  bad  for  ihc  one 
who  makes  it." 

"'Well,  it's  no  use  irying  to  des'.rihf  the 
march.  The  rain  was-  driving  viown  in 
sheet.s  and  the  wind  was  howling  jver  us 
in  such  a  dreary  wav  that  there  was  not 
a  man  there  who  vvould  not  rather  iiave 
heard  the  roar  of  heavy  suns,  an<1  faced 
them  at  that:  and  we  had  to  crosj- 
swamps  where  the  watt  r  was  up  to  oui 
waists,  climb  over  fallen  tree  tops.  Hoar- 
der through  bogs  and  the  devil  knows 
what  we  didn't  have  to  eneouiU'.r  ^efore 
the  word  was  passed  back  to  hal; 

1  forgot  lo  say  Ihat  ia  addition  to  our 
arms  each  man  had  been  providtJ  with  a 
short  handled  hammer  and  a  half  a 
dozen  spikes.  It  is  needless  to  say  wiial 
they  were  for,  only  that  we  wert  c:;ptct- 
ed  to  use  them— and  we  did,  as  yuu  shal. 
see.  • 

Old  Mac  divided  us  liiio  squads,  of  six. 
and  selected  one  man  from  ea«.f.  s.|uad 
to  command  it.  He  left  our  own  boys 
where  we  were,  and  ltd  the  res'  away 
through  the  dark,  saying  that  he  wouid 
return  and  lead  us  himself,  and  that  if 
the  heavens  fell  we  were  not  to  do  or  say 
a  thing  until  he  came  bacK.  And  then 
there  was  two  hours  of  the  worse  wailing 
work  1  ever  did.  But  he  came  back  aftfr 
a  while,  and  in  whispers  told  us  a  hat  we 
had  to  do. 

In  the  dark  and  rain  ar.d  wind  we  had 
succeeded  In  flanking  the  battery  on  both 
sides,  practicallv  surronding  it,  having 
posted  the  squads  from  the  other  com- 
panies at  intervals  on  'ocun  arms  of  ihe 
place  where  we  were  waiiing.  i'''or  him- 
self and  us  he  had  selected  tne  H'orst 
place  of  all— what  he  calltJ  the  '  forlorn 
hope."  and  it  was  that,  for  wc  v  ere  di- 
rectly in  front  of  the  guns  we  vierc  ex- 
pected to  spike,  and  there  was  more  tnan 
a  •  hundred  yards  of  clear  sweeo  from 
them  upon  us  while  we  were  gt'iting  up 
the  hill  at  them.  The  signal  for  the  outer 
squads  to  charge  was  to  be  li.o  tlrst  gun 
fired  unon  us  from  the  battery,  and  it 
wa.s  like  going  to  certain  oeatii  for  us.  In 
order  that  the  rest  oi'  «!ic  boys  might  win 
the  victory.  You  see.  it  was  Old  Mac".? 
idea  that  If  the  others  held  back  until  the 
enemy  had  their  guits  trained  on  us.  and 
had  delivered  at  least  a  part  of  their 
fire,  the  other  eleven  squads  would  have  a 
fine  chance  to  rush  in  and  do  the  work 
while  the  Johnnies  were  engaged  m 
slaughtering  us.  Oh.  it  was  a  fine  plan! 

Then  came  the  order  to  advance  slowiy. 
Our  teeth  were  chattertnf  vriih  the  cold 


and  we  were  soaked  to  the  skin,  but  the 
order  warmed  us  a  bit  and  we  started 
up  the  hill. 

We  knew  that  we  <ould  not  advance 
much  further  without  being  challenged, 
and  it  was  true,  for  we  had  not  made 
more  than  ten  yards  of  the  hundred  we 
had  to  cross  before  it  came.  Old  Mac's 
reply  wa.v  to  lire  his  pistol  straight  at  liie 
jMjint  from  which  the  voice  came,  for  he 
wanted  to  dr:.w  the  fire.  Then  he  jumped 
forward    with   a    yell. 

We  spread  out  so  that  there  was  a  dozen 
or  more  feet  between  us  and  started  up 
the  hill  at  a  troi.  firing  as  we  ran.  Nobody- 
expected  to  hit  anything  hut  the  dark, 
but  we  did  expect  to  draw  the  enemy's 
fire,  and  we  succeeded,  for  we  hadn't 
covered  ten  feet  more  before  there  was  ;i 
roar  in  front  of  us.  and  the  air  was  filled 
with  bullets  and  shell.^  and  grapesho;. 
and  I  tell  you  they  .sung  a  mighty  wier<l 
song  when  they  rtew  over  our  head.s, 
which    most    of    them    did. 

Then    in    the    momentary    lull    that    fol- 
lowed I  heard  right  in  fiont  of  me— and  i 
was  close  behind  the  captain— I  heard  lin 
Major. 

••Bow-wow-wow-wow:  " 

That  was  all  that  he  said,  but  it  was 
like  an  electric  shock  to  us  all,  from  the 
captain  down.  I>its  of  stories  have  been 
toUl  about  how  strains  of  music  from  the 
band  will  cheer  faltering  troops  on  to  re- 
newed effeort.  but  nothing  ever  happened 
within  my  memory  which  had  so  much  ef- 
fect uptin  soldiers  as  did  the  barking  (><: 
that  dog.  happening  just  when  it  did.  We 
forgot  that  we  were  only  seven,  including 
the  captain;  we  might  have  been  7000  at 
that  moment,  the  way  we  started  anew 
up  that  hill:  and  all  the  while  in  front  of 
us  interspersed  l>etweeh  the  booming  oi' 
cannon  and  the  rattle  of  musket  balls 
we  could  hear  that  •'Bow-wow-wow.  bow- 
wow:" and  it  seemed  to  say,  "Come  on. 
boys!  I'm  leading  this  squad!  Bow-wow! 
Give  it  to  em!  Wow- wow-wow!  Spike 
their  guns,  boys!  Bow-wow-wow!  I  m 
with  you,  and  I'll  take  you  through: 
Come    on!     Bow-wow-wow-wow!'' 

Nobody  rememibers  much  about  the 
worst  fight  he  was  ever  in,  and.  to  tell 
the  truth,  1  don't  remember  much  about 
that  one,  only  that  1  was  through  the 
breach  right  behind  the  captain  with  that 
•"Bow-wow-wow:*  singing  In  front  of  m.c. 
1  didn't  know  whether  the  other  boy.-^ 
were  behind  us  or  not.  and  T  don't  think 
1    cared— just    then. 

The  other  squads  obeyed  orders  to  tiv 
letter,  and  that  was  why  we  were  victo- 
rious. The  enemy  thought  that  we  num- 
bered a  thousand:  at  least  that  was  whai 
the  men  whom  wc  captured  that  night 
told  us  afterward,  and  1  never  blamed 
them  for  it.  You  see,  we  struck  them 
from  every  side  at  once,  and  they  never 
thousht  that  we  would  attack  with  only 
six  men  in  each  command.  1  think  it 
was  the  only  time  that  such  a  thing  was 
ever  done   during   the   rebellion. 

But  I'm  getting  ahead  of  my  story. 
When  I  jumi>ed  through  the  breach  I 
threw  my  earbine,  stock  first,  plurup  at 
an  oillcer  who  opposed  me.  It  caught 
him  under  the  chin  and  he  wen:  down  a; 
though  he  was  shot.  I  didn't  have  a 
weapon  left  except  the  hammer  that  I 
told  .vou  about,  but  I  managed  to  eaten 
another  man  on  the  side  of  the  head  witii 
that,  and  then  I  felt  for  a  spike. 

I  got  the  |>oint  of  it  into  the  thimble 
hole  somehow,  and  struck  it  one  blow 
with  the  hammer,  and  then  something  hit 
mc  Somebody  grabbed  the  hammer  ou* 
of  my  hand  and  drove  the  spike  home,  and 
then  1  went  crazy,  or  got  dazed,  or  some- 
thing, for  1  do  not  remember  a  thing 
after  tiiat  until  1  woke  up  with  tjje  sun 
;-hining  in  my  face,  and  saw  the  dog. 
Major,  standing  over  me.  He  was  licking 
the  side  of  my  head  and  whining  like  a 
baby:  and  looking  as  human  as  any  man 
you    ever   saw. 

I  tried  to  pat  him  with  my  right  hanil. 
for  that  was  the  side  of  me  that  he  w?.s 
on.  but  I  couldn't  raise  it  to  save  mv  lift . 
Then  I  tried  it  with  the  left  one,  and  that 
worked.  Major  seemed  pleased.  He 
stoppei  whining  and  grabbed  hold  of  my 
collar  with  his  teeth.  Pretty  soon  he  le: 
go  and  began  licking  my  face  again,  and 
after  he  had  kept  that  up  for  a  few  min- 
utes he  took  hold   of  the  collar  again. 

It  sort  of  brought  me  to.  and  after  a 
while    I    tried    to    roll    over. 

Well,  when  the  dog  saw  that  he  put  hi.^ 
mouth  down  close  to  mv  ear  and  gave 
just  one  lUtle  whining  bark,  so  low  tha: 
you  couldn't  have  heard  it  ten  yartl? 
awav    and  then  he  left  me. 

1  could  se«  him  as  he  hobbled  awav. 
sort  of  dragging  his  hind  quarters  after 
him,  as  If  they  weren't  of  much  u3c.  an  J 
I  noticed  that  he  WM  covered  .With  blood, 
but,    to   tell    the   truth,    i    didn't   give    it 


much  thought  then.  I  just,  wondered 
where  1  was  and  trit^  to  remember  wliai 
had  happened,  but  for  the  life  of  me  1 
couldn't. 

It  might  have  been  tive  minutes,  or  It 
might  have  been  five  hours,  after  the 
Major  left  me  before  he  relumed,  but  he 
did  come  back,  and  when  he  came  he  was 
leading  a  horse  by  tne  long  end  of  a 
bridle  rein,  which  hati  been  cui  near  the- 
bit  on  the  other  side  by  a  bullet  or  a 
fragment  of  shell. 

Somehow— I'll  never  tell  you  how — I  got, 
hold  of  the  stirrup  and  pulled  myself  up, 
.so  that  I  succeeded  in  climbing  across 
the  back  of  the  horse.  Then  L  must  hav« 
fainted  away,  because  the  next  thing  1 
knew  I  was  lying  on  the  ground  with  a 
group  of  men  in  tattered  gray  uniforms 
standing  around  me,  and  the  uog'  was 
licking  my  face  and  whining. 

They  told  me  that  the  dog  had  led  the 
horse  with  me  lying  belly  down  across  its 
back  into  their  "lines;  arid  then  they  told 
me  that  the  dog  was  shot  through  the 
loins  and  couldn't  live.  I  cried  like  a  baby 
when   they   told   me   that. 

Oen  of  the  men  was  a  f  olotiel— I  saw  Ih.at 
f'U  his  shoulders,  and  I  begged  iiim  lo 
take  out  a  flag  and  return  the  dog  to 
the  Third  New  York  c.ivalry. 

Well,  it  wasn't  army  regulations,  and 
it  wasn't  exactly  what  I  expected,  but 
ihey  took  the  dog  and  me  both  down  the 
hill  and  waited  and,  somehow  or  other— 
I  never  did  know  exactly  how — they  made 
arrangements  so  that  I  was  exchangcif 
for  one  of  their  own  men,  and  1  and 
Major  were  sent    into  camp. 

That  is  almost  all  of  the  story.  Old 
Mac  told  me  the  rest,  and  it  was  like 
this:  The  Rebs  were  so  touched  bv  the 
devotion  and  the  fact  that  I  had  one 
minie  ball  through  my  hips  and  another 
through  m.v  lungs,  an(!l  couldn't  possHily 
get  well,  as  they  thought,  that  they  .fust 
decided  that  thev  would  change  off  me  and 
the  dog  for  an  able  bodied  soldier  of  their 
own  and  call  it  a  fair  trade.  Both  of  us 
were   as  good    as   dead. 

We  fooled  them,  for  both  of  us  recov- 
ered. 1  fought  in  many  b  skirmish  after 
that,  for  I  wasn't  half  as  badly  hurt  as 
they  supposed  I  was.  And  Major?  well 
he  didn't  have  any  use  of  his  hindquar- 
ters afterward,  but  there  wasn't  a  man 
in  the  Third  who  wouldn't  volunteer  to 
carrv  him  anywhere  he  wanted  to  go. 

His  bow-wow-wow  that  night  won  the 
hill.  Every  man  In  that  sortie  heard  it, 
and  it  affected  all  of  them  just  as  it  did 
me;  and  he  bow-wowed  for  every  one 
of  the  eight  squads  that  were  mixed  up 
in   that   midnight  fight. 

It  maybe  that  you  won't  find  an  account 
of  it  in  history,  for  such  things  aren't 
usually  mentioned,  except  in  general  re- 
T»oris.  There  were  twelve  men  out  of  the 
forty-nine— including  Old  Mac,  who  .didn't 
get  a  scratch,  although  he  was  in  the 
thickest  of  it  from  start  to  finish— who 
got  back  alive.  But  I'll  tell  you  one  thing: 
That  dog  wasn't  a  Major  any  longer:  he 
was  a  major  general;  and  there  wasn't 
a  man  in  the  Third  who  didn't  give  him 
his  full  title,  too.  He  died  like  a  soldier 
afterward.  In  Chris  Bradstreet's  arms, 
and  the  same  bullet  that  killed  him  went 
through   Chris'   heart. 

If  ever  there  was  a  mascot  for  any  reg- 
iment, that  dog  was  one.  He  ioined  us  as 
a  private,  but,  thank  God.  when  he  died 
he  was  a   major  general.

Miss  Jennie  Long,  nf  this  city,  has  re- 
turrnxl  from  u  trip  to  Nome  aiul  Is  telling 
that  women  have  a  good  chance  in  ihe 
bleak  sand  stretches  of  the  frigid  North 
to  make  money,  if  they  only  go  about  it 
in  a  practical  way.  says  a  San  Francisco 
si>ecial  to  the  St.  Louis  KeT)Ublic. 

Miss  Long  went  to  Nome  for  a  vacation 
and  to  look  the  land  over  and  see  if  she 
could  not  gather  a  little  of  the  wealth  thai 
she  had  been  told  merely  awaited  the 
pi(M»g  up  there. 

Miss  Long  says  that  when  she  reachel 
the  end  of  her  long  journey  she  found  the 
town  so  crowded  that  people  were  walking 
the  streets  at  night  because  there  were 
not  enough  places  yhere  they  could  sleej). 
Within  a  week  after  her  "arrival  she 
bought  a  tent,  and  in  a  few  days  there 
was  a  sign  hung  at  her  door  which  in- 
formed the  passing  miners  that  "home- 
made doughnuts"  were  for  sale  within. 
From  an  old  cookbook  that  had  belonged 
to  her  mother  Miss  Long  had  taken  a  re- 
ceipt for  Southern  doughnuts.  This  she 
followed  to  the  letter,  and  the  result  was 
that  she  had  five  dozen  of  the  nicest  little 
brown  cakes  that  ever  gladdened  the  eye 
of  a  hungry  man.

The  right  of  the  board  of  health  to  com- 
pel a  child  to  have  vaccination  virus  in- 
jected into  its  veins  under  penalty  of  l>eing 
barred  from  school  privileges,  will  be  test- 
ed in  the  supreme  court  of  the  sovereign 
state  of  Minnesota. 

The  adverse  decision  of  Judge  Dibell  in 
the  Henry  Ha.skins  ca.se.  has  stiffened  Du- 
luth antl-vacclnationlsts  rather  than  dis- 
couraged them.  Last  night,  to  the  number 
of  twenty-five  or  thirty,  they  met  in  the 
V.  M.  C.  A,  parlors  and  decided  to  appeal 
the  case.  J.  N.  Barncard  presided  over  the 
meeting.  Among  others  present  were  Mrs. 
Eunice  Canron,  R.  C.  Mitchell,  William 
Craig.  William  Gallic.  Henry  Haskins,  C. 
W.  Wil.son  and  B.  F.  Anderson^  who  were 
appointed  as  a  committee  by  the  chair  to 
devise  ways  and  mean!«  to  "meet  the  ex- 
pense of  going  to  the  supreme  court.  Of 
this  committee.  R.  C.  Mitchell  was  chosen 
secretary,  and  Henry  Haskins,  treasurer. 
Mr.  Barncard  consented  to  serve  as  chair- 
man. 

John  A.  Keyes,  one  of  the  attorneys  in 
the  Haskins  case,  spoke  and  said,  that,  in 
despite  of  Judge  Dibells  decision,  he  re- 
mained firmly  of  the  opinion  that  neither 
tie  board  of  health  nor  the  .school  boc-i.! 
has  the  right  to  exclude  children  because 
they  have  not  been  vaccinated.  "I  am  sat- 
isfied," he  declared,  "that  the  case  ought 
to  be  and  can  be  won  unce.-  our  statutes." 

Henry  Haskins  spoke  and  Dr.  Bowman, 
when  called  on  for  an  opinion,  said  he  did 
1  ot  think  the  school  board  would  appro- 
priate any  money  to  carry  the  case  higher, 
but  that  he  knew  of  at  least  one  member 
of  the  board  that  would  contribute  his 
.''hare.  Dr.  Bowman  said  that  he  was  pro- 
foundly sorry  for  having  vaccinated  the 
many  children  that  he  has  in  the  past. 
Smallpox,  he  averred.  Is  a  hygienic  prob- 
lem oi:d  the  chief  fight  that  can  be  m.id- 
against  it  is  a  sanitary  one.  The  vaccine 
is  a  living  germ  poison.  Vaccination  does 
not  absolutely  protect.  Dr.  Bowman  also 
narrated  the  incident  of  a  teacher  in  the 
public  schools  who  against  the  opinion  of 
her  physician,  was  declared  to  have  the 
smallpox,  when,  after  a  few  days,  it  was 
clearly  shown  that  she  had  merely  an  erup. 
lion  of  the  skin,  due  to  othor  causes  than 
sfnallpox. 

Ex-Alderman  Harwood  expressed  his 
opposition,  as  also  did  R.  C.  Mitchell.  He 
declared  the  health  officer  incompetent 
and  thought  the  community  in  a  bad  way 
when  Dr.  Robinson  can  dictate  to  (oi\Oiit\ 
people  on  a  subject  which.  In  Mr.  Mit- 
chell's opinion,  the  doctor  knew  very  little 
about.

Forfeited  Tax  Deolilon  Leaves 

County  Tex  Mattersln 

Uncertain  State. 

The  county  officers  are  just  beginning  to 
realize  what  a  real  mix-up  the  decisions 
of  the  supreme  court  have  left  malle.'s 
in  in  relation  to  forfeited  lax  matters. 
With   the  1S97  law  declared   void   and    the 

1S99  law  upheld  with  the  addition  oi  a 
sixty  days'  notice,  it  will  probably  take 
some  little  time  to  get  the  matter  straight- 
ened out. 

Count.v  Audnoi  Halden  left  today  ior 
St.  Paul,  -.viiere  he  will  attend  a  meeting 
of  the  auditor's  association  of  the  state 
While  in  St.  Paul  he  will  consult  with 
the  state  auditor  and  other  state  officers 
on  the  condition  of  tax  matters  here,  and 
will  probably  get  some  advice  as  to  the 
manner  in  wiiich  he^  shall  treat  them. 

In  all  probability  the  county,  under  ihe 
advice  of  County  Attorney  Phelps,  will 
simplify  matters  not  a  little  by  its  treat- 
ment of  the  forfeited  tax  .sale  of  1*>99,  he.d 
under  the  void  1897  law.  This  is  to  treat 
that  sale  as  not  necessarily  void,  though 
voidable.  I'nder  the  declsipn  of  the  su- 
preme court  all  sales  under  it  are  prrib- 
abl.v  void,  but  so  long  as  nobody  objects 
lo  "them  they  are  as  good  as  though  thoy 
were  not  void.  In  cases  where  owners 
bought  in  their  own  properly  there  is  no 
one  but  the  county  lo  raise  complaint, 
and  if  the  county  doee  not  do  it  the  mat- 
ter win  stand  as  it  was.  Where  ihe  pur- 
chase was  made  by  others  than  the  own- 
ers the  latter  have  a  right  to  object  and 
undoubtedly  will  object.  So  the  purchas- 
ers other  than  fee  owners  will  call  for 
their  money  back,  and  when  they  get  the 
money  back  the  original  judgments  will 
go  on  the  property,  so  if  anybody  wants 
the  property  they  will  have  to  pay  more 
than  enough  for  it  in  taxes  to  repay  the 
countv  for  what  it   has  paid  out. 

There  Is  a  possibility  that  the  county 
'nav  not  be  called  upon  for  very  mucn  re- 
funding. The  Wilson  law  provides  for 
the  refunding  of  purchase  price,  and  sub- 
sequent taxes,  penalties  and  interest  paid 
bv  the  purchaser,  with  Interest  at  the 
rata  of  3  per  cent.  But  if  the  county 
chooses  to  let  the  title  stand  in  the  owner, 
the  nurrha.ser  other  than  tne  owner  can 
probably  get  a  little  better  deal  from  the 
owner  than  the  full  taxes  will  go  on  the 
pronartv.  If  the  purchaser  gets  his  money 
back  the  full  taxes  will  go  on  the  prop- 
erty, and  the  fee-owner  will  have  to  put 
up  "a  lot  of  money  to  get  his  pre>periy 
back.  Therefore  he  can  afford  to  let  tho 
purchaser  of  the  tax  title  have  a  iittlo 
more  for  hiy  bargain  than  the  eaunty 
would  let  him  have. 

The  law  of  issi  was  declared  void,  and 
not  a  single  application  was  made  t.o  V\^ 
county  to  refnnl  .-tioney  paid  for  properly 
at    the  sale. ^^.^^_^ 


GABLE  FUSIES. 


Governor  General  VVotKi  of  Cuba  yester- 
day severed  the  official  connection  of  th'- 
Havana  Bar  association  with  the  govern- 
ment owing  to  the  taction  of  the  bar 
yesterday  In  electing  To  the  board  of  gov- 
t  mors,  five  deposed  judges  who  were 
removed  for  cause.  Hitherto  the  asso- 
( lation  has  sustained  semi-official  rela- 
tions with  the  government  and  thejboaid 
of  governors  or  execi'iive  councu  has 
had  power  to  conduct  certain  court  pro- 
ceedings.

At  the  vlo.se  of  yesterday's  se.ssion  an- 
rther  hitch  occurre<l.  Near  the  close. 
Attorney  Murray  for  the  road  submit- 
ted a  motion  for  a  cotitinuan<c  of  the 
case  fttr  sixty  days — the  same  inotiop 
whiiii  was  made  at  the  beginnin.g  of  the 
<  a.«e.  After  submitting  his  jn^ition  the 
counsel  stated  that  the  defendant  r^ta** 
ha»l  no  moip  witnesses  to  examine  at 
that  time,  ftnd  had  exhausted  .^11  the  evi 
dence  whi.  h  it  had  at  hand.

SADDLE  HORSES. 

Great  Pitience  And  Skill  Required 
to  Train  Them. 

A  saddle  hor.-ic  is  one  that  can  be  ridden 
with  a  light  hand  oit  either  the  curb  or 
sn  tftle,  or  both.  He  sht)uld  guide  by  the 
neck  be  responsive  to  heel  and  hand,  so 
that  he  can  be  readily  collected  and  made 
to  go  in  form.  A  well-trained  horse  goes 
without  pulling  or  yawing  his  head,  and 
can  walk  we'd  and  fast,  trot  iiandlly,  flex- 
ing both  knees  and  hocks  at  equal  height, 
thus  giving  ease  in  |)Oslng  and  not  tiring 
the  back.  The  horse  shou'.d  set  off  on  a 
()i:let.  easy  canter  when  asketl-any  horse 
can  gallop— and  lead  with  either  fool  at 
the  will  td"  the  rider.  If  these  i-haracleris- 
tics  can  be  formed  in  connection  with  a 
linishedc  onformation,  one  might  say  tnat

horse  can  be  properly  mouthed  and  thoi- 
oughlv  trained  in  less  than  a  .vear,  some 
reiiuiring  even  longer. 

school  his  lessons  commence  regardless  of 
of  the  best-known  horsemen  in  the  I'nitcd 
States.  It  was  recently  the  good  fortune 
of  the  writei'  to  visit  his  training  farm 
and  gain  an  insight  into  the  methods  iie 
einplo.Ns.  says  an  article  in  the  New  York 
Mail  and  Express. 

When  a  horse  lirsi  enters  this  man's 
horse  to  m.ister  is  to  change  his  b  afl  on 
any  jirevious  experience  the  horse  "may 
have  had,  with  a  plain  snaffle  bit.  Witn 
this  bit  his  jaws  are  thoroughly  flexed  and 
suppled.  s<i  that  he  responds  and  yields  to 
the  slightest  pressure  on  the  bit.  He  is 
taught  to  back  and  to  stand  while  being 
mounteii.  In  four  or  six  weeks  the  bit  and 
bridoon.  or  double  bridle,  is  put  on.  and 
the  same  lessons  are  given  over  again. 
After  the  horse  has  become  accustomed 
to  the  double  bridle  his  lessons  in  walk, 
trot   and  canter  begin. 

During  all  this  time  he  is  dally  prac- 
ticed in  backing,  one  of  the  two  hardest, 
things  to  teach  a  horse  to  do  easily  and 
quiet  l.v.  The  other  hard  lesson  tor  a 
horse  to  master  is  tocha  nge  his  lead  on 
the  canter,  right  or  left.  While  the  horse 
is  being  practiced  in  backing  he  is  also 
being  taught  to  stand  while  a  whip  is 
being  passed  over  him.  cracked  around 
his  legs  or  in   his  face. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  hor.scs 
whicli  have  always  been  mounted  from 
the  left,  or  usual  side.  become  badly 
frichtened  when  mounted  from  eithci 
side.  To  off-set  this  the  horse  is  taught 
to  stand  while  being  mounted  from  either 
side.  He  is  also  familiarized  witii  the 
umbrella.  ;in  object  he  is  sure  to  see,  and 
at  which  many  horses  become  alarmed. 

A  woman's  saddle  horse  is  tile  most  dif- 
ficult to  obtain.  h<iwever  great  a  price 
one  may  be  willing  to  pay.  because  the 
horse  must  approximate  perfection.  For, 
owing  to  the  side  seat  and  her  compara- 
tive lack  of  strength,  a  woman  has  but 
little  control  over  a  horse,  this  rendering 
it  imperative  that  her  horse  shou'.d  be  of 
even  temper,  with  great  courage  and  per- 
fect manners,  a  light  mouth  and  a  true 
and  level  trot,  so  that  she  can  post  easily 
or  lilt   close,   as   she  may  elect. 

It  is  a  mistaken  idea  tliat  beef  and  bone 
are  the  sole  es,sentlals  of  a  weight-carry- 
ing hor.se.  More  depends  on  how  the  ani- 
mal is  put  together.  The  legs  should  be 
wide  and  thin,  the  .sinews  of  whipcord 
texture,  the  shoulders  oblifpie.  with  great 
depth  of  girth  and  a  short  back.  This  kind 
of  a  horse  can  more  easily  carry  LW 
pounils  than  any  lumbering  brute. 

In  regard  to  the  advantage  of  a  wdl- 
t rained  horse  over  a  green  one,  it  is  onl.v 
neces.sary  t<i  say  that  anvone  who  rides  "a 
green  horse  does  so  at  the  risk  of  his  life 
and  limb,  and  with  great  discomfort, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  no  more  exhii- 
araung  emotion  can  be  experienced  than 
on  tne  back  of  a  well-bred,  well-trained 
saddle  horse.  He  is  not  merely  your  serv- 
ant,   but    Ijecomes    your    companion. 

WANT  NOVELTY. 
This  swiftness  of  life  and  change- 
ability of  interest  do  not  betoken  a  less- 
ening of  human  sympathy.

The  ferry  bridge  question,  the  Wesi 
Duluth  park  proHJsition  and  the  matter 
t't  providing  new  quaMers  for  the  city 
water  and  light  department  weie  among 
the  matters  that  came  up  for  the  con 
.-ideration  of  the  city  faehers  last  even- 
in  •,- 

Ore  of  the  reports  of  interest  was  that 
presented  by  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  council  to  oo.isider  the  que.^tion 
of  a  bridge  across  the  entry  to  Duluth 
harbor.  The  committee  consisted  of 
Mayor  T.  W.  Hugo.  Oscar  Mitchell, 
Thomas  Trevillion.  J.  L.  Cromwell, 
Thomas  F.  McGilvray.  The  report  was, 
on  motion,  referred  to  the  finance  com- 
mittee. After  stating  that  a  number  cf 
meetings  h?di  been  held  by  the  com- 
mittee and  considerable  attention  wis 
given  to  the  "suspended  car  transfer" 
system,  the  committee,  as  a  result  of  its 
investigation,  made  the  following  re- 
port : 

That  in  our  opinion  the  structure  is 
feasible  and  desirable,  the  only  question 
l^eing  how  to  raise  the  money  to  pay  for 
it.  Several  methods  present  themselves, 
but  neither  of  them  is  wholly  satisfac- 
tory. 

First,  legislative  sanction  might  ije 
asked,  authurizfng  the  issuing  of  bonds, 
which  would  proiiaiily  be  the  cheapest 
method,  because  the  money  would  be 
immedijitely  available.  The  city  could 
borrow,  at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  and 
the  advantages  of  ov.ning  and  operating 
a  public  v-onvenience  u  ould  accriic  tc  the 
city.  The  objection,  however,  to  th's 
plan  is  a  serious  one.  and  one  which 
seemingly  overbalances  the  favorable 
features,  and  that  is  the  inadvisability 
of  incieasing  the  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  city  for  any  purpose  at  this  tini". 
This  we  believe  lo  be  an  objection  of 
such,  a  serious  nature  that  we  do  not  ad- 
vocate it,  but  merely  mention  it  as  ouv^ 
of  the  methods. 

Second,  another  inethod  would  he  l»y 
as.sessment,  either  on  the  entire  property 
>if  the  city  of  Duluth,  under  the  supposi- 
tion that  .such  a  btidge  would  be  a  con- 
venience for  the  general  public;  or,  as- 
suming that  the  property  on  Park  Poin,. 
would  le  benefited  to  the  full  amoun' 
of  the  cost  of  the  structure,  and  that  the 
i  eople  owning  property  on  Par!;  Point 
are  willing  to  have  it  so,  assess  the  en- 
Lire  amount  on  the  property  so  benefited: 
ir,  by  the  assessment  of  a  portion  of  the 
cost  against  the  property  benefited  on 
Park  Point  and  the  balance  by  general 
assessment  over  the  rest  of  the  city:  or, 
by  a  combination  of  such  methods  of  as- 
;;essments  as  may  be  legal. 

Third,  the  money  with  which  to  con- 
struct the  bridge  might  be  secured  from 
individtwls  or  corporations  who  would 
he  willing  to  erect  such  a  structure,  the 
>"ity  making  a  contract  with  sujh  par- 
ties, in  such  terms  as  would  cover  the 
inteiest  charges  on  the  cost  of  the 
stru<;ture,  the  cost  of  operation  and  the 
payment  of  a  certain  annual  sum  which 
.ould  in  lime  wipe  lut  tie  indebtedness 
enlirtly,  and  the  bridge  be?ome  the 
property  of  the  city. 

Or.  instead  of  this  last  clause,  a  stipu- 
lation might  Ix^  made  whereby  at  an;, 
time,  for  a  previously  agreed-on  sum, 
the  city  ^'ould  buy  the  bridge  whenever 
it  had  the  money.  The  objection  to  this 
thiid  method  is,  that  it  is  in  a  measure, 
though  not  absolutely,  subversive  of  the 
principle  of  municipal  ownership;  but 
this  could  not  be  considered  in  the 
nature  of  a  franchise  given  away  or  sold, 
because  no  toll  is  to  be  charged  nor  any 
money  to  be  made  out  of  the  transaction 
except,  as  stated  above,  a  definite,  pre- 
vi(/usly  a.greed-upon  sum,  which  would 
be  a  gradually  decreasing  quantity,  and 
in  the  erd  the  liridge  would  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  city.  Oi,  it  could  lie  pur- 
chased liy  the  city  at  any  time  for  the 
previously  agreed-on  sum  of  money. 

If  either  of  the  plans  suggested  in  this 
third  section  be  adopted,  the  method  to 
pursue  would  be,  in  our  opinion,  lo  pr  -  I 
pare  general  plans  and  specifications  em-  I 
oodying  the  features     which     the     city  i\ 
agrees  on  as  being  desirable,  and  advei-  ji 
tiso    for    proposals    f.ir    furnishing      the 
same  | 

At  the  last  election  the  citizens  of  Du-  ;^ 
luth  expressed  their  wishes  in  the  matter  j 
of  free  transportation  to  Park  Point  by 
voting  strongly  for  the  propo.sition  to 
allow  the  city  to  make  a  contract  for 
.such  free  ferry.  The  amount  required 
for  this  purpose  will  probably  increase 
as  the  city  grows.  It  will  cost  more  next 
jear  than  it  did  in  the  past,  and  we  be- 
lieve that  if  this  sum  of  money,  which 
the  city  is  under  certain  obligations  to 
pay  tc  secure  this  present  free  ferry  ser- 
vice, could  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest,  operating  expenses,  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  principal  of  such  a  bridge  a.- 
we  have  in  mind,  a  plan  of  which  ac- 
jompanies  this,  we  would  not  only  have 
very  inuch  lietter  transportation  facili- 
ties on  Park  Point  at  once,  but  a  greatly 
increased  valuation  in  the  property  at 
that  place  would  follow,  thus  helping 
out  the  tax  levy.  The  inducements  for 
the  building  of  a  large  summer  hotel 
vcould  be  increased,  and  the  development

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of  that  part  of  our  city,  ^hich  would 
present  such  attractions  to  summer 
iiavelers,  be  hastened,  thus  giving  an 
impetus  to  the  general  growth  of  the 
city  at  large. 

Thi.s  bridge  will  transport  a  street  car. 
fire  engine,  teams  and  almost  anything 
that  may  be  desirable  to  transfer  across 
the  entry.  There  seems  to  be  no  objec- 
tion to  this  project,  except  that  of  rais- 
ing teh  money  to  pay  for  it;  and  while 
we  are  firmly  convinced  of  the  desira- 
bility of  adhering  to  the  principle  of 
municipal  ownership,  we  cannot  help  but 
think  that  if  we  cannot  by  any  means 
afford  lo  raise  the  money  for  the  struc- 
ture at  this  time  and  own  it  ourselves, 
this  proposition,  looking  forward  to 
eventual  ownership  is  the  next  best 
thing. 

Your  committee  has  not  gone  into  de- 
tails in  this  matter  other  than  to  say 
that  we  believe  the  total  cost  w!%uld  be 
about  $100,000.  Of  course,  governed  bV 
the  steel  market  and  the  operating  ex- 
pense, possibly  $3000.  Whether  or  not 
that  will  be  sufficient,  your  committee 
does  not  pretend  to  say.  We  have  no: 
gone  far  enough  to  be  able  to  speak  any 
more  definitely,  but  think  the  time  has 
come  to  submit  at  least  a  repoit  of  prog- 
ie.ss  and  to  ask  for  further  instructions 
from  your  honoiable  body,  as  the  next 
step  to  be  made  will  depend  upon  which 
of  these  suggeseid  plans  for  raising  the 
money  is  adopted. 

•'In  some  cases,  authority  from  the 
state  legislature  must  Ik-  received, 
while  for  others  this  is  not  necessary. 
Under  any  conditions,  the  permission  of 
congress  must  be  obtained,  and  as  the 
present  session  is  a  short  one,  very  little 
time  should  be  lost  before  deciding 
these  points  in  question. 

'Your  committee  nas  received  infor- 
mation from  several  parties  that  they 
are  willing  to  make  a  proposition  to 
build  and  operate  a  bridge  under  the 
conditions  mpntioned  above,  so  that 
your  committee  feels  warranted  in 
making  this  report  and  asking  further 
instructions." 

The  board  of  public  works  sent  in  a 
report  fixing  the  compensation  of  em- 
ployes in  that  department  with  refer- 
ence to  the  aggregate  sum  allowed.  It 
was  as  follows:  Five  foremen  at  $65  each 
per  month;  one  sewer  foreman  at  $65 
per  month:  one  foreman  of  street  sweep- 
ing at  $65  per  month;  one  inspector  of 
street  sweeping  at  $65  per  month;  two 
guards  on  the  cfnain  gang  at  $60  each 
per  month;  one  blacksmith  at  $60  per 
month:  me  clerk  at  $100  per  month.  <l'he 
board  al.so  lecommended  that  $50  per 
month  be  allowed  a  bookkeeper,  inas- 
much as  the  aggregate  sum  w'ould  still 
be  $205  less  than  that  fixed  by  t!ae  coun- 
cil.   The  report  was  referred. 

Through  the  city  engineer  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway  company  asked 
that  some  names  be  designated  to  the 
company's  slips  on  the  bay  frjnt.  The 
names  suggested  by  t'.ie  company  wore 
Minnesota  slip  and  Industrial  slip.  The 
request  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  harbors  and  docks. 

L,  N.  Case,  manager  of  the  water  and 
light  department,  sent  in  a  request  from 
the  board  of  water  and  light  commis- 
sioners  asking  that  they  be  empowered 
to  purchase  a  lot  centrally  located  and 
to  erect  a  suitable  building  thai  will 
answer  the  requirements  of  tiie  board 
for  office,  shop,  storage  and  stable  pur- 
poses. The  estimated  cost  of  the  l^^ 
and  building  is  $20,000.  The  communi- 
cation was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
water  and  I'siit. 

In  this  c mnection  of  providing  quar- 
ters for  the  water  and  light  department. 
Alderman  Neff  moved  that  the  city  en- 
gineer be  empowered  to  enter  into  con- 
tract witr.i  .some  reputable  architect  for 
plans  and  specifications  for  altering  the 
city  hall  in  such  a  way  that  the  water 
and  light  department  could  be  accom- 
modated in  that  building  with  the  other 
city  departments.  The  plans  and  speci- 
fications were  to  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  council.  After  .some  little 
discussion  as  to  the  practicability  of  any 
such  scheme,  the  motion  was  turn.ed 
down  by  a  vote  of  8  to  7. 

The  recomendation  of  the  park  iioard 
for  the"  purchase  of  forty  acres  in  13. 
49-15  for  a  park  site,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  drains,  ^  se^vers  and 
parks. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Neff  the  ooard 
of  public  works  v.as  instructed  to  ad- 
vertise for  bids  for  the  Park  Point 
ferry,  15-minute  service  up  to  from  6 
a.  m.  to  9:30  p.  m.  and  a  half-hour  ser- 
vice thereaft?r.  The  board  is  to  ask 
for  iiids  on  both  a  12  and  18-hour  ser- 
vice. 

No  action  was  taken  on  the  applica- 
tion for  a  free  employment  bureau,  as 
a  question  was  raised  regarding  the 
council's  power  to  grant  the  same.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  city  attorney 
to  investigate. 

Alderman  Cromwell's  resolution  that 
the  city  engineer  obtain  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  paving  Superior  street  with 
sheet  asphalt  from  the  east  side  of 
Fifth  avenue  east  to  Twenty-third  ave- 
nue-east, also  the  cost  01  paving  Su- 
perior street  from  Eighth  avenue  west 
to  Fifth  avenue  east  with  either  sheet 
asphalt  or  asphalt  blocks,  was  pa.=sed 
unanimously  by  the  council  with  a  little 
discussion  as  to  the  limits  of  the  pav- 
ing. 

Another  resolution  passed  was  that 
of  Alderman  Wing,  to  the  effect  that 
the  city  engineer  get  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  furnishing  in  place  wires  and 
lamps  for  electric  lights  for  Duluth 
Heights.  The  plan  calls  for  about 
seven  lights  from  the  street  car  line.

AGREEJN  NOTE 

Pekin  Envoys  Finish  Negotia- 
tions, Adopting  Conditions 
Outlined  By  Von  Bualow. 

London.  Dec.  12.— The  negotiations  of 
the  powers  in  regard  to  the  joint  China 
note  were  concluded  satisfactorily  yes- 
terday, all  agreeing  to  the  conditim.^ 
identically  as  outlined  by  Count  Von 
Buelow.  the  imperial  cf.iancellor  of  Ger- 
many. Nov.  19.  with  the  exception  of  the 
introductory  clause,  saying  the  demand^■ 
aie  itrwocablo.  which  is  eliminated.

London,  Dec.  12.— -The  newspapers  re- 
gard yesterday's  Nationalist  convention 
at  Lublin  as  a  remarkable  victory  for 
William  O'Brien,  but  comme.it  at  length 
on  the  turbulent  scenes.  The  Times 
thinks  Mr.  Redmond  must  regret  the 
c.indor  of  his  opening  speech,  wherein 
he  warned  the  audience  that  if  thii.gs 
erded  in  a  spectacle  of  rancor  and  dis- 
order the  evil  effects  would  continue  for 
a  lifetime. 

The  Daily  Chronicie.  always  sympa- 
theliL-  with  Ireland  and  home  rule,  .'iays:

Bryce  Hakes  Fierce  Attack 

on  Hilner  and  Broderick 

Warmly  Replies. 


London.  Dec.  12.— Considerable  irri- 
tation wa.s  aroused  di/fittg  today's  de- 
bate on  supply  in  the  house  of  com- 
mons. Sir  Robert  T.  Reid,  Q.  C,  Li- 
beral member  for  Dumfriesburgh. 
painted  a  gloomy  picture  of  th?  condi- 
tions in  South  Africa.  He  said  that, 
after  fourteen  months  of  war,  costing 
£.'),000,000  per  month,  anarchy  was 
pr<  valent  and  famine  inreatened  and 
this  may  bo  followed  by  a  native  up- 
rising. An  attempt  to  "place  the  colo- 
nies under  military  rule,  he  .said,  would 
imperil  the  very  existence  of  the  em- 
pire. He  thought  the  time  had  ar- 
rived for  offering  the  Boers  terms  not 
inconsistent  with  British  dominion.  All 
ideas  of  unconditional  surrender  should 
be  discarded. 

James  tiryce.  Liberal,  followed  on 
similar  lines.  He  suggested  granting 
general  amnesty  to  the-  Boers  now  in 
arms  as  legitimate  combatants.  The 
negotiations,  Mr.  Bryce  also  said, 
should  not  be  entrusted  to  Sir  Alfred 
Milncr,  who  was  the  object  of  almosi 
univeLsal  disirust,  including  at  least 
half  the  queen's  subjects  in  South 
Africa. 

Mr.  Broderick,  the  secretary  for  war, 
hotly  challenged  Mr.  Bryce's  state- 
ments regarding  Sir  Alfred   Milner. 

Sir  Ali)ert  Reid's  advice.  Mr.  Broder- 
ick asserted,  was  impracticable.  un- 
wise- and  mischievous.  The  govern- 
ment was  perfectly  willing  to  offer 
terms  for  surrender,  so  long  as  it  could 
not  be  interpreted  as  proof  of  weak- 
ness and  thereby  cause  a  prolongatio:i 
of  the  guerrilla  warfare. 

After  further  recriminations,  the  le- 
rcTt  of  supply  was  agreed  to. 

During  sutjgequent  discussion  in  com-, 
mittee  of  ways  and  means,  the  c^iancel- 
lor  of  the  exchequer.  Sir  Michael  Hicks-

Resolution  For  a  Labor  Sec- 
retary In  the  Cabinet 
Is  nUed. 


Louisville,  Ky.,  Dec.  12.— At  today's 
session  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  the  first  matter  cf  importance 
taken  up  was  the  third  clause  of  the  res- 
olutions with  reference  to  that  of  labor 
organizations.  Upon  this  matter  tiiy 
convention  adopted  a  declaration  recom- 
mending to  all  afl^liated  unions,  who.ee 
tiadc  or  calling  is  pursued  in  Porto 
Rico,  that  they  take  prompt  action  for 
the  purpose  of  dis.seminating  informa- 
tion in  Porto  Rico  necessary  to  give  the 
Porto  Ri<ans  opportunity  to  become 
allied  with  national  or  international 
trade  a.=;socialions  in  America.  It  was 
also  recommended  that  the  American 
national  unions  have  their  constitutions 
translated  into  the  Spanish  langaiaKe, 
and  that  in  the  incomin.g  council  .;f  the 
Federation  of  Lalxir  action  will  be  taken 
as  to  the  labor  movement  in  Port  1  Hico. 
An  appropriation  of  $3000  was  made  IJ 
cany  this  resolution  into  effect.

MICHIGAN  SOLQNS  MEET. 

Leglslaturo  Convenes  to  Consider 
Change  in  Corporation  Taxes. 

l^ansing,  Mich.,  Dec.  12.— For  the  third 
time  in  two  years,  the  state  legislature 
convened  here  today  in  special  session, 
called  by  Governor  Plngree.  Consideration 
of  a  measure  taxing  railways,  telephone 
and  telegraph  companies,  express  compan- 
ies, and  other  forms  of  c-orporaie  property 
on  the  cash  value  of  their  property  instead 
of  specifically  upon  their  earnings,  as  un- 
der the  present  law,  is  the  object  of  the 
session. 

In  his  message  to  the  legislature.  Gov- 
ernor Pingree  urges,  in  explaining  his 
reason.s  for  calling  the  special  ses-sion. 
that  this  legislature  is  more  familiar 
with  the  subject  of  taxation  ihan  the  next 
legislature  will  be;  that,  therefore,  the 
debate  need  only  relate  to  the  provisions

Coal  Was  Followed  By 

General  Rally. 


New  York,  Dec.  22.— General  strength 
was  displayed  in  the  opening  dealings;  of 
the  stock  market.  The  demand  was  large, 
blocks  of  lOOtJ  shares  changing  hands  in  the 
leading  stocks.  Gains  in  the  general  rail- 
way list  were  of  a  uniform  fraction  and  ac- 
centuated by  higher  ])rices  for  interna- 
tional stocks  abroad.  Norfolk  &  Western 
exceptionally  rose  I'i.  In  the  specialties. 
Rubber  rose  IV*.  the  pfd,  2  points,  and  Ten- 
nessee Coal,  1%. 

Profit-taking  sales  after  the  opening  pre- 
vented the  most  active  stocks  from  contin- 
uing their  rise,  but  the  demand  was  suf- 
ficient to  hold  most  of  them  pretty  steady 
at  the  opening  level.  I'nusual  activity 
prevailed  in  the  coal  stocks  and  Ontario  it 
Western  forged  itp  to  27V2  and  Erie  second 
pfd  to  30.  Meanwhile,  there  were  import- 
ant gains  recorded  in  man.v  of  the  usuall.v 
inactive  stocks,  including  Mobile  &  Ohio. 
New  York,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  first  pfd. 
Fiio  Grande-U'estern,  Omaha  &  Coloraclo. 
Southern  first  pfd  and  I^ik.-  Erie  &  West- 
ern and  Western  liiion.  The  metal  grouj) 
showed  marked  irregularity.  Federal  Stetl 
and  Smelting  falling  below  yesterdays 
close,  while  Tin  Plate  imjiroved  IVi-.  Later 
selling  of  the  tractions  and  Suga"r  had  a 
slight  influence  on  the  market,  but  a  sub- 
seciuenr  movement  of  the  .grangers  led  by 
Burlington  caused  prices  to  mend  some- 
what towards  11  o'clock. 

Speculative  interest  was  kept  constantly 
shitting  from  one  .i;roup  of  stocks  to  an- 
other, but  the  general  demand  was  large.

Followin.g 
this,  the  ir(jn  and  steel  stocks  became  the 
leaders.  Steel  &  Wire  rising  2'/^  to  45,  Tin 
Plate.  2%,  and  Tennessee  Coal  and  Federal 
Steel  I'/i.  The  coalers,  outside  of  Delaware 
tk  Hudson  and  the  Southern  stocks,  fell  off 
from  the  best  prices.  Shortly  before  noon. 
Sugar  was  marked  up  to  127'>2,  People's  Gas 
toucher  par  and  the  entire  market  gave 
more  evhlence  of  strength.  There  was  a 
very  heavy  demand  for  Reading  4s  and 
Kansas  &  Texas  2s,  under  which  they  rose 
a  point.  The  market  otherwise  was  irregu- 
lar. 

A  violent  break  of  4%  in  Tennessee  Coa.. 
umlermined  thw  strength  of  the  getteral 
market  and  prices  went  off  all  around.  In 
the  specialtiei*,  s.vnipathie  losses  of  from  1 
to  i''.2  were  made,  with  Tin  Plate  the  chief 
sufte'rer.  Mostly  all  the  leading  railroad 
stocks  gave  way  about  a  point.  Covering 
by  the  shorts  cauf^ed  a  general  rally  ex- 
lending  2  points  in  Tennessee  Coal.  The 
market  closed  active  and  strong.

Chicago,  Dec.  12.— By  a  decision  of 
Judges  Tuley,  Dunne  and  Waterman  of 
the  circuit  court  today,  .section  1  of  the 
anti-trust  law  of  Illinois,  which  defines 
what  constitutes  a  trust  or  commissi. )n 
in  restraint  of  trade,  is  declared  uneo'? 
siitutional.  Other  sections  of  the  lav.' 
compelling  corporations  to  file  aflldavit.? 
annually  with  the  secretary  of  state  that 
they  are  in  no  way  connected  with 
trusts  or  illegal  commissions,  and  pr.>- 
vicl'ing  for  a  fine  of  50  for  refusal  to  file 
such  affidavit,  are  sustained  by  the 
court. 

Cases  against  over  800  Illinois  corpor- 
ations, whLh  have  refused  to  file  affi- 
davits with  the  secretary  of  state,  are 
affected  by  today's  decision  of  the  co'.irt. 

The  court,  in  rendering  its  decision, 
overruled  the  demurrers  of  the  defend- 
ants and  held  the  anti-trust  laws  valid 
in  the  point  at  issue. 

The  decision  of  the  court  in  respect  •. o 
section  1.  however,  is  regarded  b>  the  ai- 
torney.s  for  the  defense  as  a  distinct  vi:- 
toiy  for  the  corporations,  and  is  lookel 
upon  as  nullifying  the  anti-trust  laws  of 
the  state  In  its  most  vital  part.

administered,  and  to  such  general  satis- 
faction that  there  has  been  no  lasting 
criticism. 

"The  capital  of  the  nation  claims  the  al- 
legiance of  the  citizen  of  every  other  citv. 
even  above  that  which  he  ^ives  to  his 
own  city.  This  Is  recognized  In  the  grow- 
ing desire  of  our  countrymen  everywher<^ 
that  the  reels  of  the  national  capital  shall 
be  generously  met."

was  made  to  political  shrewdness  dis- 
played by  Hamilton  and  Jefferson  In  con- 
nection with  its  final  location.  Ilamiltons 
linanclal  measure  for  the  assumption  by 
the  nation  of  the  debts  incurred  by  the 
states  Inr  maintaining  the  revolutionary 
war  had  faiied,  Hamilton,  believing  tliat 
the  very  existence  of  the  I'nion  tlepended 
upon  its  reconsideration  and  passage,  was 
mailing  strenuous  endeavors  to  accom- 
plish that  result.  Virginia  and  the  South 
had  voted  against  it.  Hamilton  proposed 
a  compromise.  Jefferson  snould  help  pass 
•he  assumption  act  and  Hamilton,  as  a 
quid-pro  quo,  should  bring  over  enough 
votes  to  put  through  the  act  locating  the 
st*at  of  government  on  the  Potomac.  How 
this  was  brought  about  Mr.  Payne  in  Jef- 
ferson's own  words  added: 

"This  incident  removed  some  of  the 
g.amour  which  time  has  thrown  over  the 
acts  of  the  fathers  and  reveals  them  to 
us  as  human  beings,  no  belter  than  the 
plain  men  of  today.  Surely  It  is  not  the 
highest  type  of  legislative  integrity  that 
characterizes  this  historical  episode,  but 
we  can  forget  this  bit  of  "log-rolling' 
when  we  reflect  that  it  saved  a  threatened 
rupture  of  the  Union." 

Senator  Louis  K  McComas,  of  Mary- 
land, in  a  brief  address,  sketched  the 
"History  of  the  First  Century  of  the  Na- 
tional Capitol."  He  drew  a  picture  af  the 
scene  of  Capitol  Hill  one  hundred  years 
ago,  when  President  Adams  tlrst  visited 
the  place;  spoke  of  the  capital  city's  un- 
certain growth,  the  demand  for  its  remov- 
al, and  Hnally,  after  the  civil  war,  the 
drawing  of  a  day  of  fultillment.  He  closed 
as   follows: 

"In  the  paved  streets  and  avenues,  dec- 
orated with  homes  and  churches  which 
are  triumphs  of  architecture;  In  the  open 
areas,  bright  with  flowers  and  fountains; 
in  the  circles  and  parks,  adorned  with 
statuary  and  monuments  of  our  hero<?s 
on  land  and  sea,  of  men  of  science  and 
letters,  of  our  statesmen  and  jurists  in 
the  long  succession  of  stately  public  build- 
ings,    in     the    gorgeous    consuls'     library, 

letters:    in       yonder 


grandeur;  In  this  capitol,  on  whose  first 
cornerstone,  the  founder  of  the  city  laid 
his  hand,  this,  already  the  noblest  struc- 
ture In  the  world,  yet  .destined  to  be  fa- 
miliar within,  grander  without,  in  all 
these  crowning  glories  of  the  fairest  of 
all  cities,  our  countrymen  acclaim  Wash- 
ington their  Delphi,  their  Mecca.  We 
cherish  it,  noj  for  the  beauty  of  the  now- 
populous  citv  alone,  but  by  the  common 
s>Tnpathy  that  draws  all  Americans  to 
this  spot  dedicated  to  the  republic.  Each 
generation  has  added  new  interests  which 
touch  the  imagination,  new  historic  as- 
sociations which  stir  American  pride. 
Washington  Is  linked  with  the  memories 
of  the  wise  and  valiant  of  our  race  and 
Mood   now  departed." 

"The  future  of  the  United  States  and  its 
Capital,"  was  the  topic  assigned  to  Sen- 
ator John  W.  Daniel,  of  Virginia.  The 
senator's  address  was  largely  an  eloquent 
and  patriotic  essay.  Ancient  history,  he 
said,  had  no  precedetit  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  modern  history  has 
no  parallel.  The  I'nited  States  contains 
the  most  diversified  and  assimilative  ele- 
ments that  ever  composed  a  great  nation. 
Our  domain  Is  the  best  located.  Our 
longevity  projects  Itself  to  the  farthest 
reach  of  human  speculation  and  the  future 
Is  gorgeous  with  every  sign  of  hope  and 
courage. 

The  senator  referred  to  the  hearty  feel- 
ings of  friendship  the  people  have  for 
each  other:  to  the  valor  of  the  AmeHcan 
soldier,  and  to  the  strength  of  our  elec- 
toral system  as  exhibited  by  the  exp«ri- 
I  ence  or  haif  a  century.     Our  only  strife 


world,"  said  the  senator.  "If  our  prob- 
lems be  mighty,  they  grow  out  of  our 
might  and  have  the  mighty  men  to  deal 
with   them." 

Kind  words  were  Uttered  by  the  senator 
liii  behalf  of  the  proposed  enlargement  of 
the  White  House  and  an  eloquent  plea 
was  made  for  a  new  building  lor  the 
patent  office,  to  stand  on  Capitol  Hih. 
lacing  the  senate  hall  as  a  companion 
pier  to  the  congressional  library. 

The  other  events  of  the  day  were  a 
larade  from  the  White  House  to  the 
capitol,  participated  in  by  the  presi- 
dent and  other  dignitaries  and  visiting 
and  district  militia,  and  joint  exorcises 
by  the  senate  and  house  in  the  hall  of 
the  house  of  representatives. 

Tonight  a  reception  will, be  tendered 
the  governors  of  the  states  and  terri- 
tories at  the  Corcoran  .gallery  of  art. 


WILL  60  TO  IFBiCA, 

New  Governor  off  Otrman  Colonies 
Has  American  WIffe. 

Washington,  Dec.  12.— Count  Goetzen, 
recently  military  attache  at  the  Ger- 
man embassy  in  Washington,  has  just 


been  appointed  imperial  governor  gen- 
eral of  the  German  colonies  in  East 
Africa.  While  in  serevice  here  Count 
Goetzen  married  Mrs.  William  Lay,  one 
Of  the  reigning  belles  of  the  capital, 
and  by  many  considered  the  most  beau- 
tiful woman  in  Washington.  Her  hus- 
band belonged  to  a  famous  Southern 
family  and  his  brother  is  now  in  the 
consular  service.  The  German  pro- 
tectorate in  East  Africa  has  a  coast  line 
of  620  miles,  an  area  of  384,000  square 
miles  and  includes  a  portion  of  Zanzi- 
bar. The  population  is  estimated  at 
8,000,000  natives  and  about  1000  foreign- 
ers, mostly  Germans.  The  country  is 
being  rapidly  developed,  for  the  Ger- 
man government  is  encouraging  com- 
mercial enterprise  and  immigration  l»y 
bounties  and  subsidies.  The  principal 
town  is  Bagamoyo,  where  Count  Goet- 
zen  will   make  his  headquarters. 

The  attaches  of  the  German  embassy 
are  in  the  habit  of  marrying  American 
girls.  The  wife  of  Baron  von  Kette- 
ler,  who  was  killed  in  China,  was  one, 
and  the  Countess  Goetzen  intends  to  ac- 
company her  husband  to  Africa.

Developments  of  irrigation  have  pro- 
ceeded almost  wholly  along  the  lines  of 
■  •uiMing  small  individual  or  ci»-o[>er- 
alive  ditches.       The  opportixnities       for 

•  xt-nding  and  multiplying  these  are. 
however,  limited,  as  the  lands  most 
easily  accessible  for  water  supply  have 
pas.sed  int"»  the  possession  of  indi- 
viduals. There  remain  large  bodies  of 
public  lam!  for  which  water  can  be  ob- 
tained only  at  great  expense,  although 
tile  cost  per  acre  may  not  exceed  that 
"I"  th  •  small  systems.  Ftirther  exten- 
sion of  the  irrigable  area  depends  upon 
the  building  of  great  storage  reservoirs 


and  of  canals  to  lake  water  from  the 
large  riveis.  Progress  in  the  con- 
.-^truction  t>f  these  large  works  of  recla- 
mation has  <'ome  practically  to  a  stand- 
still, as  it  has  befii  fourd  by  experient  • 
and  sh(»wn  by  statistics  thai  these  r. - 
clamation  works  are  not  a  source  of 
individual  pnifit.  Capital  hn^  been  ir-- 
duced  to  undertake  the  construction  of 
such  woiks  in  different  parts  <if  th>' 
West,  but  almost  without  exci^plioii 
the.«e  have  been  financial  failures.  whiT- 
the  small  co-operative  ditches  built  by 
th'-  land  owners  hav.'.  on  the  other 
hand,  been  of  great  advantage  to  the 
communities  and  to  the  states,  as  well 
as  to  th«-  nation,  but  it  is  improbable 
th;it  investors  vviil  continue  these  as 
philanthropie  ei;t(:rpri.«es.  The  causd 
of  financial  failuie  with  these  largi- 
uorks  has  been  the  fact  that  the  uwn- 
■  rs  can  not  secure  to  themselves  the 
iiictease  in  value  which  lias  accrued  di- 
tictly  or  indirectly  through  the  build- 
ing of  the  works.  In  some  rcRfterts 
th»'  ca.se  is  comparable  to  that  of  a 
•  ity  whose  harbor  has  been  improved. 
Th-  land  values  ate  increased.  l»ut  thi- 
woik.  if  (-arried  on  by  private  enter- 
prii^es.  may  not  be  remunerative  to  the 
builders. 

The  im|)ortunce  of  providing,  through 
wise  administration,  the  opportunities 
for  homes  for  many  millions  of  citizens 
is  so  great  that  some  steps  should  b  • 
taken  toward  completing  our  knowl- 
edge of  the  extent  to  which  the  arid 
lands  niav  be  redeemed,  and  putting 
this  knowledge  to  practical  application. 
As  u  step  in   this  direction  the  recom- 


mendation lias  been  made  that  the 
amount  allotted  for  work  of  this  char- 
acter under  the  geological  survey  be  in- 
cerased  considerabl\ .  As  a  further 
step  a  t-om mission,  lomposed  of  experts 
now  engag.^d  in  various  lines  of  exam- 
ination of  water  and  forest  resources, 
shiiuld  be  formed,  to  assemble  and  tli- 
.sesi  ihe  data  acquired  by  the  various 
bureaus,  and  present  these  recomnieiid- 
ati»ins  to  congress.  The  question  of  ir- 
rigation has  pa.ssed  beyond  the  experi- 
mental stage,  and  both  theory  and 
practice  have  demonstrated  the  neces- 
sity of  the  reclamation  of  the  vast 
quantities  of  arid  land  now  neglected, 
which,  as  was  once  said  about  Aus- 
tralia, will,  -jf  tickled  with  a  straw  be 
taught  to  laugh  a  iiarvest.'  the  straw 
in  this  ii:stancc  being  water.  Tlie  es- 
tablishment of  a  division  having  charge 
of  matters  relating  to  irrigation  is  now 
under    con.»jideratlon.

COMMONS  voire  ESTIMATE. 

Siitain  Million  Pounds  to  Closo  a 
Finisbid  War. 

London.  Det .  11'.— The  house  of  com- 
nions  votetl  £16,000,000  to  carry-  on  a  war 
which  Lord  RoUrts  has  officially  an- 
n-  uncetl  as  •finished."  at  full  scale  (ost 
for  another  three  months  in  the  listless 
manner  chaiactensti(-  of  its  jjioceedings 
when  dealing  with  rtnan»e,  and  with  a 
careful  avoidajice  of  what  might  turn 
out  to  be  unjustifiable  hopefulness. 

The  .secretary  of  state  for  war, 
William  i5t.  John  Mruderick.  adTuitfe*! 
that  the  goveinmenfs  exi>e<tation.s  had 
been  over  sanguine,  and  it  is  anticipat- 
ed that  the  expenditure  to  March  ;'.l 
would  be  little  short  of  the  outlay  for 
the  whole  year.  He  added  that  the 
government's  i)olicy  was  to  pursue  the 
waj*  with  the  strongest  i)ossil»le  force 
and  a  continuous  stream  of  supplies,  ?■■■ 
that  peace  may  the  more  quickly  be 
achieved.  Mr.  Broderick  added  that  he 
believed  that  the  government  was  now 
asking  for  the  final  sum  required  fur 
this  abnormal  war. 

Sir  William  Vernon  Harcourt.  the 
Liberal  leader,  exiuessed  the  opinion 
that  the  ^ouse  had  not  heard  a  more  dis- 
tressing      confession.      Although       his 


original  opinion  of  the  circumstances 
leading  to  the  unhapp.v  war  was  not 
altered,  he  would  ol)|>'jbe  the  vote.

Hichborn  to  a  congressional  committee, 
that  the  shin?  for  the  navy  now  under 
construction  represent  a  total  expenTli- 
ture  of  $21,000,000.  was  probably  a  sur- 
prise to  many  peopK^,  who  have  not 
paid  much  attention  to  the  large  addi- 
tions to  our  navy  for  which  contracts 
have  been  made.  This  sum.  of  cour.«e, 
does  not  include  the  warships  for  build- 
ing which  bid?  were  openetl  at  the  navy 
department  in  Washington  last  week. 
It  was  the  largest  order  for  warships 
ever  given  out  at  one  time. 

With  the  fiv'  new  battleships  and 
the  six  armored  cruisers  which  are  to  be 
added  to  our  "sea  i>ower,"  the  navy  of 
the  I'nited  States  will  receive  valuable 
accessions  indeed.  Three  of  the  battle- 
•ships  are  to  be  sheathed  and  coppered, 
and  will  carry  8Ui)erimposed  turr;Hs; 
the  remaining  two  will  prol)able  be  un- 
sheathed and  will  carry  turrets  con- 
structed on  the  "quadilateral  plan."  A 
speed  of  at  bast  nineteen  and  a  half 
kinds  an  hour  will  Ite  required  of  all 
the  new  battleships  i>efore  being  ac- 
cepted  by   the  Kovernineiit. 

As  regards  the  si.x  armored  cruisers, 
three  sheathed  and  three  unsheathed, 
it  is  countecf  upon  wiih  confidence  by 
Secretary  Long  and  his  suborlinate  ofti- 
eials  that  they  will  be  fleeter  than 
<  ruisers  of  any  foreign  land,  whil  '  com- 
bining in  their  construction  many  id 
the  qualities  usually  realized  in  battle- 
ships only.  Great  attention  has  been 
paid  to  every  detail  that  will  count  in 
favor  of  speed,  battery  strength  and 
protection. 

No  one  desires  the  I'nited  .Stat  s  lo 
engage  in  war  for  wars  sake,  or  for 
any  reason  except  that  of  the  nations 
honor,  but  every  one  will  l>e  pleased 
to  know  we  have  a  powerful  navy  to  de- 
fend American  rights,  whenever  and 
wherever  assailed.  A  strong  navy 
may  be  the  b?st  guarantee  of  pe.tce.

Washington,  Dec.  12.— The  .<enale  yes- 
terday afternoon  took  up  the  ship 
sul.'tiijy  bill,  and  Mr.  Clay,  of  Ge^n'gia, 
spoke  against  it. 

In  beginning,  Mr.  flay  contended  that 
the  iironiotion  of  commerce  and  the  in- 
creasing of  foreign  trade  of  the  United 
States,  two  of  the  most  important  olijecis 
of  the  i)resent  measure,  would  not  fol- 
low the  enacmieiit  of  the  bill  into  law.

Mr.  <'lay  entered  njion  an  analvsis  of 
the  pending  measure.  He  i>niiile.l  out 
thai  an  additional  amount  was  j»aid 
owners  of  vessels  of  greater  specti,  re- 
gardless of  freight  caiiaciiy.  He  said 
•that  th«  subsidy  l<i  be  given  ves.><els  up 
to  twelve  knots,  which  arc  really  our 
great  freight  carriers  is  onlv  P^'cenis 
per  gross  ton.  while  the  subside  given  to 
a  fast  sieamei,  which  carries  chietiv  pas- 
sengers and  till!'  manufactured  goods,  is 
:'.  s-lo  cents  per  ton  for  a  2'i-knot  speed." 
Thus  It  would  appear,  he  contended,  ih.ti 
the  12-knot  ve.ssel.  which  reallv  carried 
tile  products  of  the  counlrv.  would  receive 
only  ;i  little  more  than  one-ihird  of  the 
subsidy  paid  to  the  fast  passenger  steam- 
ers. 

He  elaborated  what  he  deemed  to  ije  liie 
;in.jusiice  ainl  iue<iiialiiy"  of  the  measure 
in  this  respect.  j»resenting  a  compari.son 
ol  cargoes  carried  bv  the  St.  Paul,  a 
swift  steamer  of  the  American  line,  and 
of  the  Manhattan.  one  of  the  great 
freighters  of  the  Atlantic  Transportation 
eoiupany.  The  cf>mi)aris<ui  showed  that 
the  Manhaitan,  a  H-knot  ship,  carried 
immense  (piantities  of  agricultural  and 
m;iniitartnred  iiroducts.  while  the  St. 
Paul  carried  practically  no  manufactuit  s 
or  products  of  any  kind,  yet,  contended 
Mr.  c'lay.  the  Manhattan  will  receive 
little  mo2-»^  than  one-third  of  the  subside 
gi\en  to  the  St.  Paul. 

"How  thn.sc  who  favor  this  mea.«urc." 
he  declared,  "which  di«nates  annuailv  to 
the  St.  Paul  more  than  .tVio.txiO  can  main- 
tain that  the  farmers  and  i»rodu<'ers  ol 
the  country  are  the  principal  bineliciarie.. 
of  this  bill.  i>.isseg  inv  compreheiisiai.  1 
un  lilt  sill  j»i:i.-*ed  that,  at  the  hearings 
before  the  committee,  not  a  sinsle  farm- 
er Ol-  iirodncer  .-ipiieaied  to  advoc.ile  me 
Iiassage  Ol'  the  Itill;  and  I  am  le.L  sur- 
prised that  the  shii)own»  rs  alone  monopo- 
lized the  time  of  the  cmmittee  in  jtoinl- 
ing  i.nt  the  lieneiits  that  would  accrue  to 
the  country  from  the  iiassage  of  the  bib 
.\n  an.tlysis  of  thr  bill  will  demonstraM 
tiiat  they  alone  are  the  iH-nehciaries  o' 
this    Irgislation." 

Mr.  Clay  contended  ihat  th<'  greater 
I'ari  of  the  exports  of  the  Inited  Stales 
were  carried  in  steamers  of  less  ih.iu 
eleven  knots  speed  and  that  it  was  not. 
therefore,  witlun  the  bounds  of  rea.-iun  or 
.instice  that  fast  vessels,  which  carrie.. 
onlv  a  small  itercentage  of  the  exports, 
should  receive  the  sreat  bulk  of  the  sub- 
si'l>-..  Mr.  I'lay  ri<licu:cd  the  jiroposiiioa 
lai.l  down  in  tlie  ma.ioriiv  report  of  the 
commehe  committee  on  the  bill  tliat  ti.e 
•  laictment  ,,{  the  measure  into  law  won!  1 
be  of  greater  benelit  to  the  agricultural 
iiueiests  of  the  coiimry  than  it  would  be 
to  the  sipbuildiiiK  and  shipowning  states. 
-Mr.  flay  maiiuaiiied  ih.it  the  bill  as  fnr- 
mulatf-d  lie  the  lommittee  would  not  tend 
to  increa.si-  the  merchant  m.iriiie  of  the 
I'nited  States. 

"If.  "  said  he.  "senators  will  examine  the 
lestimon.v  t.ikeii  bcfon  ihe  committee,  the 
euiHlnsion  will  Ix-  reached  that  the  ship- 
owners have  a  thoroush  orcaiiizaiion  to 
earry  through  this  legislation.  Thev  are 
trying  to  secure  legislation  that  wiil  en- 
able ihem  to  go  into  the  public  treasurv 
and  draw  J!».(KHt.iK»i»  annuailv  to  .tiivid'c 
among   themselves. 

"If  it  be  the  side  luirpose  of  the  friends  ot 
this  measure  to  en<'ourage  the  bniUlinitr  of 
shiiis  ami  to  enl.irge  our  meicliant  maiiiie 
wh.v  is  it  nece.sary  to  l)ay  the  bulk  of  tliis 
subsid.v  to  the  owners  of  shijis  alrtad.v  in 
existence  without  re(iuiring  tliem  to  baiid 
aiKl  put  in  use  other  ships  of  a  similar 
character" 

"if  those  who  favor  this  are  acting  in 
irood  faitli.  why  did  they  not  provide  that 
ihe  subsidy  shall  be  iiaid  to  those  who 
Will   buibl  ships  h'-reaftcr?" 

-Mr.  flay  maintained  ;hat  provision  of 
the  bill  which  enables  -American  owners  oi 
loreign  vessels  to  place  those  vess«'ls  under 
American  register  on  condition  :hat  thev 
(ontract  in  American  shipyards  for  vessels 
of  like  tonnage  and  spe.-d.  would  not  in- 
crea.xe  the  merchant  marine.  He  said  that, 
inasmuch  as  these  owners  of  fi)r<-!<.rn  Ves- 
sfls  brought  nnd<r  the  American  flag 
Would  receive  only  .".<•  )>rr  cent  of  the  sub- 
sidy iirovided  in  the  Mil  for  American  Vf  s- 
.-els.  they  could  iioi  afford  to  <ome  into 
comj)etition  v.ith  those  shijis  which  are 
low  under  American'register. 

He  vigorousl.v  attacked  the  ameiiftineMts 
which  had  been  made  to  the  Idll  since  the 
present  session  of  congress  began  and 
liresented  a  long  technical  argument  in 
support  of  his  assertion  that  they  had  been 
mad,,  in  the  interests  of  a  favor«d  cla.ss 
of  shii>  builders.  He  held  that,  as  only 
ships  coMstiucted  within  the  time  specified 
Iry  the  bill  cf>uld  enjoy  the  suh.sidy.  it 
would  bo  Impossible  for  capitislists  to  i)uild 
new  shi|>s  after  the  lap.>*e  of  the  siiecltied 
period  to  compete  with  the  subsidize<l  ves- 
sels. 

"An  American  marine  built  up  in  this 
way,  "  declared  Mr.  flay,  "will  md  remain 
jiig  at  a  maximum  point,  hut  will  de- 
<rease  and  go  to  deca.\  as  soon  as  the 
boinu.x'  ceases.  If  inoiie.v  must  be  taken 
from  the  treasury  to  give  life  and  growili 
to  our  shipidng  interests,  it  would  be  es- 
sential to  eontiiuje  111!'  bounty  system; 
otherwise,  retrogression,  failure  and  ruin 
will  follow.  '

The  men 
who  are  looking  for  laboi-ers  come  to 
such  labor  eetners  as  Duluth  and  talk 
the  matter  ovei-  with  those  that  aTv^ 
likelv  to  like  that  kind  of  work.  The 
work  is  explained,  information  is  gi\en 
as  to  the  amouni  of  wages  iMid  and  the 
men  are  told  where  they  will  very  lik.-ly 
Mild  work  if  they  care  to  go  to  the  min- 
ing distriet.  Ky  this  means  it  is 
elainied  that  no  contract  for  labor  is 
made  and  tlie  j)rovisions  of  the  Canu 
iliai:  conlract  labor  law  aiv  in  no  way 
infringed  on.  Kurth.^rmore,  it  is 
elalmed  that  the  agents  here  for  mci 
agr«-e  to  pay  one-half  fare  to  ISritish 
Columbia.        If    this    is    true,    it    w  )uld 

<  ost  the  men  going  to  the  woik  about 
$ir>.  It  is  undeislood  that  several 
West  Luluthiai.s  look  favorably  on  the 
project  and  expect  to  leave  sqon  for  the 
Rosslyn  district.

of  expense,  whereas  it  is  like  a  mercHiitile 
business,  increasing  steadily  and  refpiiring 
more  help  at  om-  timt,'  than  another  ami  :; 
gradual  increase,  so  long  as  its  business 
grows.  When  the  eonfereiice  coinmiUee 
came  to  lix  upon  the  amcnint  for  the  differ- 
ent departments  it  took  the  SeiUember  jiay 
ndl  of  the  deparlnieiil  and  used  that  as  a 
basis.  Septemlier  is  fairly  indicative  of 
the  average  the  yeiir  aronmi  as  to  receipts, 
but  noi  as  to  the  heln  required.  For  iii- 
sianc«'  in  the  early  fall  one  crew  of  three 
men  at  the  gas  i>lain  working  twelve  hours 
was  able  to  make  gas  enough  for  twenty- 
four  hours,  but  when  ihe  months  c<inie 
around  that  bring  a  big  increa.se  in  the 
consumption  of  gas.  it  is  necesary  to  keep 
the  gas  plant  at  work  eighteen  ami  jweiiiy 
hours  a  day  and  one  crew  camifd  do  the 
work. 

Then.  too.  the  busines?  of  the  gas  depart- 
ment is  increasing  steadily  and  this  makes 
more  men  necessar.v  for  coiineciing  meters, 
elc.  Till'  board  has  iiist  lieen  compelled  to 
adil  oin'  more  man  for  this.  It  has  also 
been  necessar.v  to  add  another  man  lo  de- 
liver lamps,  and  yet  yesterday  the  board 
was  ;;"  orders  behind  in  its  deliveries,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  way  to  avoid  adding 
another  man. 

The  board  submits,  however,  that  so  long 
as  the  business  is  increasing  there  should 
be  no  reason  to  complain,  because  m(u-e 
help  is  needed.  If  there  was  no  increase  in 
that,  and  the  board  was  ailding  more  men. 
ilieii  there  might  l)e  cause  for  protest.  The 
months  of  September  and  Octolter  are  nor- 
mal monlhs  for  the  consumption  of  gas. 
that  is.  ilie.\  represenl  the  time  Ihai  is 
liractically  the  average  of  the  year.  Kat  h 
of  those  months  show  an  increase  in  th'- 
ff.is  of  about  jyiMj.  or  a  loial  of  about  Sll.tm:'

That  Remarkable  and  Power- 
ful Substance  Is  Presented 
to  Duluth  People. 

One  of  the  genix  of  miKlern  science,  one 
that  puts  the  slave  of  the  lamp  and  the 
slave  of  the  ring  to  blush,  was  exhibited 
at  the  F'iist  Methodist  church  last  night 
in  a  lecture  hv  K.  C.  Foster,  of  Phllaoci- 
Idiia  The  much  <ti.scussed  wonders  of 
liMuid  air.  of  which  Duluth  has  heard  so 
much,  and  which  Duluth  has  come  very 
near  seeing  on  one  ur  two  former  occa- 
sions, w-eie  actually  witnessed  last  night 
l.y  a  la;-ge  anoience.  and  me  lecture  and 
demonstration    were   cn.ioye<1    very    much. 

The  entertainment  came  in  the  Star  Icc- 
liire  course,  and  tne  ciiuich  was  more  loan 
ordintirilv  well  iHUhI.  The  lecture  was 
more  than  a  success  in  every  particular, 
as  the  demonstrator  has  a  happy  facuit.x 
of  putting  scientitic  subje-cts  in  a  mainnr 
ihai  make,  them  easily  comprehcn.sive.  lie 
said  that  many  people  believe  that  tieattr 
"dquid  air"  is  a  misnomer.  They  believe, 
for  instance,  that  it  is  a  gaseous  sub- 
stance under  high  pressure.  This  Is  not 
the  case  at  all.  It  is  .lusi  what  its  name 
indicates,  iiiiuid  air.  It  is  carried  in  open 
vessels  of  a  peculiar  pattern,  but  not  in 
steel  cylinders,  like  gas,  as  many  beiieve. 
J I  is  simp.v  air  reduced  to  a  liqual  stale  on 
the" same  principle  that  a  iinuid  is  nduced 
to  a  .sodd  or  ga.seous  condition,  'ihe  al- 
ls lirst  redu<-ed  to  a  ga.«cous  state  ana 
thi'U  converted  into  liiiuid  air.  Mr.  Poster 
said  that  liquid  air  is  not  new.  Jt  was 
made  in  smah  quantities  in  Europe  as 
e.irlv  as  1?>77.  but  it  remained  for  Professor 
Tripler  lo  deyeloir  the  discovery  and  suc- 
ceed in  making  it  in  comparatively  large 
•  luantities.  ,   ^,  .,» 

"The  speaker  fioured  some  of  the  sui>- 
siance  into  a  number  of  small  vessels  and 
tiiev  were  passe<l  around  among  the  autli- 
eiice.  The  substance  looks  like  water  ex- 
eept  that  it  has  a  slight  tint  of  hliie. 
There  is  noihiutf  t<i  indicale  its  iemi>era-

IS  ACQUITTED. 

Jury  Finds  B.  F.  Hough  inno- 
cent of  the  Charge 
Against  Him. 

Marlon  F.  Hough,  charged  with  carnal 
knowledge  of  a  girl  under  the  age  of  1(! 
years,  was  i.cquitted  in  district  court 
yesterday  afternojn  on  the  hrsi  ballot 
of  the  juiy.  This  was  a  surprise  to  many 
who  had  expected  a  long  struggle  in 
the  jury  room  and  perhaps  a  disagree- 
ment. On  a  former  trial  there  was  a 
disagreement,  the  jury  standing  7  for 
conviction  and  5  for  acquital.. 

11  is  understood  that  the  question  of 
age  determined  the  verdict  largely,  as 
the  proof  on  the  part  of  the  defense 
(•(mvinced  the  jury  that  the  complaining 
witness.  Violet  Cameron,  was  over  Ifi 
years  of  age  instead  of  less  than  15.  as 
she  and  her  parents  claimed. 

Immediately  upon  the  reading  of  tne 
verdict  Mr.  Baldwin  moved  that  his 
client  be  released  from  custtidy,  and  it 
was  so  ordered.  The  case  did  not  g)  to 
the  jury  until  4  o'clock,  and  the  verdict 
was  returned  within  three-quarters  oi' 
an  hour.

Falls  a  Victim  fo  tht  Drtad  DIstaso 
DIpMhirla.

The  deceased  was  ?>i)  years  of  age  ami 
had  been  a  resident  of  Duluth  about 
three  years.  <oming  here  from  Plain- 
view.  Minn.,  and  heing  empl  >.ved  in  th" 
office  of  Maj.  Sears  all  that  time.  He 
was  married  about  two  years  ago,  the 
bride  being  Miss  Calhoun,  of  Wabasha, 
and  resided  al  jol8  London  road.  Miss 
Edna  Caiiioun,  sister  of  Mrs.  .Stephans. 
is  i'.ere  now. 

The  news  of  Mr.  Stephans'  death  was 
a  sudd^•n  and  severe  s^hock  to  all  his 
friends,  and  to  none  m<»re  than  to  his 
otlice  a.ssociates  and  Maj.  Sear.s.  He 
was  beloved  by  them  all,  and  in  his  wtuk 
was  remarkaidy  efficient  and  willing. 
Maj.  Sears  thought  a  great  deal  of  him. 
both  for  his  personal  worth  and  as  an 
employe,  and  regrets  his  untimely  end 
very  kt!enly. 

Mr.  Stephans  was  a  member  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  of  this  city,  and 
his  funeral  will  be  in  charge  of  that 
order.  The  body  will  be  taken  tj  I'lain- 
vlcw  for  burial.

Pottoffiot  Foret  Will  Thireby  Do 
ertatly  AoeomodaUd. 

The  postofficc  oftieials  and  carriers 
have  a  grievance  against  the  business 
men  for  the  liabii  they  have  accjuired  of 
letting  their  mail  accumulate  until  7>  or  fi 
o'clo;k  in  the  evening  and  then  dumping 
il  all  in  the  mail  lioxes  at  that  time,  in- 
stead if  deiiositing  it  from  time  lo  time 
during  the  day.  The  result  of  this  prac- 
tice is  that  the  office  f<irce  has  much  free 
time  during  the  day,  ami  then  al  night 
there  comes  a  terrific  rush,  and  it  is 
sometimes  impossiide  to  get  the  accumu- 
lation out  in  time  to  catch  the  early  eve- 
ning trains,  and  the  business  men  won- 
der why  their  mail  is  a  day  late  in 
reaching  its  destination. 

It  is  a  simple  matter  to  have  the  <;ffiee 
boy  take  the  letters  to  the  nearest  mail 
box  two  or  three  times  a  day.  and  it 
will  save  the  office  much  work  and  in- 
sure better  service.  The  postofflce  offi- 
cials feel  that  if  the  business  men  un- 
<lerstood  the  situation  they  would  rem- 
edy it.
